I wish to see 
you all well off; but those of you tvho 
inhabit these yarts of the country have 
been, as far as my observation has gone, 
the most hardly treated ; and, t}ierefore> 
l am the more desirous to rendei* ybu 
service.

For the present, suffice it to observe 
that of the two Masons, Joseph, aged 
thirty-two years, having a wife and otid 
child, and Robbrt, aged twenty-four^ 
un married, - both natives of Bulliug-i 
ton, where uhey bad lived all their 
lives.

This is all that I shall say re- j 
lative to these affairs at present, except 
that 1 vouch for the truth of the facts 
l>ere stated;} that, whea 1 ivas in 
Hampshire the other day L went to 
Bee the poor widow, their roother j 
that 1 found that Josepu's child was 
iiviog' with her; that Joseph’s wife 
was g'one to live at service at Barton' 
EariH, Bishop Stocke j and that the 
widow was likely to keep the cottage, 
her cow and piece,of ground, owing to 
the goodness of the owner, whom I: 
understood to be Mr. Edward Twin- 
BAM of Wilehurch ; and, here, in these 
circumstances, you liave the foundation 
of my most particular anxiety for the 
well-being of the labouring people, in¬ 
cluding the makers of the ploughs, and 
the makers of the clotljs, and the 
makers of the buildings, as well as the 
tillers of the land, in this little bunch of 
flinty parisVies. 

My friends, the working people of 
England, whether yon actually turn up 
the land or make the implements for 
doing it with; whether you cut down 
tlte corn or the wood, or make the tools 
necessary for the purpose, or weave or 
make up the clothing necessary for 
lho.se who do the work : to the whole 
of you I now announce with feelings of 
great joy, that we are now about to 
have 'I'HAT reform of I’arlianient for 
which JoSEi’ii Masi^n carried a petition 
to the King, from liullington to Brigh¬ 
ton, signed by about two hundred of 
the labourers of those little hard pa- 
rislie.s, which petition the King did not 
receiw; and 1 will here add my opi¬ 
nion, that, if the King had not been 
advised not to receive it, hut to receive 
it graciously, there never would have 
Keen a riot in these little hard parishes. 
In that petition, drawn up by Joseph 
Mason himself, the King would have 
seen the true state *>f the labourers 
of England. However, the past cannot 
be recalled : we cannot bring back 
yesterday; and, though the two Ma- 
soNs >and niany other.? may be, and 
I trust will be, brought back to their 
parents,their wives, and their children, 
let us, in the mean time, make the 
jnost of the good which, through the 


means of the King and his Ministers, 
we are now about to obtain. 

As long as the Parliament remained 
unreformed, there was no hope of bet¬ 
ter dtiys for the labourer : the farmer 
wiis unable to give him a sufficiency 
of wages without ruin to himself, owing 
^to the enormous burdens which he had 
to bear. The reform of Parliament 
will and must diminish these burdens, 
it. wsgi useless for men to be industrious, 
sobei'i iRnd frugal,* while misery was 
sUli in the constant 

I)ractice’''or^tbese virtues, i'hey la¬ 
boured in despair ; and, tlierefore, when 
idleness was as well rewarded a.s in- 
dusU'V, why should they labour ? Things 
will now be changed: we shall have en¬ 
couragement to practise care and fru¬ 
gality. 1 am about to teach you how 
each of you, who has a little piece of 
ground in his hands, may greatly add to 
bis well being; but even this I do I 
was di.sc()uraged from doing as long as 
the Parliament remained unreformed. 
I, some years ago, wrote a little book 
called “ Cottage Economy,” of which 
book thoU"^ands of copies have been 
sold. It teaches the brewing of beer, 
the making of bread, the rearing of 
I)igs and poultry, the keeping of a cow, 
the curing of bacon, and, in short, every¬ 
thing necessary to teach a small family 
how to make the most of a small bit of 
ground, and how to live well by good 
management. Particularly how to dis¬ 
pense with the everlasting pot hung 
over the fire to cook the soul-degrading 
|)otatoes. But even when 1 wrote that 
book, I told tlie reader that it would be 
of little use in general wilhoiit a reform 
of the Parliament. 

It may be asked, Will a reform of tlie 
Parliament give the labouring man a 
cow or a pig ; will it, put bread and 
cFiecse into his satchell instead of in¬ 
fernal cold potatoes ; will it give him a 
bottle of beer to carry to the field in¬ 
stead of making him lie down upon his 
belly to drink out of the brook; will it 
put upon hia back a Sunday coat 
and send him to church, instead of 
leaving him to stand lounging about 
shivering with an unshaven face and a 
carcass half covered with a ragged 
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smock-froclc, with a filthy cotton shirt demands, and than is necessary to the

food, and raiment, drawn from the 
productive parts of the country. When 
the reformed Parliament shall have di¬ 
minished the taxes to their proper 
standard, the money, the food, and the 
raiment, will remain with those who j 
cwn and cultivate^the land, and who! 
make the clothing, and the houses, and] 
the tools. The swarms before men¬ 
tioned will and must suffer from this 
restoration of goods to their right 
owners; and as men wheii assembled 
in great bodies make more noise than 
when they are thinly scattered, the Out¬ 
cry of the sufferers will be dreadful, and 
especially if the suffering be pushed to 
Its extreme all at Once. Reform will 
be reviled as the cause of all this suf¬ 
fering, the revilers not considering that 
the beggaring of one fat pensioner puts 
Cl flitch of bacon on the rack of two or 
three hundred labourers. It will be the 
duty of the Government to do the thing, 
and it will be our duty to stand by that 
Government in the doing of it; but, 
when the actual dispeasion of ^hole 
masses of people must be the unavoid¬ 
able consequence, it would neither be 
politically wise nor morally just, even if 
the Government had the power to effect 
it peacably, to do the thing all at once. 
Therefore, my friends, let us be patient : 
Reform is merely the instruiheht with 
which to do the good; and if vvi have 
but a little patience, the whole of the 
good will come. Be patient, therefore, 
now ; prove to those wl^j have inso¬ 
lently called you peasantry and lower 
orders, that you have sense, and mo¬ 
deration, arid humanity, and love of 
country, if they liave none. 

With regard to the other topic; 
namely, lire notion that all men ought 
Itp be equally rick and live in Ike same 
tO$f of way, it is not necessary for me to 


say much, or, indeed, any-thing, to the 
far greater part of you; aqd it would 
not have been necessary to say one 
word to aUy of you on the subject, had 
it not been for the stupid industry of 
those who have been living on your 
labours, to give you what they call 
education; that is to say, book-know¬ 
ledge, which they have been cramming 
down your throats by the means of 
their schooii and tAeir tracts, all having 
one and the same tendency; namely, 
to make you 11:^,,contentedly upon po¬ 
tatoes, while tl|pt tables were covered 
with the best ofbread and of meat, and 
some of them eating strawberries at a 
guinea an ounce. In this work of 
educating, however, they have, without 
intending it, produced a pretty preva¬ 
lent bpinion that there ought to be an 
equal distributioti of riches as well as 
of knowledge ; and thi||b,all men ought 
to bve in the same sort of way. This, 
a bare survey of the world will convince 
you, never can be. If there were no 
rich farmers, there could be no store of 
corn or of meat in the country ; if there 
were no gentlemen to be magistrates, 
there could be neither peace nor pro¬ 
perty ; if there were no legislators of 
great integrity and knowledge, the 
country must be torn to pieces for want 
of laws; if there were no men of great 
learning and experience, there could be 
* no judges to execute the laws ; if there 
were no statesmen there could be no 
state, and the nation would have no 
means of providing for its independ¬ 
ence and safety. If all men were upon 
an equality in point of means, England 
would become what the wilds of Ame¬ 
rica are, inhabited by wild men; no¬ 
body would work except just to provide 
food and raiment for tlie day; and our 
country would become the most beg¬ 
garly upon the earth, instead of being 
what it formerly was (and I hoj)e and 
trust'will be again) the pride of its own 
people and the envy of the world. 

Resides, my friends; besides this 
impossibility ; besides that this in- 
I equality in point of riches is contrary to 
the order of the world and the decrees 
of God; besides this, I beseech you 
not to overlook the advantages which 
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the laboarlng man has over! lus ricli

U 
is, pnxbably, in the hWU' n* of the pine- 
trees in those countries to engender 
those yerralh. ;,^eir places of le^Stdence 
Usei?e the caiiitjeS in the bnrk, or ih wca- 
siottal openings made between tbe barit 
and tlte jwrobd. The devils used, to 
creep fmto the trees, and ge* 
upon the raspberry bu.shes, or those of 
the huckle-berry, and ^ed dpio^ the 
b'ult of tho.se plants, which av^* ih those 
countries, in immeasurable abundiuice.. 
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Some of those cleanly people* the! 
Tankees, who were obli^cl to take 
refuge in tl)e.se vile cauntfieSj after the 
independence of the States wjwi aift- 
knowletlged, used, by their iucessaht 
care/pud by their overlswtmg scrub¬ 
bings and washings, to kee^ their 
liooses dear frpha these verromj but 
thtn, observe, |hey took special care 
never to softer 0 pi«c® jpwic kteod to 
form any part of those houses j and 
this is the wood which, amongst .its last

I can¬ 
not say that the Canada pine, atripped

him with your commands for the continuance 
of their services, in the stations intrusted to 
them by the King.

1 hold in luy Viand a paper, wbieli I re¬ 
ceived this day fn.ni Ireland containing a 
letter from a highly ioformed aiid educated 
gentleman addressed to the Mawjuis of Angle¬ 
sey, in which he says th.al though the 
bones and luuscles of the frisli peasantry fer¬ 
tilise the fields, create the national wealth, 
and provide fumjs for rent$ and taxes and 
tithes, yet that peasivuf,ryj''jwlto pr«dticp every 
tiling, consume notkiog j and that, unless 
measures, the most prompt aiwl energetic, are 
adopted to improve the coodifiCn of the Irisb 
lalxmrer, and fo fpruisb hiin with 
employment So af tdrCnalilc hitn to procure 
comfortable food ajid decent raiincuti freiand 
will become a wiidernCss; and he fears, ere 
long, a country in which no person coaid, 
happily reside. In tliat letter It is asserted 
that the war of povepW against property has 
already comroeoced-^tuat furmerly it was tho- 
war of religioB, or the war ;jpf poUtioal 
opinion ; but that it is now unhappily tlie war 
of gaunt rainin«j leading to desperation, and 
striving for an improved eidstence, 

“1 confess I fear that this description of 
the country is too true a dcliueatio * of its 


present condition, and that it is well calculated 
to confirm many gehtlerocii in the opiniim of 
the necessity or introducing a provision for 
tlie poor in IreVaiicI. On atbis subject 1 allow 
there is a great diwifej^ncy I 

admit at once that it iiS my firm and consci¬ 
entious belief that the frightfhLevils of a 
deBolatitig absenteeism, and the immense 
drain for the paymeot of the interest of ntil- 
lioHs advanced on the security of landed pro¬ 
perty, are the causes of the groat distiess 
which exists in Ireland. 1 admit that the 
(ri)h, absentees are probabiy amongst the 
first class of landed proprietors in Euiope; 
and that a country wfaudi produces an 
annual stock of wealth from the. pro¬ 
duce «f her own,soil, cannot he hi a sound or 
healthy state whilst loans of tnoney are re¬ 
quisite to be raised in another coimtiy to he 
remitted to that country to discharge the 
functions of capital. When I make tbi-s ad¬ 
mission, I beg geutiemeu vtlU consider, that 
even if,the jiroprietors of great, estates in Ire¬ 
land reniaiued at home, stTli tlie rental of the 
country is small, and; the population very 
great. ThC: atcuiiinlation wealth in the 
handa of a few is in every , country accom¬ 
plished at theekpehse of the many,inasmuch 
as each community pOssessCB only a certain 
Amount of property. ■When these masses of 
waaltb are reinstated wheretbey arc collected, 
the evils aro; mitigated; but when these 
masses are taken Out of tijis country, a general 
disorgaulaation of society is the tiiiavoidable 
result- Sir, while 1 am favourable to any 
measure which will retain the wealth which a 
Gaiintry prodticcs in that country for iis ulte¬ 
rior iniproveinent, be assured that it is im¬ 
possible for any individual to proceed with 
greoter care or caution than I am disposed to 
do Itv eodCavouring to clfect so important a 
purpose. 1: am one Of tlioae who like to draw 
from authoritaes which are venerated for their 
intelligence and worth, and from legislative 
euactmentipwhere 1 can find them, authori- 
tteg in favour of, and precedents which are in 
-point for, tueasures which may he considered 
calculated to relieve the distresses of my 
country; and 1 avow that the recommenda¬ 
tion iifllr- Woodward, the bishop of C'loyue, 
pubifohed CO jx*ars ago, and then submitted to 
the coiisiderattoii of the Parliament of Ireland, 
always appeared to nie highly deserving the 
roost serious ebusidevation of suth persons as 
were disposed to pay attention to the. alfairs of 
Irelatidi 'I'hat erninent and distinguished 
scholar ,aud dro down these princi¬ 
ples:-— '

On tbe 
death 4rf such a father <rf a faaiiiy, dependent 
on hi* labotir hir their iaain or perhaps <nt'a*e 
aupport, how forlorn must be die sitaatiuu of 
his widow and orphan rduldren ! It wohld 
Shock a s^der mind to imagine {if Itnaghia* 
ition copld paint) the miseries''to which the, 
bulk of tht! inbabitauts of Ireland are con¬ 
tinually exposed by tbe slightest reverse uf 
fortuue. By a single bad season; by an acci¬ 
dental loss; by an. occasional r^sease, and 
even by the grad'aal decay of nature these 
evils exist in a groett aitiioBgh ntdt elidal lium- 
Imv, mpl canttot be BoubbHl 'or 4^^ by any 
but those who shut their eyes or steel their 
hearts against theih.*

Sib,— lu ajtiswer to the letter of ^Ir Edward 
Sogden, I beg In the mean time to observe, 
first, that the references regarding the p'tttv 
chase of the propertv at Weymouth, iBhd tlie 
expenses of hiS EtecUuus, arc liOt all paftk Oh 
the contrary, they form tlie subject of the suit 


between Mr, Gordon and myself, Mr. Gordon 
being liable for them Uiuier his agreement to 
return Sir Edward Sngden free of expense. 
The expenses which Sir Edward Sugden states 
he has already paid, 1 pri:sume, are included 
in the 2,6®0f. mentiunedi In. the meinoramluin 
in Sir Edward’s hand-writing, a.s“ 2,000/ to 
pay olf old bills,” and for w|lic Edward 
granted his personal security. By that mc- 
moraudutn it was stipulated that at the next 
Elections after 1828, Sir Edward Sugdqn 
should pay, if returned, 1,000/., which he did 
on being appointed Solicitor-General iii 1829; 
and at the milowlng General Election, in 1830, 
he paid the nemaining 1*0001. By the same 
docuineut it Waii ^tipuTated, that if Sir Edward 
Sugden sbouid refire, and another person 
should he returned Ihr his seat, that other per¬ 
son should pay the 2,01)0/. uf old bills. 

2. The following memorandum in Mr. 
Gordon's hand-writing was delivered tn Sir. 
E. Bugdea^ and reiiiahied some time in his 
^$sassiuii,and wa$ afterwards returned to me, 
and Mr. Gordon got it from me along with 
ptiiers of the docuroeiits which he .still re- 
itaihai—** Eienti-Golthiel Gordon oilers to 
geuira Mri Sogden free of exjiense for Wey¬ 
mouth, an long as he may require a seal, Air.

Thi.s was only 
a specimeu of iVbat tliey might expect, if, un- 
furtiiihately for Europe and the world, minis¬ 
ters fhould Biicceed ill forcing this revolu¬ 
tionary toeasijre on the House, in fact, when 
the noble Lord lutroduced this monstrous mea¬ 
sure, maby memhers, believed that he was 
only in joke, and be had So doubt that if at 
that time it bad byen grappled with, it would 
have been rejected by a large majority. 

Mr* llvAlE denied that the measure was now

_ Isto w I do not know that this statement 
it truef but if it be true it is another of the 
tlungSr another of tliose many thousands 
of things, which call aloud to the people 
to take into their own /tantk, by means 
of honest and diligent representatives, 
the management of their own money. 
But can such a thing be iepal even 
now! W© will talk of the expediency 
of it by-and-byj but can it be7atc/«I 
thus to expend the people’s money 
withcmt the authonty of an Act of Par- 
Tiamentl Can my Paymaster, or 
Goinmittioner., or any-body else, warrant 
UieHrst Lord of the Treasury in issu¬ 
ing our money to i«»y pensions ia ad-- 
nance ? ' The law authorises the pay¬ 
ment of a pension j but it authorises 
only. the annual payment. If the Mi¬ 
nistry can take upon themselves, with¬ 
out any law for the purpose, to pay a 
pack of these fellows in advance, it is 
clisar that they can take upon themselves 
to pay other pensioners in advance; 
and as there .seems to be some notion 
that the Lord and Lady Pension List 
may pf»>3ibly be swept away, in a year 
or two, why may not the Ministry pay 
four years’ pension in advance to any 
of their own relations or friends, who 
happen to be upon that List *, and if 
fowr years an advance, why not twenty 
years in advance ? Thi.s never can be 
legal ;, 1 do not say that the thing 
hvMt ^endone, or to be done; but 
if Jtjbe, it never can be legal. If 
the,Ministers can pay four years’pen- 
alop in advance to 'lom Clodpole, the 
iiile^iijaminoa soldier, why cannot they 
•payil^r years’, or any number of years'^ 
piqpSUMj in advance to the whole of the ■ 
eighf thousand (I think it is) of officers 
-oa vhalf-pay; .and why not pay the 
widows in advance also, and pay every 
widow fi>r a number of years, according 
to the. fancy, pf the paymaster or the 
Minister^ .In short, do they mean to 
say that it is lawful for them now to 
pay to advance the pension of the 
Counters. Powager of Mornikctok, or 
of Mre. Pox, or h«r daughters, or of 
■CASNtoo*is,::,aister 1 DoVihey'-miean to 

say this, this nation in the 
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face at the same time? And, if they 
allotv thia to be unlawful, where do 
they find law for paying the above*’ 
mentioned persons their pay 
vance ? I do not say that the tbiagis’ 
done, and 1 h ope that it is not, Wd 
it will not be done y but if her* 
is work in aitear already eqt dirt for a' 
reformed Parliament. Now for : the 
expediency of the thing. If these pen¬ 
sioners be hale and young men, and 
have the use of their limbei to give 
tiiom ii pension at all bas been a most, 
scandalous thiiig'. The war has been i 
over seventeen years; Nobody would 
scarcely l>e so impudent, ^ profligate, 
as to give a soldier (unless made n 
cripple in the service) a peh|ion under 
lifteen years’ service j and it foroieriy 
was twenty je.ars. Fifteen ftnd seven¬ 
teen make thirty-two; io fhal, unless 
there has been profligacy enormous in 
the gianting of these peuSlOnS, the pen¬ 
sioners must either be cfij,pled or 
blinded, or be, on an averai^, fifty years 
t)f age. Clo to an actuary, and ask bim 
how many j ears' purchase such a pen¬ 
sion is worth; and you will And that, 
upon an ayernge, he would not say that 
♦ iiejtik'ere worth three years' purelvase, 
besides the interest of the irtdney; autV 
besides,Upon the eve oi\ haviog a" ^ 
liamcnt to whom it ought to be left to 
decide, with regard to the durability of 
these pensions. 

But this is far from being all. If 
the pension be a ..hilling a day, it 
amounts to eighteen pounds, five shil¬ 
lings a year; and the four years’ pen¬ 
sions amount to seventy-seven pounds. 
Suppose a thousand of these, pensioners 
to be paid ip advance* here are seventy- 
seven thousand pounds, just about etptal 
to a year’s iKJor-ratts iur the whole of 
the county of Bedford. But what is to 
become of this money? If taken to 
Van Piemen’s Land* it is very bard to 
conceive how it is ever to do am good 
to tiiose who work and toil and Sweat 
to pay taxes iu England, out of whtda 
taxes this money is to be taken; but If 
it go to the Ilmted States, then ft is 
clearly so much of the earnings of tlie 
people of England sent to that couhtiy 
just so much taken out of our backet I 


and put into that pf the Americans; just 
80 much laid out for the purpose of 
adding to the riches and power of that 
rival country, and for thb 
diminishing the riches arid the power 
of England. 

‘ Oh, but you get rid of these uaeh and

For every measure adding 
to the ibower and tlie pelf of the clergy, 
for' the enormous grants of money to 
them out of the taxes, over and aWve 
their proiligioas revenues ; for every 
such measure also he has spoken and 
yOled. • There is a little concern in 
which he himself is an instrument in 
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what I deem a shameful f^aate of the 
peojde’s money, a shame^li^l act of in¬ 
justice towards the peppie j namely, in 
taking from them every year a large 
sum of money for the snppprt of the 
thing called the British Museum, He 
has come every year, for a great number 
of years past, and lor ten thou¬ 

sand pounds a year for this 'purjpose ; 
and, ps if we had too tttUch money, at 
prese&t particularly, he has come.this 
year and got fourteen thousand pounds. 
Of what use is this thing to the people 
of this country ? I ask of what use it 
is } It is of use to no'^body, but a set 
of loungers who have nothing to do. 
It was stated in the House of Com¬ 
mons, that, on ap w only nioe 
persons a day visited this plac^, in¬ 
cluding women and children. The 
place is not open pn a Saturday j sb 
that there are only 260 days in the year 
in which it can be visit^ at alL 
that 2,340 are the number oiii^crso'pi' 
that visit it in a year; and, tSerefot'e, 
even at the ten thous,and pounds a year, 
for every visit of every one of these 
persons, the nation pap four pounds. 
If, indeed, the taxes raised upon us 
were light; if we Were not dunned to 
death^hy the tax-gatKefer, and Watched 
by excisemen and Custom-house offi¬ 
cers, as the cat watches the mice, this 
ten thousand pounds u year might be 
expended in thb manner j but, in 
the present state of things, it is a 
waste of the public money, >and in 
this waste, for 1 believe thirty yetuts, 
this BankEs has been the great 
actor. ’ In short, let the accounts be 
examined; let us see into whose bands 
the money goes, and we shall find al¬ 
most the whole of it swallowed up by 
parsons and by other persons belonging 
to, Or dependent upon, the aristocracy. 
Some few years ago, a parcel of the 
prints belonging to this Museum were 
taken out, and sold by a print-seller. 
The discovery was “'made';, the proof 
was perfect; and yet nothing Was dhne 
to either the keeper of^thc^Mitseum

BAxaes pathetically appealed to 
PoBTjiaw to say whether be could View 
with pl^sure Uie ousting of such men 
as KNATcumti,!., HBATneotr., Vwvan 
and Dickbxsox, and whether he 
thought a reformed Parliament would 
give us metpber^ so Enlightened.

fleetiom

DUMBARTONSHIRE ELECTION. 

From the behaviour pf the raftW s witViin 
tbchali, it Was perfectly apparent tliat, joined 
as they would bo by huiidrcds of their asso¬ 
ciates withptU, and wiio were.anxiously wait¬ 
ing fpr the bixuikir)'- up of theiCourt ti> carry 
their iatentions into effect, the friends of the 
iucces.sfwl camlidate had nothing' to expect 
hut abuse and pefsonal Violence on reaciung 
the.^rcet. Accordingly, when Mr.Colquhouu 
made his appearahee:, he was carried from the 
ball door to ail open cabrjoiet, which was 
la waiting, "withCvit . hprses, and drawn lu 
triumph throiigh -the streets by his linisy at¬ 
tendants } whiles on hi.s Lordship’s friends 
eptpingout; they were jostled, driven about, 
and pelted with atones in the most furious 
manner. This was particularly the case so 
far as regarded Mr. Buehauatt, of Auchin- 
torlie, 'wbn was stoned a cuniideraVde way up 
the street, and who, hut Ibr the |:n‘pyidenti3l 
interference of some respei^ble strangers, 
would have been leveUed hi the ground by a 
brawny carpenter, the streets 

during the day with a Jarge board, containing 
the words, “ LuiJg live the Khig without the 
Bonvughmongers,'* apd which blow was 
aimed sit the respected geotlemen. Seeing 
the way in which tiiey were Uhcly tu be treat- 
.ed by .the crowd, Lurd-Vy-praham, and about 
iweiity of big friends, 'remained in the hall, 

while Adtpiral Fferaing. Mr- .d 
and several other geatlemen, mecitoriou.sly 
I exerted themselves in attempting, by all ar- 
! gumenu in their power, to prevail on |,he re- 
’ forming rioters to disperse. Their well- 
meant exertions; however, proved nbortive. 
The sary of the mob was, “ Throw out Lord 
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Graliarn to us, that we may tear him to pieces, 
and then we’ll go houie.” Detained thus 
prisoners against their will for upwards of 
three-quarters of an hour, Lord-M. W. Gra¬ 
ham, and the gentlemen along with 
screral of them Vice-LieuteBaats^ W 
county, required the Sheriff to call fai tlie aid 
of the military to escort them to their Intis. 
A signal was accordingly made froHi^^ t^ 
Court-hall to the castle, and this heihg an¬ 
swered by the castle hoisting its flag Bnff 
chargiuir a gun, the troop dycayalry Statioh^^^ 
at Bowling, were immediately put in motion. 
'J'he report of the field-piece drieated some; 
sensation among the crowflj and wC heard 
r umbers of them calculatiDg the space that 
w '>uld elapse before the cavahw could enter 
the town ; for, of the afraugeraents made to 
preserve the peace, thfe; leaders of the moh; 
seemed to be in perfect possession, lii the 
front, and all round the Court-house, the 
mob, though somewhat dlMiiniSlied in nuin- 
bers, still kept its position. At this moment 
Admiral Fleming, Sir James Colquhpunj 
and a nuralier of other gentleittou in‘hlr. 
(.Nilquhouu’s interest, returned to the Couiity 
Buildings, and earnestly implored the Sheriff 
to countermand or slay the approach of the 
cavalry. This, we understand, was done, and 
the troop was halted about balf a mile from 
the town. In the mean tiine, Sir James Col- 
quhuun, Admiral Fleming, dt^., pledged 
themselve.s to escort I.ojrd Williain and hi^^ 
fritu'k in captivity safely to the, quay, Whefe 
a steam-boat was lying to receive; them, The 
attempt was accordingly inadci and the whole 
of the party made, their way, though followed 
■with the bowlings and groans of the rabble, tO: 
the pi are of embarkation, some in carriages; and 
some a-foot, with the exccptioii of his Ijordship,; 
.against whom the concentrated vengcaiite,of 
the mob was directed; Having placed biin-; 
self between Sheriff Campbell Bud Sir dames 
Colquhoun, no sooner was he reedghised by 
the mob, than, regardless of the safety of. the 
gentlemen under whose protection he was; 
the rioter.s showered stones at hiin froin all ’ 
directions, while passing aloiig, to such a 
degree that, whtm opposite the church, 
he was obliged to rut) into a close, a stone 
and a bludgeon, each of them enoMSl>» Aofl 
they taken ihll effect, to kill' liith, whirling 
past his head, at the very moment he got 
under alielter; one lOnlyi however, struck 
him, and stunned hiio very touch; while 
others hit Sir James Colqnhouh and the gen¬ 
tlemen near him. On entering the ehtse, a 
man cried, “ Follow me, I'll protect you.’* 
He then got into a house, and was,shown into 
a room, where he fomidh temimrary onnceal-' 
meat in a hcd-place, Biider a loBd of elpthcs 
and some blankets. In the ' m«ah titoe tlte 
mob surrounded the hotise and the a<)|inhing 
tenements, sweariug that they' would*lind 
him out,, and Mcridce him to the ca**?® 
Reform—some claathered up the roofyand, 
looked through a skylight wiodoW into the j 
very room where his tiordship, by thi^ liihe, ! 
was concealed under the clothes, while others 
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forcibly entered this, and the adjoining 
houses, in quest of their victim. One or two 
.men actually entered the room where he lay; 
but, fortunately, never tliought of turaing up 
the clothes in the bed-place. After a ioug 
scrutiny, the mob lieghn to suspect that his 
Ldrdship had made his escape by some of the 
many outlets, or throuKh the hack /premises, 
and partiaHy dispersed themselves over the 
town, to preclude the passihility of his foiling 
their vengeance; wlnie some of his relentless 
peraetotors kept waiting outside of the aus- 
pecthd; house, atoushig theinselvos by tossing 
to and fro an which,we .suppose was 

meant to represent his Lordship, and which 
was torn to “ shtodS and pBtehes ’’ in a very 
short time; regardless ftf all the efforts of 
stoeral of the ^ntlcmeu Ah the popular side 
to quell the t|imhlh Mr; JoH^ length 
in.ustered a party of -friends, under whose 
itaTe, surrounded by about a dozen trusty 
ship-Wrights, hho had pledged their word to 
iupptot hito, Lord Wflliani placed himself; 
hut hd reaching the street the scene that en- 
siied transcends all description. The crowd 
itomcdifttely closed on the patriotic party, 
pelted them with sticks, and jostled them so 
tfeuu‘ttdowsly,that. they were corapflled to take 
refuge in the flank, on ascending the flight of 
.steps to reach which, his Lordshi p was struck 
by a stone. Luckily Mr, ; J, Dixon, who had 
rendered himself conspictoms in queHiiig the 
distarhancej secured the miscreant»ho threw 
it; and took' down his; n Sortie of the 
fahble 'We believe, even forced themselves iu 
after his Lordship, and while making towards 
a siivall boat, by au avetine which leads from 
the'bahk, hhich was lying ready to set out 
; with hMn, he w pursued by the ruffians, 
whopyertonk and nearly tore the coat from 
his hack. He, howCycr, latterly escaped into 
r the boat, which itotoedratcly put off for the 
Sovereign steamer, yyhich, with Uis more for- 
tonatB iwands oh bciard, was, lyirtg out in the 
hlbugnearthe castle, indeed their anxiety 

and incertitude, as to his Lordshto’^ l^Ate* had 

by this lime reached to siich a height, that a 
humher of them had lauded at the castle, and, 
as Magistrates, called Pbt the Inlantry to :as- 
si.ft thcui iutohdeayouriiig to rost-ue his Lord- 
ship, fpoto Uie hands of the mob. WTile the 
troops were ahtoit to Hiarcb, Admiral Fle-

advance, Biidi all parties: being 
perfect tiectiSsity of t'io ineasnre, the Riiit Aiit, 
was read. Thg military were utit lohg in 
niaking their appVtarance, hut the mnititude ' 
showerl HO' disposition whotever to retire;■ 
many stones were thrown, and a violent and 
dangeroHS uproar ensued, Some of the riot¬ 
ers received slaps with ihe bruad sides of thi^ 
swords, and one felfow, who bad been thwrw- 
irtg a stone, was chased up the steps of the 
County: Buildings by ibe soldier he had' in¬ 
sulted, who fortunately refrained from doing 
more than giving hitn two or three hearty 
strokes. A parly of the dragoons were then- 
formed into a ein-le, for the purpose of re¬ 
ceiving Coh)ncl Blairaitd several 6f his friends, 
in order to convey them on board tive Largs 
steauier, which was lying at the quay to re* 
ceive then*. The scene that occurrM after 
the caraleade got near the vessel, waa, dread* 
Ihl, and most wonderful it is that fto o«»e 
was killed om the spot. Thj stones were 
thriuvn in showers, prioeipally hy-^a tnul- 
titude who had assembletl on an eml- 
lienee, wliei'e they were well s-upplicd with 
these misiilfos, and tioio 'wbwli., although 
dislodged by the cavalry more tba« once, with 
mututtl wounds, tbty ss oftiMi retuViresd to the 
combat. The mono ot the cavoliT ffo* Ibe 
genelemen po board the st«am-ba*t: they left 
tbeui, wtwfi the derh was mmpletel|' swept 
with Ahowmof sUuje-, nod all th« iwdWiduals 
were mom or less injured- Colonel Bihlrwas 
wouiitfcd 8e.verely iu the leg and head. 'I'hr 
■whole of the party, and every one on dctdtirau 
below, saveitm jw<‘r ieilow at the Itotoi, who 
was most rttaratfotlly pelted,: until he jMt tbe 
cable cut on boat'd, tjo one dnTh'g to uithfose 
tb« rope ,rn 8hofe''for toar to' the mob. Ibey 
then got to sea 5 but so dehfirfflibed were th* 


rufllans on the destriiction of Colonel Blair, 
that they assembled at many plgces along the 
coast, where it was thought most probable 

he. would attempt a landing. Pn the reiura 
of the party of soldiers from this service, we 
observed the helmet of a serjeant fairly 
kpocked (n, and another poor fellow with the

English, who, with the exception of the 
Americutis, are, I believe, the most gen¬ 
tle people <in this side of the gut of Gib¬ 
raltar. But, besides this, the Scotch, 
have been much more severely op¬ 
pressed anti cruelly insulted than the 
Ehglish ever have been, i have ctfteii 
r^ted that tW'O journeymen trades¬ 
men of Eihibut-gh wrote to me at the 
time when Pejsi:.'s Hint, bad made 
it legal to demand gold in exchange 
fl*r a Bank-note, to inform ine that they 
had, accordingly, made the demand g 
that they were refaved gohl in payment 
ibr the notes, and that, thereupon, have 
ing pwsevened, with obstinhey, in their 
demand, the Bankers sent ior police- 
officers, who took them to prispn; for 
which, they told me, that they were even 
afraid to demand redress of any de¬ 
scription. This iS' tfuite enough to sa¬ 
tisfy any reasonable man that the treat¬ 
ment of the pebple of Scotland has been 
infinitely worse than that of the slaves 
of the West Indies. Wiien Mr* Jones, 
of Bristol, was refused payinent in the 
same way, the . Bristol banker dared 
not talJt of punishmg him : there was 
^dambody to lake his part: there was 
antattorney ready^ arrest the ban kers : 
he had redress;; and that retlress served 
as an example for t he whole coon try on 
this side the Tweed. Hay, even befoi’e 
a Ckrmmittee of ; the House of Com- 
nioiis, it was stafod; to demand gold 
in exchange for paper, in Scotland, was 
wlmt no man woald dare to do. In 
such a state of things,, to talk of law 
and of justice is nonsense; and.this is 
tlue state in whicii the industrious piirt 
of tlte people of Scotland have lived 
for the last forty years. 

Scenes such as are described in these 
articles from the Glasgow papers are, 
in themselve.s, to be rej|robated. Ho 
man that bus any regard either For the 
happine.ss br the honoar of the country, 
can attempt ahstnict justification of 
violences like these : but as in all cases 
of assault, and In many cases of actual 
killing, is .not the provocatp n to be 
taken into: view f it is nnlawful for a 
man tb strike a monster that has faisely 
imputed to him all sxffts of crimes. 
Strictly speaking, he ought to seek re- 
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dress ftwtn the law ; but on a trial for 
assault, the provocation is always taTcen 
into view, if there be |»rovocta,iph | 
a blow, which without provocation, 
fiends the offender to jail, is off with 
a reprimand, tlie provocation being in¬ 
tolerable. 

And does not this a^iply to conitnu- 
nities of men, as well as to individuals ? 
And might not the people at Bum bar.- 
ton, vyheU assaulting theson of the Dcrrct: 
of Montaosr, have recollected that the 
falher, ip; l& 17 ', spoke of the imprisoued 
reformers as men “ merely abstracted 
for a tinie from society; ” and may not 
all the peojde of Scotland iit»w recollect 
the transportatibn of their countrymen, 
their excellent countrymen, their able, 
their virtuous^ their brave countrymen, 
Palmcr, Moib, GnaALD, and JUar- 
o’Abot; aye, their transportation dur¬ 
ing the tiomination of Bixt ,for stre¬ 
nuously adyocating that very Reform of 
Parliament; which he himself had ad vo- 
cated before he was in power, ami 
which is now^ alter the country has 
been beggared for the want of it, advo¬ 
cated by the King and bis Ministers r 
May not the peojde of all Scotland still 
recollect this ? The Scotch are not a 
fickle race j they are not a thoughtless, 
senseless, giddy race of beings, who 
forget, in a moment, the good or tlie 
evil that they have received. Why are 
they not to remember, and why are their 
childrep not to remember, that Mr, 
Maugarot, when the judges were pass¬ 
ing sentence upon him, told them that 
the day wonbl come when ihey^wQuld 
have to answer to an enraged people for 
the injustice which they were then in¬ 
flicting ? The whole of those vicUtns are 
dead} but the Scotch people are, not 
dead, and meuiory still has a seat in 
their ininds. » 

Upon this occasion what did they be¬ 
hold ? They beiuud that vCrjr thing 
still carried on whicli liad been .con¬ 
demned by ihe King mid his Mixxfsttr.s. 
Tlte Mioistm had udd them, by the 
mouth of Lord John KtrssBtL, that this 
mode of elecUng Members was a scan¬ 
dalous usurpation. The King had dis¬ 
solved the PariiaM«fnt in order that this; 
VilJaoous usurpatioa might be put an^ 


end to by men who would vote for the 
Bill : here were m^cn elected who de¬ 
clared that they wwild vote for tbe 
Bill ; and was it ;;^ that 

tim pedple,;Whfv^ W^ inte¬ 

rested in putting ah end to the usurpa¬ 
tion, would not show their resentment 
against these men ? Was it : to be ex¬ 
pected that they should stand quietly 
by and see the old farce perfbrined, and 
not show their iadighation in a manner 
so marked as to produce effect upon 
their adversaries ? 

When once people are enraged, and 
violence begins, who is to prescribe 
bemnds to that Violehee ^ One passionate 
Word or act creates another still more 
passionate j and, at la^t, men do that 
which they never contemplated or 
thought possible-in iiheir c mo¬ 
ments. The killing of the King’s 
Guards at Paris, in the year 178 P, arose 
purely ftxim the insolence of a soldier 
having knbipked do^^n an old man in 
the street; so that these violences are 
not to be ascribed to the ehaiacter of 
the people of Scotland, but to their 
long oppressione, and to the irri t;Uing 
sights and •.■ircumstuncSs of. the mo¬ 
ment. For one reason, however, lam 
by no means sorry that these violences 
have taken place in Scotland. I am 
sorry to hear that pny bodily injury has 
been xlone to any-bo<iy, and by mi meafjs 
justify any such acts; but my readers 
must recollect how often I have had to 
contend with Br/ BiLACK Upon the sub¬ 
ject of the relative behaviour of the 
EogUsh and the Scotch. When the Spe¬ 
cial Commissions were going on, the 
Bqctor contended that the riots in Eng¬ 
land did not proceed from the ill-treat¬ 
ment of the people, but from their want 
of education. I ctOtiteUded that tlicyarose 
not from wantof education. I contended 
tli.it they arose from a want of a suffi¬ 
ciency of food and raiment. Look at 
the Scotch, said the Doctor; they com¬ 
mit no brutal violences; and it is be¬ 
cause they are educated. I should like 
to have seen the Doctor when he was 
inserting in his paper the above two 
articles. But what does he iay now ? 
Why, that the difference in the conduct 
ofthe peo])}e of the two court tries arises 
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solely from a difference in character. | 
To be sure, when we look back at the 
hundreds of riots that took place last fall 
amongst the country men ;ip England, 
and f*erceive, that though the people 
had all the power in their hands for the 
moment, they never did, in any one,in¬ 
stance, cither hyi or mnim any.one jper- 
son ; when one looks at this|bhe^fe in 
admiration at the gentietiess of t^ 
character; bat, in justiee:^^^te Scbtch, 
let it be observed, that t^ 
that the thing at stake, was pf a 
extremely different: the English la¬ 
bourers wanted a rise of vvagesy mid 
they obtained it at once: the Septch 
were contending for a mighty prize,: 
they thought tliat the returningof these 
men might defeat the great meaaare of 
Reform. It was forito selfish or trifling 
object that they were contending j it 
was fo r their coun tryj and ior their 
own liberty and property, Let The 
Glasgow papers, and the Londoh papers 
too, vilify the Sc{)tch as long as they 
please, I shall not join in one word of 
abuse uttered against them. I do hot 
feel pleasure that they were prbyoked to 
act in this violent manner j but I feel 
great pleasure ih perceiving that the 
}»eople in that part of the kingdom pnr- 
ticipatc in all the feelings which animate 
the people of the iSouth. I have not 
fm-got the punishing, and even the 
hanging, of the Scotch reformers in 
1830. I never felt mticli more indignas 
tion in my life, much more rage, than 1 
did at the treatment of the Scotch in 
that j ear. It is only eleven years ngov 
Men do not so soon forget | and, there¬ 
fore, again I sayjj^fore w-e call the 
Scotch people raii&/e, rMj^aur, vaga- 
honds, and hlQbdy men, we must take , 
the provocation and tin? circumstances, 
into view. 

If those who are slUl the enemies of 
Reform were accessible to any-thing 
like reason, one might a^ t^ 
sort of Government that &nst bp lyhich 
made a representative ofpeople of 
a man whom the penple so cordially 
detested ? If it be said that it is this 
reform scheme that has cansedl thik 
Lord Graham to be so hated by' 
people, the answer is, that he Was^

He, like 
most other Englishmen, was too sheep¬ 
ish to tliink of such a thing, or, Lord 
Grey would have learned more from 
him as to the real State of the country 
than he will ever learn during his whole 
life-time through the means of persons 
who are paid by the Gbverhment. It is 
the Ministers that are in want of “ wse- 
JiU knowledge ; ” and if Lord Grey and 
Lord BaoCGHAxr could get up to Lon¬ 
don a hedger and ditcher, or a copjuce- 
cutter, or a' shepherd or ploughman, 
from twenty or thirty of the counties, 
they might, working together, soon 
make a book of knowledge w-ortli as 
much in one single line as all the rub¬ 
bish that has got together umler 
that title.

At' other 
ttmesyoa hear the hard-hearted insolent 
Irish, ^ulrearchy asserting that the peo¬ 
ple that coun<ry do not Uke meat and 
bread,, and that they like to lie irpon 
ftraw and fiiUlv, and like to be clad in 
ttiga, go naked. Monsters ! there is 
punishment In store for them 1 
The duty of the English Government 
is } the duty of the Government of the 
Kingdom is, to cause the Irish people 
to receive just and due remuneration 
for their labours; to cause them to 
have it in their power to eat meat and 
bread, and to be well clothed; and it is 
the duty, the boimden, the sacred duty 
of the people of England to compel 
their Gov**rument,' by» all lawful and 
cdustUUlional mean.s, t(> cause this to 
be dune for Ireland.

We should then hear of 
no more famines; no more eatings' of 
sea-weed } no more midnight murders 
aud seizures of arms, and transportings 
without judge or jury. ‘'The landf 
owners would not execute the lavv,” 
some people say. If they would not, I 
would find somebody that should., I 
would send a dozen Magistrates from 
England into every county of Ireland} 
pay them a salary for performing the' 
duty } and their duty should be, cach^ 
for a cerlain number of parishes, to be 
ready to hear complaints, aod make 
orders tor relief; and if their orders 
were not obeyed, the Act would give' 
them iiuthority to cause seizures to be 
made upon tliose wfio should disobey 
them ; and thus the Squirearchy would 
soon cease to be absentees, 1 believe,}' 
they Would soon hasten lionie; ft>r 
they would find very little*i5ent to them 
out of’the country. The thing is not 
to be done by leaving the execution to 
the Irish parsons and Squirearchy: it 
is to lie done by ibe sending over of 
men as magistrates, such as the police 
magistrates of.j^oiuloa. They would 
need no soldiers; ndivollce} the peo¬ 
ple they would have at ihejr back; the 
millions would be with them ; and the 
intolerable infamy of the present hor¬ 
rible state of things would be put an 
end to. This is what I would do, if 1 
were Minister: I emmot conceive the 
l^ssibiHty of a fotlurje; but if this 
failed, 1 would withdraw every soldier 
from Ireland, and let the Squirearchy'- 
and the parsons keep the peace of the 
country as they could; take care of 
themselves as they couUI. A scramble 


would ceftefnly take place; anewdls- 
tfibution of property would be the in¬ 
evitable consequence} but even that 
Would be preferable to the state of 
things which now exMs. However, 
there could be.no danger of a failure: 
upright- magistrates, supported by tlie 
wvernment and the people todi,' wotthi 
speedily put the thing to rights, At 
this meeting Ihere was one gentleman, 
it appiears,.tno^h his name is not ^yen, 
who said, ‘‘ This seems only to be a 
'‘manoBUTTiB to raise money to pay the

** tiiheas.” The go4*tty company silenced 
him very quickly. Yes: this was in 
reality the business of tlie meeting. 
£*afi of the rents and tithes ought to be 
kept in Ireland, to be sure, for the re¬ 
lief of the people; aud though this 
mtiney when raised is not’to be put into 
the hands of Uie parson and the land- 
owner, it is raised for the purpose of 
being given to the poor, to keep them 
quiet, while the landloi^s and parsons 
bring away from tine country tile means 
of paying th^m the rents and the titlies. 
Ireland has endured beyond farther en- i 
durance. The working jjeople there 
have suffered themselves to be brought 
down to live upon potatoes at the best, 
till, at last, their cruel oppressors are 
driving them from the potatoes to the 
slinking muscles and the sea-weed. 

The labourers of England were 
brought down nearly to potatoes, espe¬ 
cially in the counties wliieh the Kentish 
people call " the shires,’" Tltfey were 
got down to potatoes in IVlltshire, and 
the curse -was creeping on. Eastward, 
till a straggling fibre of it here-aiid- 
thcrc ftfunu its way even Into Kent, 
There the popple would not stand it, 
there Utey proclaimed that they would 
not Mve vpoiL jiQtafoes ! This was their 
resolve and their tfignal, and away went 
the sound front one ,ehd of England to 
the other. Aslhe Barons in the reign of 
jEiHiKe JoHst, ,fbr their motto, “ We 
will not eban^the laws of Eiigliind,”so 
the me^ of Kent took for their motto 
the tMrt . les8' wise motto, " We^ will 
not ^^ive upon potatoes.”

One of two things wili take pla^^ 
tSie Refortii- Bill will passy -and go into 
complete effect, or tbere will fee some-| 
thing very much like anarchy in tius 
kingdom. The fanner, therefore, T 
look upon, not only as desirabli. hut as 
certain. This being my opinion, it is j 
my intention to publish, in the next 
'icqister and in the following, my phnf 
and to call it, “ COBBETT'S PLAN 
I'OR MANAGING THE PERLfC 
AFFAIBS OF ENGLA.ND.’’ 1 will 
describe what J would do, if I had the 
power of doing it j if the nation agree 
with luc, if it do not, my plan 

will do it no harm. I know that there 
must be a thorough change j and, there¬ 
fore, tlte .sooner we begin to (kink se¬ 
riously about itf tlte less trouble afid 
injury will arise from the making of 
that change. Great convulsions gene¬ 
rally arise from want of foresight in 
those who liave the public power ih 
their haiuis. If I had been attended fo, 
we should never have seen the fires tit 
last winiery and, if I be attended to 
now, still greater calamities will be 
avoided. 

But, at present, I have to speak of ia 
danger that presses, and to prevent 
whicli lopasures ought to be imme- 
diatefi <i<!o|ited. 'I'hk IIefoioi will; 
time. <lo every-tiling- iKiccs-Sary; but 
tiierc arc things which want to be done 


NOM^ and t is of these things that I 
am now about to speak. It will re¬ 
quire several months to prej:)are for the 
election of a IlEFoRMiiu Parliament y 
ahd the country cannot remain many 
months quiet, without the adoption of 
measures to keep it in that state. Mfo, 
who live in great towns* can hardly 
persuade ourselves, our eyes lilied, as 
they continually are, with objecLs that 
leave no impres-sion but that which 
arises from the siglu of plenty and of 
luxury; can hardly pewsuade ourselves 
that there can be. any people in the same 
country who cannot wait without in¬ 
convenience for the removal of those 
bprdens wbiuli we expect to be removed 
by a PafUatnentary Reform. If we 
could take our eyes from this delusive 
sight, and 6 k them attentively, and in a 
scrutinizing manner, upon the inhabit¬ 
ants pf ten tlmusand villages and ham¬ 
lets; .and see nineteen-twentieths of 
those villages and hamlet.s ; .sec their 
condition; see the manner in which 
tliey are pressed for food and for rai¬ 
ment ; if each of us could go per¬ 
sonally and listen to the eomplainis, to 
the recital of the hardships endurerl by 
the labouring families in only two or 
three parishes in any county in the 
kingdom; if we could do this, we 
should all be of opinion, all entertain 
the firm conviction, that the amendment 
which a reformed Parliament will bring, 
though w'e may be certain that it will 
bring it, will, in the natural and iJilatory 
course of things, bring it too late. 

We do not consider that fifteeti 
families out of every twenty are,actually 
in a state of want of something or other 
quite necessary to easy life ; that is to 
say, to life free from bodily, suffering. 
They are better off than they were, and 
a great deal bettAuff; but they are not 
so well off as they ought to bis; and, let 
it be .observesd, that wiiile, on tlie one 
iiand, the tasti of the good has given, 
them an appetite for’more, on tiicotin r 
hand,' the hecblleotion of iho [>ast fills 
.then, with dread lest llsvy* should lose 
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‘wliat they have gained. Urged on to 
ai^tion by this double motive, yielding 
in power to none but the desire to i>re- 
serve life, it is unreasonable to suppose 
that they will ever settle down into 
content, until they obtain that good 
living which their forefathers bad, and , 
a knowledge of which they all possess 
long before they arrive at man and wo- 
xitao’s estate. .411 over the : country 
there exists a dread of the consequences 
of the annual influx of Irish lahuurers. 
Everywhere, and especially in Kent and 
Sussex, the labourers are expressing a 
deteruvinatioii not to have the cream of 
the year’s labour swept off by these in¬ 
truders. 1 have always contended that 
the Irish labourers had a right to come 
herej for that, in fact, they were ip 
pursuit of the bacon, the butter, the 
beef and the bread, and the mutton, too, 
drained out-of their own country and 
brought into this; and, practising what 
1 preached, 1 always employed them 
promiscuously with' others, until a 
gang of them were base enough to 
be hired by the VILLAIN par cxce/- 
laice, to interrupt me at one of 
jny Lectures. I liave always remon¬ 
strated with the labourers about Ken¬ 
sington on the score of their hos¬ 
tility to these peofile. They have a 
right to come : they pursue the ab¬ 
sentees to get morsels of the ship-loads 
of food sent from their own country. 
But, the answer of tlie English labour¬ 
ers is this: WE get none of their 
bacon and butter and beef and flour: 
they send them It ere for their absentees 
to enjoy : they may be eaten, for any¬ 
thing that we know to the contrary, 
poultry, eggs, and all, in London, and 
in the great towns in the North; but 
none of them come to our share: ee 
derive no benefit from the ill-treatment 
of the Irish. They ought to compel 
their latullurds to relieve them out of 
the fruit.\of the earth »n the protluee of 
their labour at home; and if.they have 
not the sense or the courage to do this, 
they have, at any rate, no right to come 
here and take from us the means of 
paying our rent, getting our pig, getting 
our ciothinf^and fuel for the winter : if 
they do come to England, let them go 


to the great iowns, and get from the 
absentees wherewith to relieve their 
wants j for, as the thing stands now, 
we are made poor for the purpose of 
putting njoney into the pockets of the 
absetitee landlords and jiarsops of 
Ireland. Our landlords, parsons, and 
farmers, are fools, to be sure, to be 
compelled to raise in poor-rates to give 
us that which these Irishmen take .away 
from us; but that is their afl'air: our 
I affair is, to have good food and raiment 
and lodging as the fruit of our labour; 
and our'landlords, parsons and farmers, 
must and shall give- us this. But these 
Irishmen come and take from us the 
cream of the fruit of that labour; and 
this we will prevent by all the means in 
our power. 

They do not make use of these v/ords; 
this is not their manner of stating the 
case; but, talk to one of them ten 
minutes upon the subject, and you will 
find that he has all these notions in his 
head. 

As to the fact, there i.s a })retty gene¬ 
ral resolution amongst the labourers of 
England to make a stand against the 
employment of Irish harvestmen this 
year; and I wi.sh tlfc Ministers to 
recollect, that, amongst all the lies and 
all the fooleries and all the in;ilign<ant 
works of last autumn ; amongst all the 
pretty workings with tloodman the in¬ 
cendiary, and the canvas.siiig of the 
prisoners in the jails in Wiltshire and 
Hampshire, to find out men to confess 
that they had been deluded by Cobbett; 

I amongst all the monstrous lies about 
jails fullof Frenchmen, and about 
creant instigators” going about the 
country in gigs and post-chaises asid 
landaus ; amongst all the lies of Par¬ 
sons Day and Fardej.!,, and all the 
other pretty tricks that were [ilayed off 
in order to delude the country, and to 
blind even the people themselves to the 
i real cause of the fires; amongst all this, 

[ it seems to have been wholly forgotten 
1 that the rioting, and machine-breaking, 
[and firing, all began \i\ a. fight against 
/Ac Insh labourers. This Rural War 
beg:m in the Isle of Thanel, from which 
the English labourers actually drove the 
Irish, in the beginning of the month of 



August. Their ill-will was directed 
again.st the employers of these Irish 
labourers, as well as against the Irish¬ 
men themselves. Those of tliese em¬ 
ployers who distinguished themselves 
to put down this attempt, to put down 
the Irish, became marked men j and in 
cases where open violence was not 
prudent, secret means of revenge were 
resorted to. The Irish were expelled 
from the Isle of I’hanet completely j 
the wages immediately rose, or rather 
the price per acre for the cutting of 
corn. The natives saw, at once, the 
good resulting from the violence that 
they had resorted to. When the harvest 
was over, they demanded higher wages 
for their comhion work than they had 
received before the harvest j the non- 
compliance {)rodiiced Oie machine¬ 
breaking and the fires ; and thus began 
that mode of w’arfare which, common 
sense tells us, must he revived if some 
measures be not adopted to prevent it. 

Tliat the labourers in Kent and 
Sussex especially will return to potatoes 
and salt, is not to be believed by any 
man in lii.s senses. The •‘s/tm/s,” as 
they call the other counties to the west¬ 
ward, may lag behind them a little j but 
that ilie examine will be generally fol¬ 
lowed in a very short time no man can 
doubt. In t'ne meanwhile, and ^vhile 
Lord flowiCK is racking his mind for 
the means of gctiing tlu; labourers away 
out of England, there are not, in several 
jjarts of England, hands to get in the har¬ 
vest, u ilhout the. assistance of these Irish! 
Mr. BoNnscTT, who is a member for one 
of the greatest corn-counties in Eng¬ 
land j Lord .Salisjil jiv, who lives in the, 
heart of another verygreat corn-county ; 
have both of them disiinctly declared, 
and so ha.s Mr. Westeuk, and so has 
Lord Si'anhopb, and so have many 
other men of great experience in country 
affairs, that we have not one man too 
many in the country to do the work of 
the country. M'^ell I do know the fact, 
and have long asserted it. But/let the 
Minister send for one sensible farmer 
who farms two hundred acres of corn- 
land } let him send for one farmer out of 
every county in England, and put to 
these forty men, one by one, this 


tiuestion ; Can you get in the harvest in 
good time and order witliout the assist¬ 
ance of Iri.sh people; The answer 
would be “ NO ! ” from thirty-nine out 
of the forty, if not from the whole forty. 
Is this not a proper question to put, 
then? Is this not a matter to be in¬ 
quired into, especially by a ministry who 
are actually proposing to mortgage all 
the house.s and lands in England tt>r tbfe 
purpose of getting rid of English 
labourers ? 

Was there ever any-tbing so monstrous 
it) this world heard of before ? Cana 
country be otherwise than wretched ; 
can it come to any-thing short of 
anarchy and confusion, while facts like 
these are staring us in the face ? We 
are here speaking of matters of fact ; 
here is no Malthusian philosophy or 
any other rubbishy stuff” such as comes 
from the brains of Eeter Tiiimbi;e, 
Esquire. Here are two facts: the first, 
that the ministry are using all the means 
in their power ; that they have even the 
desperate project of mortgaging the hind 
and the houses of* the whole country, 
in order to rai.se money to get the Ja- 
bourers away from it; and we have the 
other fact, that the English labourers 
are so scarce that the English harvests 
cannot be got in, in good time and in 
good order, without the as.sistanCe of 
labourers from Irelatid. What, 1 ask, 
can the men be made of to carry on a 
government in this manner ? What 
hut national misery can flow from, 
counsels such as these. All manner of 
creatures that are wasters of the public 
wealth are received, encouraged, fos¬ 
tered, and caressed, come from what 
country they will. The Flerai.sh women 
swarm over England. 1 have seen 
them in Lincolnshire, in Somersetshire, 
in Kent) and not only in tlie great 
towns, but even in the villages and 
hamlets, straddling about in a sort of 
half-masculine dress, fat ns bogs. To 
these we may add an enormous pack of 
Italians and Jews, who are also to be 
seen in the very villages, la every 
noblemaa’s and gentleman’s house 
there is some one or riiore Swiss or 
outlandish devil. The nobility them¬ 
selves, the far greater part- of them, 
.M S 
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make it their boast that they are de- 
■scended from Normans. Even ttie 
floated up loan-mongers, tlie Barings, 
^aat, in their pedigree, that their origin 
is Dutch ! So that the country people 
in England really appear to be the 
only natives that there are in it, and, 
according to the notions that are afloat 
amongst those who rule us, they appear 
to be the only people that have no 
right to be in it. llicy have a right to 
he in it, though; and, gentlemen, that 
right they will show you that they 
know how to maintain. If there be 
too many people in the country, com- 
jDon sense and conmion decency would 
dictate that these riff-raff of foreigners 
should be first ex.pelled 5 if there still 
remain too many, let tlie Irish and 
Scotch be exported from their own 
country by sea, instead of coming here. 
But there are not too many, in either of 
those countries, of the people who la¬ 
bour, if they have justice done them. 

These, however, are matters to be 
dwelt on more fully, hereafter. “ Suffi¬ 
cient unto the day is the evil thereof,'’ 
and the evil of this day is, the rooted 
and well-founded di.Scontent of the mil¬ 
lions of labourers of England j of Ire- 
lantl and of Scotland too, iialeed, and 
of Ireland in a still greater degree; but 
1 must, upon the present occasion, 
confine myself to the labourers of Eng¬ 
land, respecting whose situation, the 
temper of whose minds, whose manners, 
wIk^sc disposition, whose propensities, 
and whose wants, taking them all over 
the country, I know more than any man 
alive, or, perhajis, tlian 'liny man that 
ever lived • for I have seen the far 
greater part of tliem, and it has been 
the greatest object of jny life to endea¬ 
vour to do them good and make them 
better oflT than they are. Many men 
have siiul,“€obbett is always dinning us 
“about-these lahouripg people: one 
would think, from what he .says, that 
“ they are everything; and what arc 
" they ?’' You found that they were 
something last Autumn. My readers 
wil not hold language like this, 1 am 
sure; but they taught the great gas- 
lighted tovvilftthat they were something, 
and something a little more titan these 


towns, too. In short, they are the peo¬ 
ple of the country : every thing springs 
from their labour ; and, if they be not 
content, there is no peace for the 
country. They made, by their simple 
movements, nobles stand aghast. They 
are like the waters, or the fire; while 
they arc in llieir proper channel, or con¬ 
fined to their proper uses, all manner of 
good comes from them : but, if once 
they break loose ; if once their power be 
misapplied, all is destruction. Innu¬ 
merable people said to me, last winter, 
that they had always thought me wrong 
when I said that Reform in Parliament 
would come, at last, from the fellows in 
smock-frocks and nailed shoes; but 
they confessed that I had been right all 
along. 

Now, then, it is the people, nothing 
short of the people, that are to be kept 
within the bounds of tranquillity and 
content. With gas-lights before our 
doors, and with a police-fellow within 
ten yards of us, day and night, we can 
sit clown in our houses very (quietly, and 
go to bed without fear. Nay, vve can 
read [lastorals, in wliich the tranquillity, 
the haj)piue.ss, and itte absence from 
care, of the. farmer, are so prettily de¬ 
scribed, and can sigh for tliose rural 
and tranquil scenes; but, if we would 
let our imagination carry us to the farm¬ 
house, there , to behold the aruxious 
farmer and his wife going to bed, while 
half a-dozen watches are hired to see to 
the safety of the barns and the ricks, left 
with instructions, in case of need, to cut 
the halters of the horses and to drive 
them out along with the cows and the 
pigs into the fields; if we could see 
them, their lieads hardly on the pillow, 
rising in a fright at a sudden gust of 
wind, or at the rumble of a distant 
coach or wagon; if vve could see them 
re.>orting to a thousand acts which their 
natures condemn, in order to wheedle 
tlieir workmen and servants to .‘forbear 
rendering them beggars in an hour: 
if we could bring our imaginations to 
[give us this picture, the very mention 
I of soldiers and of special commissions 
i .ind transportings and hangings would 
make us sick to the very heart; we 
I should be . plunged into despair; we 
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sViouUl see that, without some efficient 
remedy, our country must be ruined for 
ages j that the very hearts of the peo¬ 
ple must be vitiated, and that we never 
should again see peace and friendship 
and good neighbourhood in England. 
What, tijen, is to be done ? I repeat, 
that there never will be peace in England 
again ; that the farmer never will knT)w 
security again, until the Bills of Sturges 
Bourne be repealiiil; and I see not one 
single man in the Parliament, even yetj 
or, at least, I know of no such man, who 
will propose the repeal of those bills. 
Those bills were, in fact, bills for tak¬ 
ing away tbe rights of the labouring- 
people of England. I have described 
them often enough, and shall not repeat 
the description here. The following 
advertisement, which I take from a 
Yorkshire paper, is a specimen of the 
way in which the rich people of the 
parishes proceed in consequence of these 
Bills, “ Wanted, a Married Man, to act 
“ as Assistant Overseer for the Town- 
“ ship of Hipperholme-cum-Brighouse. 
“ He will be required to take the Pan- 
pers in the Poor-Home at per head, 
collect the Poor’s- Raten, take the 
“ general management of the Overseers' 
“ business, Jind occupy the Farm now in 
“ the hands of the Overseers, consisting 
“ of about nine acres, at a rental. The 
appointment will lake place at Bottom 
“ Hall, on Wednesday, the l.^ith day of 
“ June next, at two o'clock in the after- 
“ noon, and further particulars may be 
“ known on application to Mr. Samuel 
“ Washington, Churchwarden, Mr. G. 

Hirst, or Mr. Samuel Avison, Over- 
“ seers of the said township ” 

So, you see, here the regular parish- 
officers, appointed according to the act 
of Queen Elizabeth, hire a fellow to fill 
this important post. He may be a 
Scotchman, Irishman, Swiss, Dutchman, 
Black-fellow, or even Jew, and it is 
very likely that he will be the latter, for 
a Jew will drive harder even than a 
Scotch feelosopher, and lay on the whip 
heavier. The law of the land provided 
that the overseers should be persons of 
the parish or township} that there 
should be two of them in case one should 
be ill, or, in case he should be 


hearted ; the law provided that the 
whole of the rate-payers in the parish, 
little or big, should have a vote in 
choosing the overseers j apd, as the little 
rate-payers would be more numerous 
than the great rate-payers, they would 
generally choose men likely to have 
some fellow-feeling with the less fortu¬ 
nate part of the parishioners. Besides, 
the overseer was, according to the law, 
to be a rate-payer himself, a resident, 
and, nine times out of ten, a native of 
the parish, knowing every poor person 
well from his infancy, well acquainted 
with their characters and their ailments, 
having been the playmate of many of 
them, and having, of course, that feeling 
with regard to them which a man in 
such an office ought to have. Sturges 
Bourne’s Bills, with merciless hand, 
swept all this away. These bills put it 
in the power of the rich to choose whom 
they please for overseers j to make the 
overseer a mere collector of the rates ; to 
take from him all power of distribution 
ot relief J to bring in a Scotchman, a 
negro, or a Jew, to dole out, or not to 
dole out, relief at his pleasure, or ac¬ 
cording to their instructions ^ and these 
bills took even from the magistrate tlie 
power to order relief even when he 
thought it necessary. In the case 
which I take, from the Leeds Mercury of 
the twenty-eighth of May, this hireling, 
who may be a Jew, as 1 said before, is 
to lodge and feed the poor people at 
so much a-hcMd, as dog-keepers take 
dogs to keep ! It is impossible to say 
any-thing upon such a subject adequate 
to the horror which'the thing excites in 
one's own breast. Here, too, the over- 
.seers are a mere sham ; for they shift 
from tlieir shoulders even the trouble of 
collecting the rates; and this hireling 
is to take the " general management of 
the overseer’s business-,” so that the 
poor people do not know who the over¬ 
seer is. This is the great curse of the 
country. The moment the Bills were 
passed ; or, at least, as soon as I heard 
of them, which was while 1 was in 
Long Island, I said, that it would either 
make the people of England the ba.sest 
and most degraded upqp the face of the 
earth, tbe Irish not excepted, or that it 
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ttiake thfem break obt into re- 
belKon • ljut thut I was tjon'tluoed it 
’iTotild be the latter coose^ueftce. From 
1)h«t day to this, I have beea ringing my 
'wfeTftings in the ettrs of the Govern ment, 
for yphich wrnmings they have showed 
the utmost c?()rvtettli>t. I now warn 
them again, and, if possihlc, with more 
anxiety than at any former i’eriod. They 
have nothing to do but to repeal these 
two bills: they have nothing to do but 
to place the Poor-laws as they stood in 
1818j they have repealed bills before; 
they can repeal bills when they pdease. 
At any mte, they have tlieir ehoioe now; 
rcjrtial these bills, and peace and safety 
to (be farmer; or continue the select 
vestries and the hiretl overseers, and 
have no peace and no security to tlie 
farmer, and no security for country pro¬ 
perty of any description. The Game- 
laws, giving power to the owners of 
the game to transport poachers for seven 
years, without the intervention of a 
judge, are bad enough; they have 
created heart- burning enough ; and the 
Ministry have so far lillened to iny ad¬ 
vice as to bring in a bill, which I sup¬ 
pose they wilt revive, for repealing this 
hateful law j but this law, though it 
created hesirGburning and vindictive 
feelings without end; though it caused 
many a breast in almost every village to 
burn with revenge, was a feather com¬ 
pared with Sturges lloume's Bills; 
these affect every living creature 
amongst the labouring people in the 
country; they have altered the whole 
of the Slate of rural society in England ; 
they have created that new {fyod horrible 
feeling Ue.scribed by Ijora Stanhokb, 
the winter before last, of a rooted 
hatred between rich and poor; a thing 
that never was heard of before in Eng¬ 
land. It is not that tUi.s man is hated 
because he is this or that, or does so 
and SObut becttuse he is rich; because 
he is a great rate-payer because he is 
one of tne employers of the hired Oven* 
seer. 

If the MroiSters had not seen, wHh 
their «wn eyfcs, the proof of the fhtal 
effects of these bills; if they had not 
seen that the feared overseers were, ait 
bottbm, the CBttse of «dl the vindictive, 


feelings that led to the fires; if they 
had not seen the liired overseers every¬ 
where the object of tire people’s venge¬ 
ance ; if they had mirt seen them .carted 
about, and driven from the parishes ; if 
they had not seen the rich, in their 
fright, hastily assemble, discharge the 
hired overseer, and proclaim tlie select 
vestry dissolved ; if they had not there¬ 
upon seen peace and order restored, the 
labourers tranquilliz^l, and the farmers 
once more able to go to bed iti quiet; 
if they liad not seen all these things 
with their own eyes, and, in many in- 
stanccAS, there might be room for their 
hesitating; but, having seen these 
things, and still keeping these bills in 
force, one miglit truly say, “Neither 
“ would they believe, though one were 
“ to rise from the dead !’’ 

It will be said,.a reformed Parliament 
may repeal these bills if they please. 
Yes, and repeal them they will, because 
they must, if it be not done by the pre¬ 
sent P.irliament; but the country van- 
not v-ait : the expression in the country 
is, “ It is so long a coming : ’’ we, in 
London, who have no stacks to burn, 
and no cattle to be poisoned or other¬ 
wise destroyed, and who are not sur¬ 
rounded each of us by a set of persons 
to accuse us of starving them ; we can 
wait patiently enougli for the Reform 
to produce its natural effects; bin the 
farmers cannot wait : they hour no re¬ 
proaches, indeed, as yet ■ but they know 
well what is passing in the minds of tluT 
labourers, and they tremble at the 
thought of the conseipiences. The 
Reform will be of little use to tbein 
when they shall be burned out, Or 
harassed to deutli with apprehension. 

The cailiiig out of the yeomanry is 
one of the most unwise things that ever 
was adopted by any Government on 
earth. A ixrdy of these were disarmed, 
the other day, by a body of discontented 
colliers, or Iron-founders, in VVales. But 
it is not in open fights that the mischief.^, 
will be done; it is by those means 
which laugh at yeomanry, at the stand¬ 
ing arqiy, and at force of every descrip¬ 
tion. Those terrible means it is which 
fill the farmer with alarm; ami, if 
something be not done to pul a stop to 



the use of those ineans> even before a 
new Parliament can meet, there is no 
such thing as peace and safety for the 
next winter. As I said before, I take it 
for granted that the transporting Game- 
law will be repealed directly. That re¬ 
peal, with the repeal of Sturges Bourne’s 
Bills, would insure tranquillity; would 
give the new Parliament a peaceable 
country to begin its labours in. The 
repeal of those bills would be something 
that every creature would feel an inte¬ 
rest in : it would be such a change ; it 
would so plea.se the labouring people; 
it would be such a proof to them ilwt 
they are going to be better treated in 
future! It is impossible to describe 
the good that that repeal would do, 
especially at this time. All reflecting 
and reading men feel grateful to the 
King and his Ministers for the measure 
of Keform; but there wants some¬ 
thing to speak home to the labour¬ 
ing people; there wants something 
to make them say that there is a 
change for the better for them ; and 
this something they would find in a 
repeal of these bilis, which bills, if the 
preamble to them had slated that it was 
expedient to degrade men because they 
were poor; that it was expedient to make 
the poor hate- the rich throughout the 
whole of England and Wales ; that it 
was expedient to cause discontent, re¬ 
venge, commotion, and, finally, rebellion; 
whiclt bills, if such had been their pre¬ 
amble, could not have been other than 
that which they are. Once more, then,l 
beseech the Ministers and the Parlia¬ 
ment to repeal these bills ; or I beseech 
them to recollect that I foretell that 
the consequences will be far more 
calamitous than any of those that they 
have already witnessed. I know that 
it is pleasant to them to have prophets 
that “ prophesy smooth things, that 
prophesy lies.’* They have prophets 
enough of that description always in 
their service. In me they have always 
hud a prophet of a diiferent description, 
and I dare say their feelings towards me 
ai!fi accordingly, 1 warn them once 
more, however; and if they do nojt at¬ 
tend to the warning now, they shall not 
fail to be reminded of it hereafter. 


When the evil, comef, let them not cry 
out, “ miscreant insi%aJUtr; ” let them 
not cry out about sowers of seditioii 
going in post-chaises: they have the 
cause of the danger pointed out,; they 
have the easy remedy completely in their 
hands ; no proposition is made to them 
to do wrong to any humaiv being : tb^ 
are merely called upon to go back to tiie 
long.established law of the land, and, 
if they do not do that, let the responsi¬ 
bility light upon their own heads.

ARISTOCRAT!CAL TRICKERY. 

I SHA 1 .I. first insert the following let> 
ter from a friend in Warwickshire, on 
the subject of the innumerable attempts 
made by the aristocracy to let in Mem¬ 
bers to opj»ose the Reform Bill, in cases 
where they themselves thought it pru¬ 
dent to be for it. When I'have^inserted 
the letter, 1 have some observations to 
add, ’particularly as relates to the con¬ 
duct of Daddy Burdett in Leicestershire, 
where they have treated “ We»tminvter‘’t 
Pride," as they ironically call him; in tt 
style very cavalier, but witJi a great 
deal more respect, or, rather, less con¬ 
tempt, than he most richly deserved. 
He is, it seems, one of the famous So¬ 
ciety for making Members of Parlia¬ 
ment ; but of that I will speak, by-and- 
by, wheti I have inserted my correspon¬ 
dent’s letter. 

Leamington, June 6, 1831. 

Sir, —Your letter to the People o/SalLiburg, 
in tbe last /tegisier, ha.t occasioned liie t6 
make some comparisons. 

This midtaiid county does, you know, under 
the present system, send six members to Par¬ 
liament; two from Coventry, two fronsthe 
Borough of Warwick, and two fr^ the 
County; and it has generally*bcen found, that 
each of these elective bodies have eent two 
men of opposite sentiments, who l»ave agreed 
to differ; and the election.s have been much 
like what the Duke of Wellington called 
Tounty meetings, little better than farces; 
and so they inight have cootiitued if the peo¬ 
ple bad not been encouraged to take the busi¬ 
ness out of the hands of their political leaders, 
the 6 ham reformers. At Coveutiy, Mr. Ellice 
teatUed no oppotition\ his» electioneering 
friewis 'would have aceoiraM«d«ted maiilers ; 
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but a small band of Radicals were determined, 
if posaible, tu return two wlio would pledge 
themselves to support the Reform BiU, and 
they succeeded. . 

Another Whig member (for the county}, 
Mr. Lawlev, who boasted of his consistent 
advocacy of reform, appear! to have been very 
willing that his votes should be ueutralized 
by his colleague, Mr. Dugdale, whom be took 
evejy opportunity of shietdiog from censure, 
alleging that lie had for a long period of time 
“ nvrved the cminty," and been very attentive 
to its local interests; but, thanks tu the in¬ 
terference of the Birmingham Political Union, 
and two or three active and honest reformers, 
Mr. Lawley has been affianced to one who 
will vote for economy and real Reform. 

In like manner, the £arl of Warwick has 
iieen permitted to nominate iiis brother as one 
uf the representatives of the Borough ; the 
electors have thought only of serving a party, 
and had no idea of supporting a cause till 
now. And now, although one or two aldermen 
ludicrously voted for reformers at Coventry, 
and an auti-reforiner at Warwick, the domi¬ 
neering sway of Warwick Castle has been put 
down by the spirited exertions of the people. 

A similar course, you will liod, has been 
pursued all over the kingdom. 1 do not say 
ihat these elective bodies have been the sub¬ 
jects of actual bargain between two great 
families, as appears to have been the case at 
WiNcHESTKK, they have rather, 1 opine, 
been managed hy such parties as tiie “/^ent,s-on- 
eaters of Salubury," whose occupation is, 1 
trust, for ever gone.

Yes, these are the tricks that have 
been played, or attempted, all over the 
country, but, no-where more bare¬ 
facedly than in Leicrstkrsuike, where 
“ Wks'i'Missteh’s Pkioe and Eno- 
“ land's Glory,” who stuck his knees 
in Canning’s back, while rjjie latter was 
asserling that he would oppose Keform, 
and even a.repeal of the Test Acts, to 
the last hour of his life, and who, 
it is said, is now to be made fl peer; 
in IjEicestbrshire, where this fellow 
noadc an attempt, the most impudent 
that ever was niade in the worhl, to set 
aside M'f. Taoet, evtfn after he had 
canvassed the county, and had found 
the people all for him, His object was 
to stuli’ in Oi WAY Cave, a Reformer, 
-per/irtps; Huit, be came recommended 
I'V one so 'very trickif, that the people 
■would hiive to prefer Mr. 

Paoet, Glory, observe, vvus Chairman 


of the Reform Committee subscription 
in London ; thrusted iiiifo that post by 
his own arrogance, and by that baseness 
in a great part of the middle class of 
the London public which leads them 
to bow down before great wealth, 
though accompanied with no one 
quality deserving respect. But he, to 
his great mortiheation, found the peo¬ 
ple of Leicestershire not so base. He 
appeared on the hustings to put forward 
his man ; and, though he did not ac¬ 
tually get pelted, as he and his t' other 
man did at Covent Garden, in August 
last; though he v#as not actually 
pelted, he was little short of it; for he 
was not suffered to speak, and was fairly 
hooted away. Since the election, the 
following remarks on Ins conduct have 
been published in the Leicester Chro¬ 
nicle of the ^8th of May, which re¬ 
marks show that the people in the 
country are no longer to be duped by 
this roaring patriot. 

Another set of critics have lately taken to 
overhauling Mr. Paget’s warilruhe, and the 
‘hole’ which they profess to have found, is 
one in his manners; He is said to have 
shamefully f imtcii the ‘ PrUle of fVestminster'; 
and frhigs, Tories, and Toad-eating Radicals, 
headed by the two diplomatic Colonels, who 
bgiine with such distinction in a certain deli¬ 
cate correspondence with our worthy corpora¬ 
tion—which, ‘faith, they’ve prented ,’—are all 
joining in one common chorus of ‘ shame/ul? 
shameful!’ 

Now, however shameful Mr. Paget’s con¬ 
duct may have been represented to be by the 
confederate fraternity aforesaid, we will take 
upon ns tu say, that anything more perfectly 
shame-/m than the pretext assigned for Sir 
Francis Bunlett’s, was never attempted to be 
palmed on the credulity of the public. The 
hon. Baronet asserts that “his only object was 
to prevent any vnseemly contest amongst the 
reformers, and to preserve the pence of the 
county from a contest merely of a per.sonaI 
nature.’’ Now ^hat are the facts: facts 
notorious, tindenie^, undeniable ? 'fhey are 
these. 1. Mr. Pagetwaslhcjirstnuminthejield. 
— His Cominitiee pledged themselves to the 
public that be should he put in nomiuatioa 
immediately on the dissolution of Pailiameut, 
and before either of the old members liad 
notified their iiiteiitious to retire. 2. So little 
disposition was there to disturb the peace of 
the county unnecessarily, that after Mr. Keck 
had w'ithdrawn.'no candidate appeared willing 
to engage in a contest eien with an anti- 
reforme}'.~'i. And' lastly, when Lord R; 
i^laiuiers resigned, there was still so little ap- 
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pearancc of *tm unseemly contest,’ that it 
Seemed as if the county must have been con* 
tent with only one representative, Mr. Paget 
being the only candidate in the Jield. At 
)enp;th, on the day preceding the nuniihatiuii, 
Mr. Phillipps deciared hi$ intention of stand¬ 
ing as a supporter of the bill, and ihevaeantry 
was filled. At this juncture in comes t!>e 
peace-loving Jtaronel with a third candidate, 
all, as he says, “ to preserve the tranyuitlily of 
the county, and to prevent an unseemly con¬ 
test between reformers !!! ” Really, this is 
too gross to be endured. The mendacious 
trash which Sir Francis’s partisans have 
been labouring to circulate through the coun¬ 
try, may pass current where these things are 
nut known, hut to expect that it should 
succeed in L.eicestershire, is a piece of pre¬ 
sumption surpassing belief. Our firm con¬ 
viction is, that nothing but the wrAl-nterUed 
castigation which the Baronet received, and 
which opened his eyes to his true position in 
the county, prevented him from persisting.in 
nominating his protege?: to assist whom in 
thrusting out Mr. Paget was his sole object, 
in thus unexpectedly making his ‘first appear¬ 
ance* among the freeholders of a coanty, on 
whose politics or whose interests he has 
never b^'ore bestowed the slightest attention. 

What the result would have been, had the 
experiment been persevered in, no one can 
doubt: for, difficult as it would have beeu for 
the lion. Baronet to thrust out Mr. Paget, he 
would assuredly have fouiul it even still more 
dilficiilt lo thrust in Mr. iUwe. 

Here lies the secret of all that rigmarole so 
assiduously put forth, as to the ‘claims’ of 
the latter gentleman on Mr. Paget, and the 
county. Mr. Paget was certainly de¬ 
sirous that the attempt to liberate the 
county should have been originally made in 
any name rather than his own—even in that 
of Mr. Cave, lint the project was obliged to 
be abandoned from its hopelessness : and 
though a perhaps misplaced consideration for 
lltat gentleman's feelings prevented the real 
state of the case from being made known to 
him, the truth nevertheless was, that neither 
a committee nor a subscription could be raised 
for him. 

it is barely possible that Sir Francis may 
be ignorant of those parts of his friend's politi¬ 
cal history which have raised insurmountable 
obstacles lo his further progress in this part 
of the world. If so, we would advise him to 
study them before he ventures on a second 
mipiun in his favour if indeed he has any 
relish for such a project, after the lamentable 
exhibUion of spleen and folly which he 
■witnessed at the hustings. To find fault with 
the public is at all times but a silly business : 
but in the present case the execrations which 
the little ex-member vented against the peo¬ 
ple for their want of sympathy with his abuse 
of Mr. Paget, will, we doubt , not, meet with 
some excuse, when it is recollected bow bitter 
must have been his disappointment at the 
failure of what had lieen pompuusly announced 


as a torrent of eloqneBce that was to sweep 
Mr. Paget in disgrace and dismay from the 
field* 

There, Burdett! There, hoUowWhifrs! 
There ’’regiment;” take f/tflf! Put 
that ill your memorandum-books; ami 
let Burdett take from it a motto for his 
new coat of arms. Ah! little did the 
aristocratic “ reformers ” imagine what 
<Acpeo/jfcwere.capableof! Daddy Bujs- 
DETT, in one of his at once pompous 
and mean addresses to the people of 
Westminster, said, that what he wanted 
was “ to find a public ” ! What the 
pompous bawler meaned no one could 
well tell; but, at any rate, he has “ found 
a public " now ! And one, too, that is 
not to be duped by him ; aye, and the 
Broughams, in .spite of all their puffing, 
will find a public tfto ; and so will the 
Lambs; and so will all. What! 
do the Broughams think, now, that 
tliey are going t'o cram up the Par¬ 
liament as the Lowthers used to do? 
Do they think to accomplish this by 
mere puffing ? Puffing may do for once j 
and the people like to see the old Aris¬ 
tocrats put down by the ”jaw” of the 
upstarts ; but, that is not ALL that we 
want; no, nor hardly a part of it: we 
want deeds: we want a change in things, 
and not in names : we want tithes, as¬ 
sessed taxes, and excise duties taken off: 
we want fair play: we want not to pay 
legacy duty and probate duty on our 
goods and money, while the land pays 
neither.

It is to 
be n soft of ofiice for servants, only 
these are to serve in ParliameBt, in¬ 
stead of serving in the kitchen, parlour 
and stable, the characters are to be kept 
and recorded by Goccer, tmd the fees 
for enterings kept, of course, by Place, 
the Treasury! An alphabetical Ibt 
will be kept lor inspection of ap¬ 


plicants, and we shall have Charing 
Cross crowded with poor uninformed 
people coming up from the country, 
who are at a loss for a member. I will 
not trust Place and GuUger for the 
keeping of the list impartially, being 
very much disposed t« believe that the 
higher the fee, the higlier the station 
upon the list. 

Jt is impossible to go on long treating 
such a matter seriously. In any country 
upon earth, the announcement of such 
a society for such an object would 
have been a daring insult to the people 
of that nation. What is it, then, to the 
people of this kingdom at this time! 
when they have just shown ; when they 
have just exhibited to the whole world, 
proofs of disinterestedness so great, of 
courage so undaunted, of jutiginent so 
sound, of perseverance so inflexible, in 
short, of every-public virtue known to 
our language or to the heart of man ; 
when their conduct has proclaimed to 
tlie world, when they have made, not in 
word.a, but in deeds, the proclamation 
to the oppressed of the whole earth, 
that England, Scotland and Ireland, 
know their rights and are resolved to 
assert and inuintain th^:m. Under any 
circumstances, the thing would have 
been arrogant and audacious; but, under 
the present circumstances, to see an 
arrogant band erect itself, or, rather, to 
see a limping tailor making tools of a 
set of men, he liimsclf the tool of 
another ; to see him put himself for¬ 
ward, as the instructor, the guide, the 
director, of the people of England in the 
performance of their public duties, is 
something that deprives one of patience, 
and sends forth the hand involuntarily 
to catch up his yard wherewith to givjj 
him the only suitable answ'er. 

I would ask Mr. Husie and Colonel 
Jones and Mr. O’Connell and Mr. 
Scales; for, as to the others, 1 either 
Itnow them not or despise them for the 
reasons which I have stateil. I would ask 
these gentlemen, whether they think 
that any interference of this sort on 
their part, or on the part of any-body, 
can ’be necessary to those who bun¬ 
dled out Knatchbull, Fleming, 
Hsatbcote, Bankes, Vyvyan, Dick- 
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ENSON, CoTTEBEUL, LyGON, PaTTEN, 

Gooch, Woodhouse, Sothkuon, Chap¬ 
lin, Acland, and, in short, the whole 
tribe. I ask these gentlemen, for all of 
whom I have great respect, whether 
they think that the people who did 
this, without the interference of any¬ 
body, can stand in need of any instruc¬ 
tions or of any “information " of which 
Place can be the collector and Gouger 
the vehicle ? But I have a still more 
serious (pjestion to ask them, which is 
this, whether they think it proj)er, 
whether lliey think it decent, whether 
they think it not insulting to such a peo¬ 
ple, that a body of men, not tools in the 
hands of Burdett’s tool; but that any 
body of men in the kingdom should pre¬ 
sume to suggest to them, even in the 
most modest manner, that which they 
ought to do, or should affect to give 
them information of any sort relative to 
public matters, and thereby give them to 
understand that such body looks upon 
them as uninfonned. I wish these gen¬ 
tlemen coolly to consider what answer 
they are to give to these questions ; and 
if they do so consider, I am sure that 
their names will not long make part of 
the twenty-two composing the Commit¬ 
tee of Francis Place, Esquire and Tai¬ 
lor, though he was foreman of the Coro¬ 
ner’s Jury who sat on the body of Sel- 
LIS. 

But, if it were not so outrageously 
indecent towards the rest of the king¬ 
dom, still there ought to have been an 
exception with regard to Leicestershire, 
into which county Burdett went as a 
member of this very Committee, as a 
deputed Member-of-Parliament maker. 
And what did he do there ? There he 
made a proposition which, if acted 
upon, would, as the Leicester Chronicle 
says, have let in one anti-reformer, if 
not twoj and where he got hissed, 
hooted, scoffed, almost spitten upon, 
and actually chased from the hustings 
without being heard iu his defence. 
This is a specimen of what the people 
would have to expect from the work¬ 
ings of this Committee. The people of 
Leicestershire, when they see this list 
of Parliament-men makers, will exclaim 
with me, “And who is John Roebuck? 


“ and who is Erskine Perry ? am! 
“ who is 'Squire »b Veak ? is he ha- 
“ berdasher, or is he oilman ? and who 
“ the devil is JDaniel Wakefield, 
“ and Doctor Mackinnon, and Major 
“ Beauclerk, and Colonel Perronet 
“ Thompson ? ” They, like me, will 
know nothing of these and several 
others; nor will they want to know 
any-thing of Bentham; but they will 
know Daddy Burdett ; they will 
know that pretty gentleman that had 
the impudence to go down to the 
county for the piirfiose of thrusting 
out Mr. Paget, their neighbour and 
friend, and for thrusting in one of his 
own crew, though at the manifest risk 
of bringing in one, if not two enemies 
of Reform. Yes, they will see DAODy 
Burdett’s name upon the list ; they 
will see it put five or six down by 
Place, Esquire, iii order to save ap¬ 
pearances ; but they^will clearly see 
through the whole trick ; and they will 
exclaim, with every man of sense ia 
the county that shall see this list, 
“ What! are we getting rid of three 
“ hundred Boroiighniongers, who, at 
“ any rate, were sometimes induced to 
“ do right, because they could not hl- 
“ ways agree to do wrong ; are we ta 
“ rejoice like mad at the prospect of 
“ getting rid of these three hundred 
“ Borough mongers, in order to makei 
“ the whole kingdom one single bo- 
“ rough in the absolute nomination of 
“ Burdett, who clapped his knees ia 
“ Canning’s back ; are we to exchange 
“ the three hundred for this one, aided 
“ and assisted in his nominations by 
“ a 'Sf/uire Tailor of Charing-cross^ 
“ and his journeyman ! ” This is what 
the people of Leicestershire will say, 
and this is what will be repeated by 
every sensible man in the kingdom. 

Besides all these considerations; be¬ 
sides the arrogance, the insolence of 
this thing, there is the violation of all 
principle here openly proclaimed, under 
the respectable names of Hume, Jones, 
O’Co.NNKLL, and Scales ; unwarrant¬ 
ably made use of, I hope, by Gouges, 
at the command of Place, acting as the 
accomplice of Burdett. For, what £r 
the principle that we are <;pntemlittg for. 
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and have so long been contending for, 
and that the Heform Bill proceetls upon ? 
What is the principle in the ineplcation 
«f . whioU lived and died that Major 
Ca»®Wbioht whom liuRjoKTT rejected 
aahis colleague for VVestHjinster? What 
ia that principle ? It is that elections 
sliould he free: uml in what does that 
freedona consist? Why, in the non- 
j^tej-ference of any body whatsoever 
with the electors in the i)erforraance of 
their duty^ This is wiiat the Reform 
Bill contemplates ; and this principle is 
here to be violated in the most gross and 
palp^ible manner. Place is to keep a 
^tof the persons to be recommended as 
^uemhers ; he is to hu^'e a book of 
entry; and money is to be raised, ob¬ 
serve, for the purpose of giving effect to 
the interference. A great deal has been , 
said, whether true or-false, 1 know not, 
about the Boroi^hmongers clubbing 
large spms of money to effect returns at 
the late election. The bloody Times 
lecommended something very little short! 
of actnally kimcklng out the brains of 
the Members sent down by these Bo- 
iCOUghinongervS to be elected. P.very- 
l^dy crietl out against this combination, 
a-nd very justly if such coiubinatiou tlid 
JieaUy exist ; but had not two or three 
huadred Lords and gentlemen as good a 
tight, to do this as these twenty-two 
JMen with ’Squire Place at their head, 
stid Burdett at his back ? Had they 
not as good a right thus to employ their 
money as BcHOErr, by his tools, j 
JPxiACK and GoufusK, has to employ, for j

The thigg is so mon- j 
strous altogether; it is such a violation 
of all principle, and an insult so great to 
the understandings of the people, tliat it 
i^^dinpossible to speak of it with any 
dfigree of coolness.

The people will judge for 
themselves, to be sure ; they will have 
their own pledges to put to the 
candidates; and I fancy very few from 
Place’s list will be found to make 
those pledges, even if they were qualified 
by sense and experience. There are 
four of this I wenty-tvvo who are already 
members of Parliament.

For not one straw would I give for 
reform if it did not jip up that precious 
job the Millbank Penitentiary, in which 
more than a million has been squandered 
away. 1 would give Jerry, or, rather, 
allow hiu), in his account, a iAowsowt/ 
pounds, aye, a thousand pounds Hteriia^, 
for every one that has come a penitent 
out of that place, male or female, and 
then I shouhl bring him in debt about 
nine hundred and ninety-nine thousand 
pounds; for he was the projector of that 
mischievous job ; that scandalous waste

make a very useful member, being, 
doubtless, extremely zealous in favour 
of the blacks ; and 1 should not wonder 
if the King, perceiving his iitness, were

It appears from the tahlos collected by this 
indefatigahle compiler, that eyety fourteenth.

This dcplorai>l« fact was publicly noticed 1:^ 
tite Lord Justice Clerk at his address to the 
Glasgow Assize iaiiautumn as the prin¬ 
cipal source of the prodigious increase of 
crime in its depraved population. But it bearc 
now upon a more important matter even than, 
the increase of human delinquency. 

Supposing that the proportion formerly 
stated holds good, that one-firth of the inha¬ 
bited houses are of the value of 10/. ayear and 
upwards, anil if one-fourteenth of the whole 
are public-houses, it follows that the propor¬ 
tion of houses creating a freehold i|ualificatiun, 
which are public-houses, must be five-four¬ 
teenths, or nearly one-MtVd of the whole. 'It 
may fairly be assumed tiiat, in a great towtt 
like Glasgow, every public-house is rented at 
least at lU/. a year ; so that they will all confer 
a freehold qualification. 

But this is not all. The brothels in GlasgMt 
are at least half as numerous as HtepubHc*- 
houses; there is no person practically ac¬ 
quainted with the condition of the lower 
orders, cithc'r from the puiiishmeiit of crimg, 
or the relief of sickness, who is not aware or 
that fact. In truth, where the lower classes 
of the houses are filled with whiskey shops, 
the upper stories are generally tenanted by 
lodgers of this infamous description, .And that 
they are generally above a rental of llM. h 
year is certain. Supposing, therefore, the 
brothels to be as nuinenms as public-housea^ 
the electors of Glasgow will stand thus 

Inhabited houses.... 40,000 

One-fifth above 10/. yearly ...... 8,00ft 

Public-houses, oue-fourteeuth ... 2,800 

,Brothels,onedwenty-eighth . 

Jn other words, 4275 electors cut of 8,ti00, 
will be ale and brothel housekeepers; lb. 
other words, the most dissolute and 
of the emtmunity. 

Now, that this is a monstrous /tgthere 
is no doubt. This Blackwood is a base 
liar, who, lifce,“ THE LIAR” himself^ 
knows very well how to profit by his 
calling. But the reason for which. I 
have inserted this description, is this!: 
my readers will recollect,■'that I havt: 
frequentlif reprobated Dr. Black's as¬ 
sertion, that the misery and crimes 
the working people of Ei^landarose, not 
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^rom tlieir hard lives and ill-treatment, 
hut from their tmnt ofeducatim ; and 
that, it was the better education of the

At all events, Sir, it is no contradic¬ 
tion to the statement made by me, in 
the House of Commons, which, state¬ 
ment was, that a gentleman, by the 
name of Bennett, had, in. the presence 
of two Members of the House of Com¬ 
mons, and, in my hearing, declared that 
there was a negotiation going on be¬ 
tween the Manpiis of Anglesey and Mr.

IRELAND. 

I HAVE no time to remark on the fol¬ 
lowing account of the famine in Ire¬ 
land ; it is sufficient to harrow up the 
soul. 

DISTRESS AND I'AMINE IN IRELAND. 

{From the Committee.) 

At a season when the ravages of famine 
ami disease are invading the habitations of 
our fellow-countrymen in Ireland, and inflict¬ 
ing a degree of misery and distress which it 
is appalling to contemplate, no apology can 
be necessary for this new appeal to the beue- 
flceuce and Christian principle of the BritisU 
public. The accounts which are daily arriv¬ 
ing'from the Sister Island present a picture of 
aggravated suffering which loudly calls upon 
us to stand forward in behalf of the starviug 
population ; and by afresh effort of humanity 
endeavour to arrest the progress of famine, 
with its certain concomitants of fever, pesti¬ 
lence-, and death. > 

It is not the object of this Address to sti¬ 
mulate the ready generosity of the benevolent, 
or to arouse the slumbers of apathy, by any 
attempt to operate on the feelings witlioub 
couvinciiig the judgment. The design is 
simply to give pubiicily to facts, the un¬ 
adorned statement of which must produce a 
deeper and niore^ powerful impression on 
every Christian heart than the most eloi|utnt 
appeal, when unsustained by a body of evi¬ 
dence so painful and yet so conclusive. 

To exhibit the exis,tence of a wide-spread 
and calamitous destitution in several districts 
of Ireland, and at the same time to cstablisU 
the necessity of prompt and Imnictliate mea¬ 
sures !if relief, it is only ncedfi^l- to appeal to 
a few out of the many testimonies wbicli. 
might easily be produced. The following ex-

and frii^btful distrcMi from the failirite,«f the

A Letter from an impartial and competent 
eritoces, the Rev. William Baker Stoney, 
Hector of Newport^ county of Mayo, states;— 
SiK,—Whjeathe Lord,in}vis wisdom, iie;es 
fit to scud a Bcourgeon aland, tor the iniquity 
of the people that dwell in it, it berotnes those 
who fear his holy name to endeavour to allevi* 
ate the safferings of the desolate poor. No 
tongue can tell, no pen can describe, the 
state of wretchedness into which thousands 
are plunged along the sca-coast of tliis coun- 
ty,V)y the almost total destruction of the po- 
tatoe crop during the severe winds of last har¬ 
vest; particularly the aged, the infirm, and 
multitudes of little children, are reduced to 
the utmost extremiiy. No work, no earniug 
Is to be had ; no provisions sold, except at a 
price far beyoDd the poor man’s reach. He 
lias parted with all, and his family is starving 
round him. 1 have seen all this with my own 
eyes ; and unless sjicedy relief be allorded, I 
expect to see the work ol deatli commence in 
a manner that will render all attempts to 
check it almost hopeless ; disease will accom¬ 
pany the famine, of which there arc already 
fearful indications. As the Miuister of a pa¬ 
rish situated along au extensive line of sea- 
coast, 1 am daily witnessing enough to barrow 
up the soul of every one baviog a spark of hu- 
Jtianity.” 

Extract from the statement of the Committee 
in Dublin ■.— 

**'J’he Committee, collecting from their 
letters that there are about 15,001) in a state of 
more nr less distress or famine in the two 
parishes and the island of AcbiU, (which dis¬ 
trict forms but a very small portion indeed of 
the Western coast), have no doubt that teos 
of tliuusninds of their couutryiiieii are in a 
state of awful suftering along the whole ex¬ 
tent of coast, inclusive of Donegal and 
Galway. 

“ Ihe Committee suggest^ that a solemn 
oj)ligatlou devolves upon those who have the 
means lo come forward with aid in a cause of 
svurh emergency. They are sure that the 
t:hristian, constrained by the love of Christ, 
will feel it to be a privilege to ‘ do good unto 
nil men and our Lord’s parable of the good 
Samaritan show^ that every one who partakes 
of our citnimoii outure is ‘ our neighboor,’ 
whom we are Ui love, and whose wants, when 
in distress, we are to relieve.” 

Sucl), then, is a specimen of the many tes- 
thnouies which are every day accumulating on 
the subject.of the distress in Ireland. .And 
cold indeed must he the heart which is not 
moved at the recital of this melancholy tale of 
■woe, and unenviable are the feelings of the 
man who is .not ready lo spring forward for 
the purpose of Cwnmoulcailug to the wretched 
BUiS^fers sorocliulft alleviation of their iu%ery, 


out ofthe treasttry^ t^sa'comforts and su^ 
erfluities with which he has been entrusted 
y Him who is the Author of. all good, and 
the Fountain, of all mercyi But it is not 
only right to demonstrate th« eKisteuce of 
distress; it is likewise propar to sarisfy the 
public that the citntributioos of their bounty 
will be husbanded with that prudence and 
discretion which are stt all. timesvtbe instpa* 
rable handmaids of an enlightened and dis- 
criininatiiig charity. 

The Gentlemen who have undertaken to 
act as a Committee for the Western part of 
the metroiwdis pledge themselves to employ 
every means in their power for the. wise and 
judicious exercise of their sacred trust. They 
rejoice in the thought that they are not about 
to explore a .new and untried path, but that 
various rhannels are already opened, by means 
of which they are warranted to believe that 
the stream of public beuevolence may be so- 
directed as to alleviate the urgent wants of a 
famished population. 

Compared with the extent and aggravated 
nature of the distress, the money hitherto col¬ 
lected has been by no means adequate. A suta 
of about !),0n0f. has been contributed to the 
funds collected by tbc Committee io the. 
Ea.slern part of the metropolis, and a further 
sum of upwards of 2,2001. lias been raised 
tbrougb the instrumentality of the Record 
newspaper. The Inspector General of the 
Coast Guard (Mr. Dombrain), bas been the 
chief means ofurganizitig an etbeieot, intelli¬ 
gent, and gratuituns ageii^ for tbedispusal of 
the latter sum, and he nas done it with a 
degree of judgment which could uot be exer. 
cised by those living at a distance. 

The following are extracted from the cor- 
respuiKlence of Mr. Doinbrain and others; 
several are very recent:— 

“ 1 have sent off orders instantly to give 
useful employment where 1 know it will afford 
the greatest relief, by opening small lines of 
roads into the bogs, the., to enable the people 
to get their firing at ail times, and also to 
bring their cattle away without driving fbetu 
tto'ougb the mountains. A faithful account of 
the expenditure shall be kept and transuvitted 
to you. You may rely that the money shall 
be BO appropriated as to'give hona fide relief.

[lectatioD of receiving additional funds.” 

Dublin, Msy 16. — *‘,1 hasten to forward to 
you t)ie aecoinpatiying letter, and the return 
enclosed^ which shows the state of the poor in 
the parish of 'remplecrone, in the County 
Donegal { namely, 2,003 souls totally desti¬ 
tute, and 2,920 with not more tlian one-third 
of the food required to last them till harvest. 
I shall also procure returns from the other 
very distressed parishes. The extract of a 
letter from Lieut; Penfold, which 1 likewise 
send, states, that the po.»r are still more dis¬ 
tressed ill the adjoining parish of Tullavbo- 
bigly. The actual want in that -part of the 
cooutiy far, wry far, exceeds w h at it amounted 
to in 1022.

delay. 

The next extract is from a letter «f Sir 
James Stewart, Kart., vT Fort, Stewart, ad¬ 
dressed to Mr. Domliraiu :— 

“ 'Fhe Grand Jury were 'all so irappessed 
with the Sfeneral want of motley, and to such 
an extent, that they made no presentinonts 
for any roads, eixcept on utail-coach lines. 
Jd our barony we did wot Jay on a shilling'; 
the collector of the cess told ns that it iiev'er 
could be collected without selling the beds 
and blankets of the fieople ; so we thought it 
better to travel over rotigh rtmds than do that. 
I mention this to you, as it may perhaps be 
useful to you in the laying out of your money.. 
1 feel nitich obliged at this otlier iustaiiee of 
your kindness in ofl’ering to attenil m any of 
iny suggestions relative to the appKcatioii of 
the funds ; but from your -statement of what 
you have done, it is'clcar that you are a more 
competent judge of its proper disposal than 1 
am.” 

From the Rev. Mr. Stoirey:— 

“ 1 grieve to say that theulistress is in¬ 
creasing to an awful extent here. May the 
l.oi'd put it into the hearts of his people to 
scud relief. 

“ 1 this da}’ myself and searched one 

hundred houses, in a range of three or four 
miles round this. I found seventy-two of tbeiii 
without provisions, or see<l to put iu the 
ground; they have been obliged to eat the 
inisei'able fixid, seed-potatoes. Several hun¬ 
dreds must die very soou unless speedy and 
cBeetual relief is given. 

“ My eyes never .saw snch misery; nothing 
to e.it—nothing to sow for next year! 1 se- 
leoied twenty-five of the most necessitous, 
and made each a loan of 1/. for seed potatoes, 
lakiiig traro. to got good security for the re¬ 
pay nieiit-s by small monthly instalments, be- 
giniiiiig next harvest. I hope, if the Lord 
will, to visit, myself, every poor mauls house 
in this parish in the course of next fortnight, 
flue pound to a poor ruaii having a sowing to 
make is better than two at another time. 
Tills parish comprises a circle'^of more than 
thirty miles, tliickly inhabited, and the dis¬ 
tress is dreadful to behold in many parts of it; 
indeed, I may say in all. The poor trudesinaii 
has nothing to earn auy-tliiiig by, and the 
poor tiller of the ground can hiakc no sowing, 

1 trust, however, the Lordls mercy, iu dis- 
po.sing the hearts of his servants to send this 
most scasunabie supjiiy, will save many fami¬ 
lies from starvation and future want.” 

The Rev. Mr. Hargrove, of Westport, slates, 
iu a letter to a correspondent, as a proof of 
the melancholy reality of the distress in his 
neighbourhood, that when, as an experiment, 
he olTered live stoiie of potatoes to the poor on 
the following term^s: viz., the half of them 
gratuitously, and the remaining half.at one 
penny a stone, such was the destitution of the 
people, that, while tltcy eagerly took what was 
ottered gratuitously! they were obliged to re- 


the ‘temptation'Ol oMainiHg the remainder 
at so trifling a cost, and actually went away 
without taking what Wtts offered at so low a 
price. 

From the Rev. Mr. Ellis, received through 
the Dui:hess of Beaufort; 

“ 1 write to lay before you the dreadful dis« 
tress at fire.seiit existing iu Cuunainara. 1 beg 
your advdee and assistance in endeavouring to 
relieve it. Famine and fever are stalking 
hand in band through this miserable region, 
and if some means of relief are nut imme¬ 
diately found,thousands upon thousands must 
perish. 

“ As a last resource, some are now bleeding 
their starving cows, boiliug their blood, and 
eating it. 

“ I see nothing before us all the summer 
but famine and pestilence. Any-thiug that 
can he done for us ought to be done fpi-ickly. 
Another month’s distress may insure the deadt 
of thoiisand-s.” 

Mr. .Uombrain, in a communication dated 
Ballynass, May ‘2h, writes-:— 

“ A.s it would be iiiifiossihle for me to poiip- 
Iray any'-tbinglike the distress, the awful and 
appatliug visitation of the Almighty, in these 
parts, .so .shall 1 not attempt it—it is heart¬ 
rending. 'I'he people are dying ; having lived 
for some time on tlie coiumoii sea-weed, they 
have been suddenly afflicted with swellings 
all over their bodies ; it has the a))pcarfince of 
dropsy, hut attacks all parts ; they arc sinking 
under it. I am still pouring in the food. 1 
have ordered nine curgoes of potatoe.s.” 

'I’he same imleJatigable Correspondent writes 
front tiuirlore, on the 2(itb of May, 1831 :— 

“ J'he instances of individual siitfering 
would scarcely be. believed ; iviy feelings have 
been so harrowed up, 1 scarcely know vvliicU 
way to turn ; and it is my firm belief, and in¬ 
deed decided conviction, that but for the relief 
sent here tbrougb the mediuin of the Record, 
the whole of iliis country would have been de¬ 
populated. 1 have this moment beaid of one 
woman having been found dead with the child 
at her breast, who was actually drawing 
blood!” 

it remains only to adduce extracts from two 
of the most recent letters from Ireland. The 
lirst is taken from a letter addressed to Lord 
Lorton by tlie yVrcbbisbop of Tuain, ami the 
second was forwarded by his Grace as having 
been lately received from the Rev, Mr.Tho- 
ma-s, of Clifuni:— 

May 21, 1831. 

“ Mv uEAitLoKn,—I find, by au advertise¬ 
ment in The Standard newspaper, your Lord¬ 
ship was expected to ttAic the Chair at a Meet¬ 
ing in Exeter Hall yesterday, for the purpose 
of opening a subscription for the distres.sed 
districts in Ireland. ,1 am glad to see your 
Lordship at the head of tbi.s work of nieicy. 
■Certainly very awful distress is at this moment 
visiting thousands inthis diocese,on the coasts 
of Galway and Mayo, and in .some .places ex¬ 
tending »o the iirterior. This distress is daily 
increasing, the resource.^ rapidly failing, and '

consequently the numbers in want g:reatly 
muUipiyini'• and we much anticipate this 
state uf things at least till the 1st of August. I 
fear lives must be lost distinctly for the want 
of food; and many, very many, afterwards 
rum disease occasioned by baa and scanty 
food.” 

Glebe, Clifden, May 2.t, 18.11. 

“ Many owe their lives, under God, to a 
small donation of IM. 1 received from Lord 
Durulcy andihis friends, through Mr. Thomas 
Parnell, of 22, Upper SackviVle-street, Dublin. 
J relieved in various ways, of which 1 sent a 
detailed accor.nt to Mr. Parnell, several hun* 
dreds from the 13th to the 20th of this month, 
when I comnienced following uj> nearly the 
same plan with the 10/. 1 received from your 
Grace. 1 assure you 1 make no highly-coloured 
assertion, when I say, hut tor those two sums 
several liumari beings would be dead this day 
from actual want. 1 am in some cases obliged 
to hriug into my house people weak from 
lumger, to have meal boiled for them, and 
then send them out. By Saturday your 
Grace’s 10/. will be nearly, if not altogether, 
exhausted. A.s it is, J am obliged every 
nioriiiug to dismiss without employment fully 
us many as 1 cau take iu, and taking iu to¬ 
morrow those I reject to-day; but actual 
deaths from want shall nut occur whilst any¬ 
thing rcinaius.” 

Such, then, are the grounds upon which an 
appeal is conrideutly ulade to the British 
public. To adopt llie language of the Rev. 
Mr. Stoney, “ Can the Christian see or hear 
these things, and look on unconcerned? 
Will not the love of a Saviour who has freely 
bestowed iiiiiiiincrahle _ blessings on him, 
unworthy as he is of the least, constrain him 
to come forward to the relief of his poor 
fellow-siuners sutt’ering the pangs of hunger, 
while God in his mercy gives to him the 
coiufortSj perhaps the superHuities, of the 
world ?" U is not intended to distribute the 
funds that may he subscribed in such a 
manner as to lend encouragement to the. iu- 
teniiiary or the insurgent. It is not intended 
to coniine the relief to any particular district, 
or to regulate the j)ropor«rJfn of that relief ac- 
curdiug to the .standard of local partialitie.s. 
But when we hear of our fellow-countrymen 
perishing in the a'gonies of hunger—when we 
sec the pruspccis of the future crops placed in 
jeopardy, tlirough the extremity of immediate 
distress ; when we trace the progress of dis¬ 
ease, and Contemplate in the distant prospect, 
" t!i<',_pestilencc that walketh in darkness,” it 
is surely time to arouse t)urse!ves from 
slumber, am), going fdlrth iohj the field which 
is spread helon; us, prove by the ardour of our 
aeal in this labour of love, that we are indeed 
’ the children of Him who dcHghteth in mercy, 
and coinmamis us to “ distribute to the ne¬ 
cessities ” of others according “ as we have 
ejipoftnn'ty-^’ That o)>portunity is now of¬ 
fered. Let it be nianife.>t that we reverence 
the hutliorfty and trust the promises ,of Him 
who has s.tid, It is more blessed ’to give 
than to receive.” 


[Abridged from the Freeman's Journal.) 

On Saturday, a deputation from the Mayo 
Central (Relief) Committee, consisting of the 
Right Rev. Dr, Macbale, Rev. 'Sir Francis 
Lynch Blosse, Barf.; John Browne, Esq., 
M. P.; G. V. Jackson, Esq.; Rev. Mr. Stack, 
Captain Stuart, Rev. Mr. Lyons, Mr. Strick¬ 
land, and the Rev. Bernard Burke, C. R., 
waited upon the Lord Lieutenant at the 
Castle, for the purpose of representing to 
bis Excellency the melancholy state of the 
peasantry in that county. The Lord-Lieu¬ 
tenant and Mr. Stanley received the deputatiuH 
with cordiality. Mr. John Browne, as repre- 
•sentative for Mayo, explained the object of the 
deputation, which was—to hnfrress upon the 
Government the absolute necessity that existed 
of their at once coming forward and exerting 
themselves to arrest the terrific progress of 
famine and disease, which were now devas¬ 
tating whole districts in the south-west of this 
country. 

His Excellency appeared much affected by 
Mr. Browne’s statement, which the hou. 
Member offered to substantiate by tbe sworn 
testimony of tbe members of (be deputation, 
but the noble Marquis exprc.sscd regret that 
the Irish Government had not at Y.bcir disposal 
funds at all adequate to the pres.sing exigen¬ 
cies of the present disastrous period. His 
Excellency, we understand, admitted that the 
distress was of such an urgent and appalling 
character as to justify the Minister iu apjjly- 
ing for a grant to meet the emergency, but 
expressed an apprehension that the Parliament 
would refuse it. Lonl Anglesey also stated 
that Mr. Killaly had been despatched into tbe, 
distressed districts for tbe purpose of forward- 
iog (lublic Works, and giving some relief 
through this medium to the poor, and that he 
would htm.self subscribe to the Relief Fund 
out of his private purse. It is but simple 
justice to his Excellency to observe, that he 
has already subscribed largely towards re¬ 
lieving the starving population of Galway and 
Mayo. The noble Marquis also promised to 
grant a sum, not exceeding 2,0U0/., equal to 
oue-balf of any subscription that may be 
entered into iu the city.

“ Mv DEAR Sir— On Monday last tbe Cen¬ 
tral Committee, for the relief of the distress 
j iu Mayo, purchased meal with the 1,400/. 
: given for the purpose by the London Com- 
I mittce, and distributed it among the d)stres.sed 
i di.strict.s, iu proportion to the number of poor in 
i each. Finding that two-jience halfpenny worth 
I of meal was all I hat fell to the share of each per- 
I son, and seeing no prospect of having further 
i funds placed at our disposal, the Committee 
! resolved unaiiimously to make a last appeal to 
j Government, and to send a deputatiou to the 
i Lord Lieutenant, consisting uf the Marquis 
j of Sligo, John Brown Esq. M. P., Right Rev, 
jDr. M‘Male, Rev. Edward Stock, Rev, B. 
i Burke, and some other clergymen. These 
j gentleman are now on their road to Dublin, 
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provided with returns made by intelli^nt and 
respectable persons in eachparisb,the accuracy 
of which has been ascertained on oath, and 
from these the statement which I now give 
you is taken :—Jt appears tliat great distress 
prevails in forty-two parishes, or districts, anti 
that in these there are 148,041 persons now 
sutferiog under the agonies of hunger. The 
members of the deputation further offer them¬ 
selves for examiuatiun on oath belore the 
Privy Council—for from their kowledgc of the 
country, and intercourse with the poor, they 
are able to bear out the statements made in 
tlie parochial returns. 1 assure you I would 
not by any language exaggerate the state of 
distress to which we are now reduced. Those 
on the sca-coast arc endeavouring to preserve 
existence on sea-weed and shell-lish found 
along the shores. A clergyman, on whose 
authority I state the fact, told me that, 
doubting the accuracy of the reports which 
were brought to him, he visited families at 
unexpected times, and thus became a witness 
of the melancholy meal where a motlier, 
surrounded by her children^ picked out the 
fish from the shells with a pin, apportioning 
the scanty morsels to each in its turn, but 
too slowly to satisfy the cravings isf their 
hunger. In other parts of the country the 
poor are living on nettles and weeds, from 
which experience has taught them to extract 
some, nourishment, and they pray for a few 
haiidsfull of oatmeal to boil up with those 
plants, to furnish a meal more substantial 
and nutritious. 1 can state that a miserable 
mother, with au infant in her arms, was 
found attempting to prolong the existence of 
her family by sharing with each child the 
jiourishmcut which lier breasts afforded. 
'I'hese facts shall lie proved ou oath before the 
Privy Council. And shall wc then appeal in 
vain to the humanity of the wealthy to redeem 
these miserable victims of tlic grave from a 
painful and utitiinely death ? A malignant 
fever has eottiiuenced its ravages ; two highly 
respectable Komati Catholic clergymen are 
already its victims—namely the Kcv. Mr. 
I'reiuiergast, of C’lifhm, and the Rev. Mr. 
Hughes, Oossmulina. The latter gentleman 
J saw )>ut three weeks ago, in the full possession 
of health and benevolent exertions fur thtwe- 
lief of his parishioners; yet his suu hath gone 
down while it was yet day., and he fs cut off 
in early life by a fever caught from the dense 
masses who crowded around his door for their 
daily food. So constant were the demands ou 
his charity, that it was necessary for hi.s friends 
to remove him privately from his own home 
that he might breathe hi.s last in peace. We 
havecullectcdin the several distressed parishes 
the sum of 3,4?4C Ifis. 6t/., to which must be 
added 4,600/., contributed by a benevolent 
lady (Mrs. Budworth), for the relief of her 
own tenantry, and above 800/. given by the 
Earl of Lucan fur the same purpose; making, 
i«t all, 8,284/. 16 a-. fid., derived strictly 
from our local rescources. The Marquis 
of Sligo’s munificent contributions are 


included in the first sum of 3,484/. 16.v. (id. 
He lias been a father to the poor, and given 
his money to the distressed without inquiring 
whose tenantry they were. But besides this, 
large sums have been distributed in food by 
beuevuleiit persons, whose left hand scarcely 
knoweth whattheirrighthand hath given. The 
amount I cannot estimate ; it is known only 
by Him who uuderstandeth our thoughts. 
Tliese resources, and your liberal remittances, 
are now entirely exhausted, and still there 
are sixty days of famine before the fresh po- 
tatoe crop, which promises to he most proli¬ 
fic, can he fit for use. The poor are perish¬ 
ing, with the certain and speedy prospect of 
abundance before their eyes ; they are watch¬ 
ing the fields which God has blessed with 
more abnudaiit fruitfulness than 1 ever yet 
witnessed. Shall they perish before the 
blossom they now gaze on with eager expec¬ 
tation is matured, and its fruit ripensIf 
we. can get only two-pence a head daily for 
our wretched people, none shall perish from 
famine. I’ardon this hasty letter ; fresh from 
the scenes of woe, 1 cannot control my 
feelings, which have hurried me through de¬ 
tails you may wi.sh had been more extended.

He gave it me as the finest sort 
that he had ever seen- I raised some 
plants (for use) in my garden every 
year; but, at Burn-Elm I raised a 
whole field of it, and had 3^10 bushels 
of seed upon 1.3 acres of land. I 
pledge iny word, that there was not 
one single turnip in the whole field 
(which, bore seed) not of the true 
kind. There wa.s but one of a sus¬ 
picious look ; and that one 1 iiulled 
up and threw away. So that 1 war¬ 
rant this seed as beirvg perfectly true,! 
ami as having proceeded from plants 
with small necks .and greens, and 
with that redtlish tinge rt)ijnd the 
collar which is the sure sign of the 
best sort. 

MANGEL WUIIZEL SEED. —Any 
quantity under lOlb., 7|d.a poundj 
any (]uuntity above lOlb. and under 
boib., 7d. a pound j any quantity 
above ,*jOlb., C^f/. a poond; any quan¬ 
tity above lOOib., Gd. a pound.

The crop was very large ; and 
out of it were .again selected the 
plants from which my present stock 
of seed Hias growed ; tliough, indeed, 
there was little-room fop seke'eion. 


where all were so good and true. I 
got my seed from Mr. Pyiu, of Rei- 
giite, who rai^d it from plants pro¬ 
ceeding from seed that 1 had givesn 
him, which seed 1 had raised at 
Worth in Sussex: and,all the way 
through, the greatest care had been 
taken to raise seed from no plant of a 
dubious character.—This seed, there¬ 
fore, 1 warrant as the very best of 
the kiud. 

GOBBETT’S CORN.—Having to quit 
my farm ot Michaelmas, 1 could have 
no Com there ; but, at Kensington, I 
have had the finest crop I ever saw. 
The Tom Tit has said, that it is “a 
complete failure,'’ and a great bleat¬ 
ing beast, that is riow laughed at by 
all the world, has been bawling about 
Lancashire, that this corn is “ not fit 
for a hog to eat, though I want the 
“ poor people to live on it.” The 
answer to poor envious Tommy Tit is 
given by the beautiful crop that I 
have now on sale as seed. The answer 
to the malignant bleating beast might 
be given in one very short tvord. The 
gi-eat wseof this corn is to the labour¬ 
ers. On tm rods of {ground I have, this 
very adverse year, growed eight bushels 
of shelled corn ; and that is sufficient 
to fat a pig of seven or eight scot-e. 
Suppose the like comes, on an ave¬ 
rage, from 30 rods, is not tlii.s a great 
blessing for a labouring inan ? It is 
in this light that 1 have always viewed 
this corn as of the greiitest impor¬ 
tance. I have a room at Bolt Court, 
hung all over the walls with bunches 
df it. Tho.se bunches would fat a 
good large hog ; and 1 never look at 
it without most anxiously hoping to 
see the day, when the greater part of 
Engli.sh labourers’ dwellings will be 
decorated in the same.manner. The 
thing to do is to distribute a little 
seed amongst the labourers. In the 
Ttvo-f*eniiy Trash for April, I 
gave them instructions for the plant¬ 
ing and management and application 
of this corn. 1 should be glad to 
Cause to be distributed, 7,00 earsofithe 
corn amongst the labourers of each of 
the counties of Berks, Bucks, Wilts, 
Bants, Sussex, Suffolk, Norfolk, Es- 
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sex, Cambridge, Lincoln., Huntingdon, 
and Gloucester, as a mark of my 
wish to see them once more have 
bacon to eat instead of accursed pota¬ 
toes, and 500 ears amongst those of 
the county of Kent, as a mark of i 
my particular regard forthe labourers 
of that famous county, tlw first that 
was trodden by the feet of the saints, 
and that never was trodden under the 
hoof of a conqueror. I do not know 
very well how to accomplish this 
distribution. If any gentleman, 
tohom J know, in each of the aforesaid 
counties, will undertake the distribu¬ 
tion, I will give him the ears for the 
purpose, and a Twopenny Trash (con¬ 
taining the instructions) along with 
each ear of corn.

ANOTHER ACTOUN’r. 

Since the above was put into type, we have 
V)een favoured by a geiitleniaii of Merthyr 
with the following more detailed report of the 
riotous proceedings at that |>lace ; — 

On Thursday last, a large tuub of riotous 
persons assembled at Merthyr, and went over 
the hill to the residence of Mr. Kowlaml 
Futbergill, Managing Fartiier of tlic Aherdare 
iron VVorks, and with clubs and menaces 
compelled him, under penalty of his life, to 
sign a paper, stating that he had not declared 
that the miners of Mr. Crawshay were getting 
hr. per week more titan his own. Mr. I'o- 
thergill’s resistaoee was highly creditable to 
him, but to save bis lil'e he was cuinpclled to 
sign the paper. They then deniaiuleil victuals, 
bread and cheese and beer, which were divi¬ 
ded to them to the extent of all there was iu 
tin; bouse. They next proceeded to the Al>er- 
dare shop, where Mr, Scale also resisted f but 
the shopkeeper more prudently threw out of 
the windows all the bread and cheese he had. 
The moh then come hack to Mertbyr, and 
proceeded to the Badilfs’ of the Court of Re¬ 
quests, whose houses tliey destroyed, and 
burnt their furniture ; after which they went 
to the house of Mr. Coffin, Clerk of the Court 
of Requests, ajid alter deHiaiidittg the. books of 
the Court, which with all tbeothar books ut the 
bouse were given them, and burnt in the 
street, the rioters broke into the house, 
and dfagg^ out and hurot every parUcle of 
furniture belongi ug to Mr. Coffin, and left tlw!

On the fullowiiog inuraiag A ijpart of the 9^d 
regiments of HiglilaodersiAFrlved opposito the 
Cyfartiifa 1 Fou Works, at too o’cloidi:, 'where 
Mr. Crawsheyjoinetltbem,and very soon after • 
they were met by Messrs. Bruce and Bill, 
acting magistrates for the comity of Qamor- 
gau. The soldiers thus accompooted proceed¬ 
ed towards tlie town td Merthyr, followed by a 
very large and tuinutiuoos mob; of rioters, 
armed with biiii^gc^Misof the most formhlohle 
description. At Uie Castle Inn, the 
lantiers were drawn up in front of the bouse, 
where the High Sheriff and utlier geutlesHen 
were met, aud tlie mob Ueniined the soldiers, 
iu oil all sides. So close, that the snyiecS'MBul 
rioters were in actual dontact, and the most 
liai'deiied and ferocious threats and deltauce 
were uttered ou all sides by the rioters to l^ie 
soldiers, aud bludgeousbeldupthroitghouttbe 
whole mob, aud close to the iaceS' of die aoU 
diers. The High Sherid uiouiited a: chair, 
atUlressed them, and read the Riot Act. Mr. 

Hill also addressed them, and cautioned theih 
iti the most earnest oud feeling manner os to 
the cousequeuces of their illegal iiroccediugs, 
aud imfilored them to desist from, violence. 

.Mr. Guest followed in the same strain, and 
was answered by a speech from a most daring 
rioter. Mr. Crawshay followed, aud added 
the most detenniued defiaiice to their attempts 
atextortiug by force aud violence any FHcrease 
of their wages, while iu a state of tumult, hut 
promised lliat if they would return to^their 
iiuiiics’ and work, and send a deputation fmin 
each uiiue-level to him in fourteen days aftier, 
he would investigate their complaints of dis¬ 
tress, and do every-thing in-his power, to re¬ 
lieve them. All was vain. A must resolBtc 
villain, alluding to what bad been stuiedy^at 
the soldiers were ' hrnlight tliere only for the 
protection of persons and property, said that 
the soliliers were not enough for protection : 
tiiat if all the naen were of his mind, they 
would take the soUliers’ arms from them , Aud 
he diti uot care if he was the first man to he- 
g'ui; and upon these words leaped from tile 
shoulders whereon he was earned, and the 
arms of the front ranks of the soldiers, a- 
mouutuig to tliirty, wereseixed by the ndters 
and wrested from the soldiers, and the most 
.terrific fight -ensued, in which, froin the itn- 
possibility of the soldiers using the i^iaaiiiu^ 
anus from the excessive density of the crowd, 
they were nearly overcome; the Moj:op and 
HMuy men hekig wounded and knocked dowa 
by bludgeons, and Stabbed by the bayeneto

Three were killed upon the spot at the first 
flre^ nhd the alarm occasioned by thisi gave 
ronim for those soldiers who were driven into 
the passage and against the walls to act; and 
after the most detertained and resolute fight- 
ine on both sides for a quarter of an hour, the 
few brave Highlanders, reduced by the loss of 
their arms and wounds to only fifty, cleared 
away the whole mob of many thousands, hut 
not until a most lamentable slaughter had 
been made, amounting to in the whole, by, 
subsequent accounts, to ■ nearly sixteen per¬ 
sons. The firing from the mob at intervals 
into the Castle Inn continued for a cousidera- 
hle time after, and one hall entered the back 
passage, and passed close between the High 
Sheriff and Mr.Crawsbay against the wall. 

The fewness of the soldiers rendered the 
situation of the gentlemen in the Castle Inn 
extremely precarious, but the discipline and 
valour of the Highlanders were beyond praise. 
Major Falls was most severely cut about the 
bead, and was covered with blood; two of 
the Highlanders were carried in, nearly life¬ 
less, with contusions of the brain, and the 
streets and house were deluged with blood, 
from the dreadful wounds in the heads giycn 
by the bludgeons of the mob to ilie soldiers; 
sixteen of the latter were most severely 
wounded, one stabbed through the larger 
part of the thigh by one of the bayonets taken 
by the mob, others in the breast and arms; 
hut we rejoice to say they are all convalescent, 
and, except the two so severely wounded 
about the head, are capable of duty again. 
Nothing could exceed the forbearance of the 
Magistrates, Officers, and men ; indeed, had 
rlie rioters been kept at a distance, altbongb 
by the force of the bayonets, the lamentable 
and dreadful consequences which occurred 
might not have taken place; hut the work- 
meu of Merthyr have for some time past exhi¬ 
bited a very dangerous aspect; and ataGeiie- 
rat Meeting of many thousands from Merthyr, 
and all the iron works and collieries,of Mon¬ 
mouthshire, held on the Wayn Hilt, on Mon¬ 
day week last, this plan of destroying the 
books of the Court of Requests and the house 
of the Clerk was, no doulft, arranged; and 
the stopping of all the works, to obtain, by 
terror, from the masters an advance of wages, 
which the extremely depressed state of the 
iron trade renders it impossible to give with¬ 
out absolute ruin to the masters. The mili¬ 
tary and gentlemen deemeil it absolutely ne¬ 
cessary to remove from the Castle Inn before 
nigbt,..as it would have been totally unsafe to 
remain in such a situatipii, where the mob 
would again attack them, and at five o’clock 
‘ the whole proceeded to Penydarran House, 
esoorting the wounded men in four coaches, 
which bad Just brought up fifty of theGla- 
SBorgan miHHa, with Captain Howells. Major 
Rickards, with the Lantisseut cavalry, had 
also arrivedii and it was utterly impossible 
aay situation gould be more advantageous or 
oonmaudiug than Penydarran Housy, the 


consent to occupy which was kindly given by 
Mr. Richard Furman. £Very possible pre¬ 
caution was taken to prevent an attack by 
the mob, aud the nij^t passed off in tolerable 
quiet; but at no less a distam^ than half a 
mile, the house of Mr. Crawsfaay,. which was 
threatened to pulied down, was fired at for 
some Imurs during the night hy parties of the 
rioters, who took their station in the turu- 
pike-road. Any attempt at protection by 
soldiers was deemed impossible with the 
small force which they had, and it was 
considered prudent to await the arrival of 
further assistance in the favourable position 
which the military aud gentlemen were in 
at Penydarran House, before any attempt 
could be made to disperse the rioters. ()a 
Saturday morning information was received 
that ail immense body of the rioters, armed, 
had taken up a position in the ravine, about 
two miles from Merthyr, on the Brecon road, 
beyond Cued-y-Cuminar, and another body 
was posted on the rocks above, so as totally 
to command the road from Brecon, and there¬ 
by to intercept all further troops, and the 
ammunition and baggage of the Highlanders, 
which they had received information were 
coming. Captain Moggridge was ordered 
out with forty of the Cardiff cavalry to escort 
the ammunition, aud arrived without much 
mole.statiou at Crwe. 

Intelligence was brought to Colonel Morgan 
that Captain Moggridge and his troop had 
been allowed to proceed beyond the position 
of the rioters, and to meet the ammunition, 
and that ou his return he bad found tlie road 
completely blocked up with immense stones, 
and that lie and his troop aud ammunition were 
wholly intercepted. 'I'hc utmost feeling was 
excited for Captain Moggridge and his men ; 
but that gentleman’s known activity, and the 
gallant readiness with which he had under¬ 
taken the escort, gave hope that he had not 
been taken. Major Rickards, Captain Mor¬ 
gan, and Lieutenant Frauklen, were in.staatly 
dispatched with one hundred more cavalry to 
endeavour to rescue or assist Captain Mogg¬ 
ridge ; but, upon their arrival at the spot, 
they found the rioters so numerous and so 
strongly armed, aud the road so wholly 
blocked up, aud such immense stones rolling 
from the rocks by the unarmed rioters, that 
it was considered no better than a sacrifice 
of the entire troops to have attempted a pas¬ 
sage. The rioters immediately opened their 
fire from the ravine, stones were rolled from 
the hills, and nothing was left but an imme¬ 
diate retreat, which was effected without loss 
of life or wounds, except to four of the horses, 
aud they arrived safe at Penyifarran House. 
During the whole morning another numerous 
detachment of the rioters had teken the posi- 
*tion on the Swansea-road, near the finger¬ 
post, and intelligence was received by Colonel 
Margan, about two o'clock, that Major Pen- 
rice and a detachment of the Swansea Cavalry 
bad been surrounded by these rioters, and 
wholly disarmed) and had retreated back to 
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Swansea. The shouts and firin^nf the riotere 
from one position to the other filled the uir^i 
so as to l>e coaUnually beard at Peuydarrau 
House; and a considerable alarm was excited 
as to the consequences of such a number of 
arms being now in ibe possession of such des' 
erate villains, flushed with the success of 
aviug in two instances that day disarmed 
and cut olF strong forces uf the cavalry. It 
was cuiitiuually reported aiiioiigtbe men who 
remained quiet alMUt the works, that au 
attack would be made in titc evening by the 
combined mob upon the Soldiers at Peny- 
darrau House, and a pru]>er look-out was kept 
np, as both their positions could be clearly 
seem from Cvrai'lhfai Castle, and at live 
o'clock the rioters on the Aberdare side were 
observed to cross and join those at Coed-y- 
Cyiiimar^ about this time a deputation of 
twelve of the rioters were persuaded by Mr. 
Guest, Mr. Perkins, and <»thers, to wait upon 
the ironmasters at Peuydarrau, and it was 
hoped that they had been persuaded to dis¬ 
perse, anti go to work on Monday peaceably ; 
just before the deputaiiun could have arrived 
back with the rioters, n)es8ei>gi:;rs aunouiiced 
the starting of the combined mob in arms to¬ 
wards Peiiydarran, in iniiiieuse multitudt.^, 
and they were seen approaching, tilling the 
entire of the roatl from Coed y-cyuimar to 
Cyfartbfa, firing and siioutiug, and brandish¬ 
ing the sabres they had taken from the Swan¬ 
sea Cavalry. The whole of the troops were 
instauily uuderarins, and tlie cavalry mount¬ 
ed in front and at the liack of Peuydarrau 
House, and the momt-iit of attack looked for 
under the certainty, if it look place, of the 
most dreadful slaughter and lo^s of huinau 
life ; but, fortunately, the treaty with the de¬ 
putation had elfect upon some portion of the 
rioters, and the furniidable appearance uf the 
soldiers upon others, and the dense mass of 
rioters, became loosened, some lagged behind, 
others went on to the town of Mertiiyr, thou¬ 
sands reniaiued in the Brecon road, and gra¬ 
dually dispersed, and iu about one hour firing 
was heard in fifty directions, which coniinued 
for about another hour, from such parts of 
the muh who were retiring towards Uirwaiii 
and Aberdare; and at half-past nine o'clock 
the soldiers were sent to quarters to refresh, 
leaving strong patrols and guards in all 
points. The uflicers and genliemeii took re¬ 
freshment also fur the first time dial day, hut 
at eleven o’clock.agaiu the most tumultuous 
shouts, close to Peuydarrau, caused an imme¬ 
diate turiiTOUt of the whole forces to arms, 
where they again remained until twelve, and 
the rest of the night passed in quiet. 

On the fullMwiiig day, Sunday, all remained 
quiet, and Captain Muggridge had returned 
with all bis. men and the auiniuuitiou across 
the iiiuuutains, and too much praise canuot 
be given this geutlemau fur his galJaut and 
able conduct. . Hn Monday moruing a general 
Meeting, not only of the Merthyr, Aberdare, 
and Hirwaiu men, but of all the works and 


collieries of Brecoo^ihire and Monmouthshire, 
was to take place on the Wain Ui|l, by Dow- 
lais, and it was more than probable that twenty . 
thousand persons would have assembled. At 
an. early hour men were seen drawing towards 
that spot in every direction, and at ten o'clock . 
it was announced that there were thousands 
in the road coming down to Peuydarrau, armed ’ 
with bludgeons. The troops, now consisting 
uf 110 Highlanders, .50 uf the GlamorgauEbire 
Militia, and 300 Yeomanry Cavalry, uuder 
comiiiaud uf Col. Morgan, accompanied 
by the Magistrates, proceeded to meet them, 
and at Uowiais the road was found filled with 
the dense masses. Mr. Guest ably aiidressed ' 
them, hut to no purpose, and the Riot Act was 
read; still no disposition to disperse was 
manifested, but a determined resistance was 
shown and maintained. The Highlanders 
were at length ordered to level their muskets, 
hut the coolness and forbearance uf alt partita 
allowed the words of cumiuaud to be given so 
slow, that the consideration of the couse- ^ 
quenccs iiiterveiied between them, and the 
last word, “Fire!” became unnecessary, to 
the great satisfaction uf all the gentlemen 
present, fur dreadful would have been the 
consequences of it in such a mass of resolute 
and deiertnined rioters.

Tbetiiird otteocc is made fel niy, and suiijected 
to seven years’ ti ansportatinu, fi ne or iiiiprisoii- 
meni, at the discretion of tlie Judge before 
whom the offender may lie tried. 

In pursuautw of tlie foregoing Acts of Par- 
Hainerit, we understatid tiiat 11,0(10 acres 
have been regularly inclosed. .Some evil ge¬ 
nius lately suggested to the foresters that tlie 
hiciosureswere not legal,and that they would 
be jostified in destroy mg tlicm. I'be credu¬ 
lous foresters gave ear to tlie tempter, and 
immediately jiroceedtd to act ou his .sugges¬ 
tion.

Mr. Maefaeu and several other gen¬ 
tlemen went out to reinon'^trate with them, 
explaining the Acts of Parliament under i 
which the enclosures bad taken place, and 
requiring to know by what Act or Acts of 
Parliament they professed, to make out their 
claim. James said lie would go and fetch 
the Acts on which the rights of himself and 
comrades were founded. He accordingly dis¬ 
appeared for a lew minutes, and returning 
with a face of the most imperturbable gravity, 
produced, as the s'ouchcr of bis privileges, an 
enormous pick-axe. Finding that they could 
do nothing with the inoh, and not iiaving suf¬ 
ficient force, civil or military, to restrain their 
proceedings, the Magistrates went away; on 
which James went fur a constable, and in his 
presence superintended the work of desiruc- 
tiuii, observing that lie had sent for him to 
keep the peace. Jame.sisotie of those men 
who, by Some means or other, has got a smat¬ 
tering of legal terms and phrases, from the 
general use of which, and of a great ilegrec of 
natural shrewdness, he has obtained the, nick- 
oatiic of “ 'I'lie Counsellor.”

The alleged origin of the present disturb¬ 
ances ill the Forest of Dean is, the belief en¬ 
tertained by the miners and colliers that the 
enclosures for protecting the young timber 
have been made too extensive, and have been 
kept closed too long. By the terms of the Act 
of the 48th Geo. HI. it would appear that the 
Commis.sioners are empowered to throw open 
the enclosures so soon as the trees shall have 
acquired sufficient growth to be protected 
from the browzipg of cattle, Ac. 1 he miners 
.say, that when Lord Lowther was the Chief 
Goiiimissiouer, the foresters had applied to 
him for the throwing open the forest, and he 
was disposed to listen to their application; 

I that the Dukeof Wellington had ajipointed to 
j meet him in the forest, tor the purpose of in- 
i specting the state and condition of the trees. 
Tlie death of the late King, and the conse¬ 
quent di>s(iluiii)n of the Parliament, and 
breaking oji of tlie WelWiigton Adininistra- 
lioii, prevented any further proceeding. It is 
said that sinee that time the foresters have 
memorialized the present C'ommissiouers of 
Woods aiul Forests on the subject, but with¬ 
out success. At the liine they were iu iiego- 
ciation with the late Ministry, a large sub¬ 
scription was made among them lor ibe pur¬ 
pose of obtaining an Act for the opening of 
the enclosures; and it is certain that this 
fund has been subscribed to by all the poorer 
classes in the ueiglibourliood of the forest. 
Under the persuasion that they have been un¬ 
fairly dealt with, and instigated bv persons 
who tell them that they have both the Crown 
and the. law on their side, they Irave taken tlie 
work of redress of their real or supposed 
grievances into their own hands. They add, 
that they are satisfied thiit the Crown agrees 
with them in tlie opinion, because they gave 
I lormal notice of their iiiteAiou to lay the 
forest open some days ago ; and contend that, 
if the Government had lieeo averse to their 
proceedings they would have geut down mili¬ 
tary to stop them.

TUMULTUOUS ASSEMBLAGES IN THE 
- FOREST OP DEAN.

force collected in this town oa Friday rooraing 
returned last night fnim Colefonl, without 
haviag made any attempt to stop the Le- 
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vellers iti their work, of destruction. whid». 
was pursued with renewed avidity the whole 
of Friday and Saturday, and tlte entire of the 
enclosure* are now open; for where the wall¬ 
ing or embankment is not completely down, 
gaps or breaches of about one hundred yards 
are made at intervals of the same length ^ on 
Friday there was the greatest display ol 
strength, and at least three thousand men 
were engaged in gangs, varying in uumher 
from fifty to three hundred, throughout every 
portion of the forest. It would almost exceed 
belief, that in the open day such a number 
should assemble, their persons and residences 
in numberless instances known to the magis¬ 
trates, gentry, and keepers., and that no force 
has been assembled to resist outrage so flag¬ 
rant ; nearly fifty miles of substantial mounds 
and walling have been levelled in the sliort 
space of four days, and upwards of ten thou¬ 
sand acres of fine young timber, of about 
twenty years’ growth, laid ojien. There is 
some movement in this business which de¬ 
mands prompt and strict ihvestigation. The 
writer of this conversed with two men who 
were pressed on Thursday, lyid compelled to 
assist in throwing down the banks ; and it is 
evident from their report that the great ina- 
jority of the foresters believe that Warren 
James, their openly avowed leader, whose 
name is affixed to the handbill calling the 
meeting to lay open the iuclosures, and who 
is the O'Connell of the forest, is but the agent 
of some one or more noblemen in town, who 
are determined “ to see the foresters righted." 
It would not be prudent or just to use the 
names of the parties mentioned, fur perhaps it 
is a license taken by the leaders of the rioters 
without authority. A sister of .James’s, it is 
said, lives with a nublemaii, who the foresters 
expect will he in the foreUs shortly again, and 
James has been twice to town to have inter¬ 
views on this business; one fact is evident, 
that the poor men are acting under the im¬ 
pression that they are com milting no illegal 
act, and that no resistance will be offered 
them ; and the events of the past week prove 
their view in the latter instance to be cor¬ 
rect. There is another singular feature in 
this business worthy atiention; the dif¬ 
ferent parties were accompanied by carts con¬ 
taining provisions, and imgsheads of cyder 
were distributed to tlie men in the progress of 
the work. The only instance of outrage be¬ 
yond the primary object of tlie foresters is the 
pulling down the garden-walls of Mr. Goold, 
accompanied with a promise of serving his 
house in the same manner, atid occasional 
threats of personal violence to any persons 
who they judge are put as spies to their con¬ 
duct. Whether these disturbances are to end 
here, time oaly*will develop ; some of the 
more violent are for proceeding to other acts 
of violence; the railways which intersect the 
forest in every direction, and the turnpike- 
gates, are rumoured to be the next objects of 
attack, but the leaders appear tw consuler that | 
the work for which they assembled was finish¬ 


ed last night. The only shadow of a qui^ttoa 
of right appears to be, that the act provides 
that only eleven thousand acres, togetlier with, 
a small quantity of about five or six hundred 
acres previously enclosed, shall be kept as a 
nursery for timber; now the foresters declare 
that considerably more have been enclosed. 

I rheir assertion that the timber is of sufficieat 
stature not to require protection is untrue ; 
the must experienced wooilwanls, totally un- 
connected with the crown-lauds, agree that 
the emhaiikineuts should be kept up from 
seven to ten years yet to come. He this as it 
may, the uninterrupted progress of the forest¬ 
ers during the last week cannot but have an 
injurious effect uu the bad spirits on the Mou- 
muuthshire and Wedeh hills, and the events 
of the coming week arc looked forward to 
with considerable anxiety. 

Since writing the above, the militia staff, 
&c., have just received orders to be in readi¬ 
ness to-morrow morning at five o’clock ; their 
number will be increased by several volun¬ 
teers.

Sir,—A s no doubt you have seen the MbH~ 
mouthshire Merlin, with an account of the 
proceedings iu the forest of Ueau, 1 hasten to 
inform you (as alarms are injurious at this 
period iu particular), that the military who 
left this place on Friday morning returned 
yesterday afternoon, leaving the forest—the 
object of the foresters being accomplished— 
quite peaceable. It appears they had not the 
least disposition of liustility towards any one, 
their object being merely a destruction of the 
fences, not ike trees, which inclose so great a 
part of the forest, supposing they have a right 
of commonage thereto.

5. Our Local Subscriptions, under the cir- 
circomstaiices, httvcexceeded my expectations, 
hut we have got little aid elsewhere this is 
the more to be lamented, as onr domestic 
exertions have iieeu exceeded only by those 
made ill 1822, and the occasion is nearly, if 
not altogetlicr, as pressing ; yet in that year

t beg Wave moat reapeCtfdlly tu sdlidt 
the utteutioii of your Committee to the un> 
precedetited misery at present prcvallinr 
amongst the (worer dasses oif this District, m 
the hope that your timely ititerposition may 
arWfSt the rapid progress of * Calamity, 
which even already has been attended with 
results awful to hiunaiiity. 

10. Our Lahouriug Pour are in a SMte of 
actual destitution. The pupulaiiou of tlid: 
District to the Westward, cumprehendtng s 
Tract above seventy miles long, and in many 
places from shore to shore, twenty broad, bad 
hitherto depended upon the'fisheries and tho 
inaiiufacture of kelp—tbese inodes of industry 
affording au abuiidant mart for their labour^ 
induced the iuhabitauts tu Huck towards tlie 
Coast, deserting the iute.rior of the couutry ; 
thus agriculture was neglected. Within the 
last few years, however, a gradual change has 
been silently working—the fisheries have ad- 
together failed—the maiuifacture of kelp, by 
the competition of Barilla, Salt, and Alkali, 
has been suddenly crushed ; the ijuantity de¬ 
livered ut this Port, which, in 1827, was 
;(,7()0 tons, last year fell tu l,f)00 tons, and in 
the present year will not surpass one half that 
amount; the sea-weed used iu the article, 
which FOUR YEARS. AGO GAVE SIX a ton, in this 
raw state, now yields only KIGHTBEN SHIL¬ 
LINGS (I ton, 'ifuu may rely uu the accuracy 
of this statement. 

11. Ttieir usual ways of livelihood behigtlius 
extiiigui.shed, the pe<i(ile have no resource la 
tiiosl cases except Eiiiigratioii. The interior 
of the country, inaccessible for WANT of 
ROADS, allurds no new mode of industry, 
whieU, if properly iutersected, it would, 
by reetaiming the waste lands, and iu the 
uitaiiimeiit of this object the superfluous 
weed would he iiivaluahle as manure. To 
eiilvunce their luisfurtuiies, tlien come the 
SUB- LE ITl NG and DISFH ANCH IS KM ENT 
ACTS, which afford the ready facilities to the 
Landlord of getting rid of his nlrplus nnsery 
to make room for ten-pound freeholders, with¬ 
out any sacrifice of nwomt —at once ejecting 
four out of five of his tenantry ; thus ensues 
the destitution of numberless families, and no 
•wonder if it ended in bloodshed and crime, 

12. Ill such a concentration of wretchedness 
arising from so many different cuuses,—the 
])utatue crop has failed. Hordes of these for¬ 
lorn beings, driven hy hunger from their 
Iwmies, iiatnraliy crowd into the neigkbuuraag. 
town fur refuge from iiwfieiidiiig famhie; in 
coiiseijueuce, Galway, which is the only place 
of inomcut in thisaiutUeiise range of country, 
is now literally lUlcd with these u«fiap|iy 
sufferers. 

13. This corojnunUy hardly wanted any ao 
cession to the detlisutiuu of its poorer inbar 
bitaiits, the storm and flood of the 2Dth of 

November hist bad placed tliem in a disoiijl 
ntnaljoii $ mi iftie morniug of .Cb«t tlay, ^ 
sea rie^g several feet aboveJts ustml^evanr. 
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tion, swept away every-thing io its neii^- 
bourtuMK), especially along ^tbe low grounds 
where tlie fisheriuen iiihabited; the results 
were the loss of roauy lives, ttie pauperislM of 
those who survived, aod the utter destructiuu 
of the little furiiiture, provisions, wearing ap¬ 
parel, bed-clothes, budts, hshiivg apparatus, 
add in many instances the bouses of whole 
villages of those poor people. 

14. The general effect of these different 
causes of miserv is, poverty staring us in the 
face, in all the hideous and aggravated fprms 
that imaginatipn can pourtray. 1 shall, 
however, limit myself as an instance to tlie 
distress prevailing in the Parish which I 
attend, comprising one-fifth of the Town it¬ 
self ; i» ihftt district I con verify by name and 
time, the occurrence of EIGIIT DEATHS 
•within a short period by STARVATION 
ON LY.-—/» that small Parish / could pf^uce, 
in this Season of the year. Seven Hundred 
heads of families idle for want of employment ; 
the pawn-brokers have got the furniture and 
wearing apparel of an actual mojorily of the 
Parishion ers; scarcely any of them wear all 
their garments—one is without a coat, another 
wants a waistcoat, a third a hat, and almost 
all are without shoes. The beggars daily in¬ 
crease, and I have got four times as many as I 
had twelve months ago, or ever before ; and if 
ever, which has already appeared, should 
spread, God only knows what will be the 
consequence. May we hope, then, in the exer¬ 
cise of your benevolent ministry, that you 
will interpose to avert so many im|>eudiiig 
calamities.

The picture speaks for itself. The 
causes we know to be that there are no 
Poor-Uws, and that the fooil of the 
country is sent out of it instead of a 
great part of that food being retained in 
it. 1 related once befoj^e, that hogs 
from Ireland, to the amount of nine I 
thousand and some odd, passed through ! 
one single turnpike-gate at Speen, near ! 
Newbury, in Berkshire, in tlie single 
xnontb of June last. Upon inquiry, 1 
find that just about the same is going 
on this year. These hogs had been 
landed ait Bristol, wh^re I, last year, j 
saw abaut ten thousand hogs and sheep | 
landed in three days. In short, here is j 
the immediate cause of the famine in I 
Ireland. The , more distant cause is, j 
there being np law in that country to i 
compel tlie QWners of the land to suier { 
the working'people to have a subsist* 


ence out of it j and the cause of there 
^ing no such laws is, first, that our 
laws have been made by men not chosen 
by the people; and .the consequence of 
that has been the want of such laws as 
would prevent this state of wretched¬ 
ness. In these documents, paragraph 4, 
signed by hklniund Ffrench, a Roman 
Catholic Bishop, it is stated that four¬ 
teen out of fifteen of the land-proprie¬ 
tors, both in number and value, are 
PERMANENT ABSENTEES; that is 
to say, fourteen of them out of fifteen 
live constantly out of Ireland, and draw 
away the fruits of the land to be spent 
either in this part of the kingdom or in 
foreign countries. This is such a state 
of things as never can exist without 
producing beggary and famine. The 
Duke pf Devonshire, one of the great 
Whigs, has, according to his own state¬ 
ment, made in the House of Lords, 
some years ago, the great ijthes of 
twenty parishes in Ireland, consequently 
he draws away all these great tithes. 
They may come in dilferent shapes; 
but it is no inatter whether they come 
in corn, in butter, in bacon, or in live 
cattle; still they conie. A drove of 
hogs, or a flock of sheep, or a bale of 
bacon, or a barrel of butter, none of 
these are sent to Devon.shire-house; 
but they are sold here, and the money 
is paid in at Devonshire House; and 
here they are to be eaten by the swarms 
of idlers assembled in thi.s great place. 
The country parts of England and Scot¬ 
land are drained in like manner; but 
not in like degree ; and here are the 
Poor-laws, which, though chipped away 
bySruRGEs Buuhne’s Bills and other 
enactments, still give the" working-peo¬ 
ple a claim, and show them the way to 
prevent actual starvation. 

If there were Poor-laws in Ireland, 
and tho.se duly enforced, there would 
not be s6 many absentees, and those 
that were absent would not draw away 
so much as tliey now draw. Instead of a 
thousand hr^, perhaps, sent over to be 
sold to pay the Duke of Dkvonsbihr his 
tithes, seven hundred only would come, 
leaving three hundred ibr the relief of 
toe poor. The way, ther^ure, to pre¬ 
vent famine in Ireland is evident 
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enough } but it is the interest of the 
absentees that there sboiitd be no Poor- 
laws in Ireland} this is as evident' as it 
is that a thousand hogs are worth more 
than seven hundred, and therefore there- 
is starvation in I reland, and therefore it 
costs England man37 millions a year to 
maintain an army to keep the Irish quiet 
Another thing stated in these docu¬ 
ments is well, worthy of attention. 
Paragraph 11 contains the following 
sentence: “ To I enhance their misfor- 
“ tunes then come the Subletting and 
“DISFRANCHISEMENT Acts, 
“ which afford the ready facilities to 
“ the landlord to get ri<l of liis surplus 
“ misery by making room for ten- 
“ pound freeholders, without any sacri- 
“ lice of income ; at once ejecting four 
“ out of five of his tenants ; thus ensues 
“ the destitution of nuinjjcrless families, 
“ and no wonder if it ended in crime 
“ and bloodshed.*' No wonder, indeed,! 
wlien we have here certified eight deaths 
in one single parish within a short pe¬ 
riod, by starvation only. We remember 
the disfranchisement of the forty-sliilling 
freeholders ; and my reader.s will re¬ 
member how strenuously 1 o[)posed that 
measure, and how clearly 1 predicted 
the consequences. Here we have tbo.se 
consequences officially .•staled tO us, and 
the truth of them certified under the 
hand of the priest of tlie parish j and 
the London Committee circulate the 
statement for our information, and with 
a view of inducing us to subscribe our 
money for the purpose of affording re¬ 
lief to these wretched people. 

But what is it, in fact, tliat we are 
called upon to do ? Why, to give our 
money, not to the poor people of Ire¬ 
land, but to the land-owners and tithe- 
owners of Ireland. The Government 
squeeze from us the whole of our earn¬ 
ings, except enough to enable us to 
continue to work hw it. It leaves us 
absolutely nothing beyond that which 
is necessary to a bare existence, and for 
supporting those appearances which are 
necessary in our several states of life j 
and of this little which is left us, a pait 
is demanded or asked for, to k^p the 
working-people of Ireland from actual 
starvation } or, in other words,-Just to 


keep them alive, that they may be able 
still to work for .the landowners and 
tithe-owners of Ireland, without their 
giving them any relief whatever in the 
shape of poor-rates. These land-own¬ 
ers and tithe-owners know that we pay 
poor-rates; know tl\at we relieve our 
own poor} and they call upon us to re¬ 
lieve theirs too, while they keep the 
amount of what they ought to pay in 
poor-rates for their own private use; 
for their own luxurious enjoyments. 
Will a reformed Parliament suffer this 
state of things to continue I Ntiy, will 
the Whig Ministry, so vigilant as to 
affairs of the press, suffer one month to 
pass before they propose a law to com¬ 
pel the land-owners and tithe-owners 
of Ireland to relieve the working-peo¬ 
ple, in times of distress, out of the pro¬ 
duce of those lands and tithes ? In 
answer to this question, I will give my 
opinion, that they will suffer a month 
to pass ; that they will suffer the ses¬ 
sion to pass, and that they will bring in 
no bill, and adopt no measure for the 
effectual relief of Ireland. 

In ls'42, when there was also a fa¬ 
mine in Ireland, but nothing like that 
which prevails at present, there wa.s a 
discussion upon the subject in the 
I House of Lords, in which Loan Obey 
took a part, and jis he is now Prime' 
Minister} as it, is a “ Whig Ministry,'* 
instead of a “ Tory Ministry^' it is 
worth Avhile for us to hear wlmt this 
very Loud Grey said upon that occa¬ 
sion } and we will hear it} and here are 
his words, according to the published 
report,' spoken on the lltii of May.

attention of Parliamcut: third, that 
neither Parliament nor Ministry have 
said or done any-thing for them from 
that day to this -, md/onrth, that thuu- 
sands upon tliousands of the Irish 
working people are now' in a state of 
starvation so deplorable, that u wretched 
mother has been seen to divide the milk 
of her own breasts amongst herself and 
her chiklren to preserve life! And 
that eigtit deaths in one single parisb, 
•within a short period, have proceeded 
from starvation only. “ What a ptcr 
ture of a Ooverofoent’!*’ Aye, proud 
Stanley j anrf wbat a picture for the fo- 
iourers of England to behold! Mark 


that, proud Stanley j what a picture for 
them to behold as the eflects of groun- 
• lug out their souls “ without a syllable 
’* vf insubordination or evm of dis- 
content!" If such be th« reward of 
abstaining from insubordloatioii and 
discontent, what is the inference for die 
lutmurers of England to draw ? Their in¬ 
subordination and discontent were made 
known: there was more than a syllable 
of them; for they went on to words and! 
sentences: “ We wilt not live upon pota¬ 
toes,” was the word given by the peo¬ 
ple of Kent, and through all England 
it proceeded j and what was the conse¬ 
quence ? Not double attention,” aa 
fur as I know, nor any attention at all‘ 
from the Parliament j but there was 
attention enough from farmers, parsons,, 
magistrutes, and Ministers; a bit of 
bacon came into the pot, instead of 
heaps of the dirt and filiimeiits and 
ivater, called potatoes ^ and though 
there was suffering, still there w'as re¬ 
dress ; ihere was aiiiendment; the lot 
of the labourers was bettered. This, 
therefore, whieh we now behold is a 
picture, indeed, for the working-people 
of England to contcin}>late j and this 
circumstance, if no other, ought to at¬ 
tract the attention of any-thing calling 
itself, a Government. I conclude by 
repeating that the Act of Queen Ei.iza- 
»KXii, uninarred and uninutilated by 
Sturges Bouuxk’b Bills, or any other 
bills, is the only remedy for the evils of 
Ireland, and that it is the duty of the 
Ministers to prop!>se such bills to the 
Parliament the moment it has been 
opened by the King ; and if they neg¬ 
lect to do it, it ought to be proposed by 
some other Menuber, and that, too, itn- 
inediately.

brought away out of their country. 
Wonderfully careful, vigilant as watch¬ 
dogs, to provide safety for the |>eop1e 
against liegitien and Netospapert ’, but 
when they are perishing with hunger, 
the drowsiness of the dormouse and the 
pace of the snail seem to be tlie great 
characteristics. Efficient! Aye, “ om¬ 
nipotent ! ” Swift as the Roebuck, 
sharp-sighted as the Lynx, valiant Jis 
the Tiger, when the press is to be en¬ 
trapped, subdued, and manacled. All- 
powerful here; but when a perishing 
people are actually dying for want of 
food, while that food is carried out of 
their country by ship-loads, impotent 
as the child in its swaddling clothes. 
“ What a picture of a Government! ” 

I had just closed this article wlien a 
friend scut me, at my request, an ac¬ 
count of tl>e imports of food from Ire¬ 
land, during this present year, up to the 
first of June. It is imperfect; because 
it only gives an uccouni of the imports 
in London uiul Liverpool, leaving out 
Bristol, ^'Glasgow, and several other 
places. It is also imperfect in tliat it 
does not include bacon and lice animals^ 
nor poultry nor eggs. However, such 
as it is, let the English reader lodk at 
it, and let him blush that his country 
has a Government which has the ruling 
of Ireland, and which can suffer all this 
food to be brought away while those 
who rai.sed this food arc living upon 
Mea-weed, nettles, and other weeds, or 
Stinking shell-fish, or are mpiring for 
want!" Here is the account of the 
imports of the first five months of this 
year of famine in Ireland :—

There, Lord Gkev, '‘what a picture 
of a Government ! " It is in Galway, 
observe, reader, that the actual starva¬ 
tion is raging most, whSre the poor 
creatures cannot get a handful of meal 
to l)oil up with the nettles and sea¬ 
weed. They cannot get a handful of 
the meal of oats to prevent their souls 
from leaving their bodies ^ and it is 
certified that, in one small parish, eight 
persons had died within a very short 
period from starvation only. Now, 
then, reader; now, then, Englishman, 
if yon have a drop of compassionate 
blood in your body, learn this fact, that, 
no longer ago than Tuesday last ; that 
is to say, yesterday, six hundred and 
eight ions of oats ; that is to say, about 
six thousand quarters of oats ; that is 
to say, at 35 lbs, a bushel, one million, 
three hundred, und thirty-four thousand 
pounds weight of oats, arrived in Lon¬ 
don only, FROM GALWAY, the very 
spot where the people are dying of 
starvation for want of the meal! 
'I'hese oats came in five vessels, the 
Union, the John Gaisa, the Charlotte, 
the Lively, and the Victory. Very 
lively, and very vicloridiis! Gracious 
God ! “ what a picture of a Govern- 
“ ment; the people dying of starvation 
" in the midst of a superabundance of 
*' food! ” What fools ! nay, what 
perverse scoundrels! what ‘'priest- 
ridden’’ rascals! what “monk-hum¬ 
bugged ” rasc.als! what “ supersti¬ 
tious” beasts those Portuguese and 
Spaniards and Sicilians and Bra¬ 
zilians and Belgians must have been, 
and must be, to reject the kind sug¬ 
gestion of our Government to adopt 
for themselves a “ British Constitu¬ 
tion ! ” tivat envy of surrounding na¬ 
tion.? and admiration of the world ! 
Oh, base dogs ! Let them be fed at the

If there be not, we 
may well exclaim, “ What a picture of 
a Parliament! '* Ah, the labourers of 
England, simple as conceited scribblers 
imagine them, have their eye upon all 
this, and know well what is the warning 
that they should draw from if. 'I'liey

LITERARY HACKS. 

I mentioTied tbis subject in my last 
Hegister, aiti^ promised to teturn to it. 
1 then moiUotle^ that there wits a thihg 


in existence, founded by Gborgb the 
Fourth of blessed noemqry, called the 
Rogal Sociely of Liferature^ to consist 
of associates, as they are called, to be 
paid out of the public money ; for, it 
is a pretty story, that the King gives it 
out of his own money, he having none 
bu| what is granted out of the taxes. 
It 13 stated, in the public prints, or in 
magazines, or something, that this 
thing Is going to i>e put an end to by 
stopping the pensions of these Royal 
associates; and they are setting up a 
horrible hue-and-cry upon the subject; 
they are crying out “ starvation ! " as 
loudly as the Irish, or more loudly; but 
they cry out in time; they cry out be¬ 
fore the tiling is done, before the famine 
comes ; and the poor Irish find nobody 
to cry out for them until they are at the 
point of death. . It was not to be ex¬ 
pected that a set of i)ensioned liack 
writers would have their pensions taken 
away witliuut complaining; and it 
would have been unnatural to expect 
th.it they should not find some public 
paper base enough to advocate their 
cause, and to cry out against ceasing to 
feed them out of the lau’our of the peo¬ 
ple ; accordingly the most corrupt and 
vile of all newspapers has espoused 
their cause, as we find from tlje follow¬ 
ing article, which I copy IVom the in¬ 
famous old Times of u few (lays back. 

Our readers have surely not forgotieu the 
Pension List—we mean the snug, secret, 
cuiitnlential Pension List, wlilcb was exhibited 
a few mouths ago iu the pages of The Times, 
and explained and commented upuu from day 
to day by our friend Rtai-CAt., ' of couriier- 
hated memory. I'liat Peiisiou List embraced 
the names of an' almost incredible number of 
[ persons, principally members of Tory fami- 
I lies, iiu whose behalf advautage had been 
I taken of the long possessiun of power by the 
Tory aristocracy to serve tliese depeuiients by 
systematically applying the puldic money to 
their use. 

Besides the grandees of that heretofore 
succe.ssful faction, who plunged ostentatiously 
into the jHaket of John Bull, and dragged 
put the contents by handfuls, there were my¬ 
riads of less cousbicaoiis and daring' pluii- 
j derers—men, and women ioi»,—crumb- 
pickers, xtr offal-feeders to the chief person¬ 
ages at that guldeit festival,'^—inen^ ay, and as 
we have said, womeu-r^tit whom nothing came 
amiss in the way of itpuil, nut having public 
services of any descriptiuti to plead for them, 
itecame the proper and uiuliiplied subjects 
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of the most nefarious jobs. We will say no- 
thiijg of individuals so specific as to point 
the finger of scorn at tueir persons; but 
there is no great hardihood in ajlrming, 4kat 
<acts hardly to bo namedf much leas, acknaw- 
lodged, least of all rewarded.'^aiid rewarded 
at the expense of those who would have been 
shocked at witnessing or hearing of them ,— 
have been paid for by money wrung from the 
people of this country, paid in the form of sine¬ 
cure places or pensions, to parties who could no 
•otherwise have earned them but by some species 
of prostitution. Well, the place and Pension 
List so made up, and filled with names which 
but to read in any mixed company through¬ 
out England would have been to raise shouts 
•of contemptuous indignation or laughter,— 
these lists, disclosing the manner in which 
tens of thousands of pounds sterling had been 
purloined from the service of the State, and 
perverted to that of worthless or useless indi¬ 
viduals,—were laid before the last House of 
’Cumiiious, and it was hoped by many upright 
persons, that His Majesty’s present Guvern- 
luent would have favoured the expectation 
pretty generally entertained, of a thorough 
overhauling of the pensioners, with a view 
towards accomplishing a serious diminution 
of the sums which had been mercilessly 
squandered upon them. 

No such thing. The question was quashed 
by a sort of loose averment, that there seemed 
'to be a point of honour involved in the con¬ 
tinuance of the Pension List, forasmuch as 
the parties, although formally receiving the 
grants of such pensions fur the life of the 
reigning Sovereign, had understood them to 
be fur their own lives, and therefore that 
there would he positive cruelty, and indeed a 
substantial breach of faith, in their with- 
-(Irawal. There was no touch of discrimina¬ 
tion between the classes of 'these pecuniary 
recompenses, some of which (not many) had 
been allowed for public and praiseworthy 
services; others for such as, being rather un¬ 
seemly, shuDned the public eye. There 
was no intimation made from any official 
quarter, that the origin of the several pen¬ 
sions would be investigated, and that they 
would be continued or cut off, according to 
their respective merits. 

On the contrary, the argument by which 
the permanence of the existing Pension List 
was justified, confined itself to the “ under¬ 
standing” and consequent “expectation” of 
the pensioners, and therefore became appli¬ 
cable to all pensions whatsoever, which the 
grantees had looked upon as vested in them 
for life. 

Such being our conception of the case, de¬ 
rived to us from the direct language of those 
'high functionaries with whom ttie eM^enieiit 
of the matter itauu be presumed to ^ve tested, 
judge, reader, with what sensations we bpye 
seen a statement in a periodical miUicatson 
of this month lately commenced (The JEm^h- 
man's Magazine), assuring tbe woiM, m on 


official authority, that one class of pensions, 
—the only one, save that bestowed on brilliant 
military or political service, which the. coun¬ 
try ought not to regard wUh mspicion, or 
shame,—n class of pensions Udt given in 
wantonness or iniquity'—not bribes to corrup¬ 
tion, or encouragements to idleness, or wages 
ofprofligacy ,or pamperers of insolent meanness, 
j —the pensiuus but of late years, and with a 
parsimony which we hope was conscienlious, 
doled out to men of the most dutingaished 
ordeyr in this nation,— pem\onsu> acknowledg¬ 
ment of literary and smentific eminence,—that 
they are one and all to be discontinued, wtiile 
the other vile catalogue remains in safety aud 
untouched. We sul^oin the paper, which, if 
true, is dreadful. What! take away from 
such men as Coleridge, Mathias, Ouseley, 
Roscoe, Sharon Turner, and a few others, for 
tbe nation affords not many such, the wretched 
pittance of 1001. per. auimm,—the niggard 
homage of a government, calling itself en¬ 
lightened, to their talents, and, in the case of 
some among them, the only support of their 
declining years ? Our impression at first was, 
—nay it is, and without liiriher evidence it 
shall be,—that the charge is false. The. 
King’s Ministers know nothing of it. Lord 
Brougham assuredly does not. Mr. Hume, who 
well understands the diOTereiice between corrupt 
prodigality and base injustice,—Mr. Hume, 
we say, can know nothing of the treatment 
alleged to be in store for these innocent, help¬ 
less, and highly distinguished vete^-ans of out- 
national literature, or he will rise in his place 
to protect them. It is not to be disputed that 
the worst stigma upon this country in the 
minds of foreign nations, is the neglect— 
whether cuntemptiious or merely stupid, or 
both—displayed by the State of England to¬ 
wards men of geuias the most eminent for 
their contribution to tbe cause of science and 
literature; nor can we imagine any measure, 
as compared with that which we have now 
noticed for the sake of deprecating, more 
likely to wound the better feelings of the age, 
to fall with extreme harshness on the indivi¬ 
duals affected by it, or to betray a revolting 
tinconsistency wiih tbe spirit which appears 
generally to actuate at this mooicut the ruling 
powers of tbe empire. 

It must be understood, that in alluding to 
the eniiiieut persons above referred to, we ex¬ 
press no opinion with regai-d to the institution 
itself—tbe “ Royal Society of Literature.” 

Now, in every-thing that this brutal 
paper has said with regard to of Aer pen¬ 
sions, I agree, bcandaious, indeed, will 
it be if any of these other pensions be 
suffered to be paid even for this year 
out; but I totally disagree with the 
caitiff with regard to the pensions 
given . to these “ Royal Azsod- 
attf, ” fellows kept out of the public 
money; kept out of the labours of 
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tlw people ibr Writing to 

ainm ftte great, and in snWie W 
eases/^t least, to do ifl|ury to the people. 
Amongst the most uilornous acts; a- 
moagst the most daringly pro&igate, is; 
that of bribing the press j ami, to the 
eternal dishonour of those who call 
themselves literary tnen, they have al¬ 
most all been sold to either Roy alty or 
Aristocracy. I wonfler what the Ame¬ 
ricans would say, if a member of Con¬ 
gress were to pnipose it grant of money 
wherewith to ]>eti8ion literary men. 
That fellow ivould never hare to show 
his face in the Congress again: he 
would l>e stoned, even at Wiishingtou ; 
and if be ever dared to return home to 
the spot for which he had been elected, 
be would be tarred and feathered and 
ridden upon n rail. What! the Ame¬ 
ricans would exclaim, tax us, take our 
earnings from us, to be given for men 
to write to amuse you, or to write a> 
gainst us ! But, I mu.st, before I pro¬ 
ceed fnrther, insert the sort of official 
account of this affair which the hacks 
tbemselve.s appear to have caused to be 
publishetl.

Of eight of them, so lifctle famed are 
they, tiiat I never read a word of any of 
their writing^!. WaIiTbii Scott was 
one of thetn, and a worthy subject of a 
public pension, to be sure. The autlior 
of heaps of stuff for the amusement of 
the idle hours of those who live on the 
taxes. ThivS man was one of tite very 
first that the lute King decked off with 
the title of Baronet, then gave him a 
pension, he having a sinecure at the 
same time. 1 never read, excefifc here 
and there a line or two, any of this man's 
rubbish; but 1 know that he has al¬ 
ways Written and spoken on the side of 
corruption j and that he has recently 
made his ap|)earance as an enemy of the 
Reform Bill. CotrBWsnOE was a long 
time represented as a Jacobin, and par- 
tfenlarly in Cankiko's newspaper; as 
also was Soothby, who eulogised the;| 
deeds of Jack Gad« anil Wat T'Ti.bk 
in a dramatic performance.

So, here were 
Coi.KKi[>aB and Southey proclaimed 
as the worshippers of tliis atheistical 
then enemy of England ; and here vve 
have them now, having turned about, 
and written for the very thing which 
they were charged with Imvii^ wished 
to pull to pieces ; here we have them 
now kept upon the money s(|ueezed out 
of the people; and yet there are writers 
prostituted enough to express disap¬ 
probation even of the acts of the King, 
because he is about to take hway the 
pay which they so unjustly receive. 

Of the others, I have read the writings 
Mathias and Malthos, Mathias 
was Treasurer to the late Queen, [^or 
something of that sortj I mean the wife 
of George the Third, of course, for the 
wife of George the Fourth, poor 
soul, stood in no need of a Treasurer. 
Mathias wrote, about five-and-thirty 
years ago, in the lieat of the crusade 
against the French, a poem called 2Vie 
PurmUs of Litrralure ; a silly, unmean¬ 
ing thing; but with a great parcel of 
literary anecdotes and political observa¬ 
tions subjoined in the way of notes. I 
have not now a copy of the book: it Is 
not worth a straw, being a mere string 
of eulogies on Fitt and the borough- 
mongers, anti of abuse on every man 
that was at that time conspicuous ia 
defending the rights of the people. The 
book is nut worth one farthing; but 1 
should like to have it again in order that 
I might give ttiy readers a specitnefi or 
two of this oa/uai'fe labours of the pen- 


give him a couple xS filings or half^a- 
.crownforit. 

We now, came to Maithus. He, 
aboitt tw«a%<^ven years ago, wrote a 
:book on Yiflm he called rtt^lvs popula- 
His was fbuoded on the 
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ailments which I so completely de- 
jnoUshed in the Reguter before the last. 
Indj^d, ever since this man’s book 
appeared, 1 have been assaulting; it. 
Mr. Gonwm published a complete, and 
voluminous answer to his pook about 
eight years ago j, a most complete re¬ 
futation of all his doctrines ; but Mr. 
Godwin, who has lived to the age of 
pretty nearly four-score, I believe, and 
who has as much talent in his little 
finger as Maltuus has in his whole 
body, has no pension from the Govern¬ 
ment. Oh, no! Malthcs was U$ 
man ; it wanted somebody to find out 
a something to account for the miseries 
of the working-people other than the 
weight of the. taxes j it wanted a pre¬ 
tence to be discovered for still continu¬ 
ing to tax the nation so heavily; and 
it, at the same time, wanted a some¬ 
thing to justify it in some measures 
or other for lowering the amount of the 
poor-rates, and giving the ■people less 
relief than they had been accustomed to 
have. This at once stupid and impu¬ 
dent parson was their man. He dis¬ 
covered that God had committed a 
great blunder j for that he had so con¬ 
trived it, that there should be in man 
a “ natural propensity ” to increase in 
numbers faster than subsistence could 
possibly increase. From the very mo¬ 
ment the fellow's book appeared, I as- j 
sailed it j and have, from that time to { 
this, kept it constantly in view, until 1 1 
gave it, in the lust Ttco-pmny Trash, 
and in The Register of the week before 
last, tliat which a cor-auspondent very 
justly calls a conp de grace. Though 
in Long Island, 1 never forgot this book 
of the boroughmon^ers, whose main 
object was to provide a justification 
beforehand for repealing and abolish¬ 
ing the law which awards relief to the 
poor. ' With that truly-daronable pro¬ 
position be ended li^ atrocious book, 
which hook has been the ground-work 
of all the schemes to prevent what 
are called premature marriages j the 
ground-work of all the Committees to 
inquire into the cause of t|he increase of 
the poor-rates ; the ground-work of all 
the nasty, beastly publications sent forth 
to instruct people bow to live in thie 


miurriage-atate without having chil¬ 
dren ; the ground-work of all the deeds 
committed to procure abortion, for 
which a surgeon in' the north has ren¬ 
dered himself 80 notorious. This is the 
man whon> it delighted the late Minis¬ 
ters to make a “ Royal associate,” and 
to give him a pension to be paid out of 
the fruit of the labour of those whom 
his work had a tendency to destroy. 

It was on this work that the hills of 
Stvhges Bournb were bottomed ; and 
so, I told this very Malthus, the mo¬ 
ment those bills 'were passed. Those 
bills it is, in fact, which have produced 
those conflagrations; that terrof, that 
constant terror; ^hat incessant unhap¬ 
piness now experienced by the farmers 
of England, who were formerly the 
happiest men in the world; this book 
it is which suggested those bills which 
have disfigured the fair face of this 
once-happy country. And yet are 
there writers in England prostituted 
enough to complain of taking away a 
parcel of taxes from this mischievous 
parson ! 

To show how font! people in power 
and people aspiring to power are of this 
man and his book, and to show that 
there is no difference in this respect be¬ 
tween those who call themselves Tories 
and those who call themselves Whigs, 
1 here take an extract from a speech t)f 
that profound feelosopher and sincere 
reformer, Henry Brougham, which 
speech was made in the House of Com¬ 
mons, on the 16*th December, 1819:— 

“ Mr. Brougham had no hesitation 
“ in stating that the excess of popula- 
“ 'lion was one of the great causes of 
“ the distress which at present afflicted 
“ the country. This proposition, from 
“ the best consideration which he had 
“ been able to give to the subject, he 
" was fully prepared to maintain. But 
" it was among the most melancholy 
“ mal-practices of the low part of the 
" press, to depreciate this which was 
“ the soundest principle of political 
“ ecoBOTOy. - Nay, the worst expedients 
“ were used to calumniate the writers 
“ by whom Ihaf priodple was mainly 
" sup]M}rted , thbtigh among those writers 
“ were to be fbuiid men of the most «- 
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“ dlted morals, of the purest views, of 
“ the Soundest intellect, and even of the 
“ most humane J'eetinys, Yet against 
“ the writers who sought to guard sb- 
“ ciety against this great evil, the ut- 
“ most obloquy was directed." 

As Mr. Godwin observes, tivere is an 
excess of numbers here also j for here 
would appear to be a multiplicity of 
writers; whereas there never was but 
one cruel enough, and, at the same 
time, impudent enough, to maintain 
these abominable principles; to accuse 
God of having committed a Idunder, or, 
of being a malignant being, instead of 
a being of benignity i very humane, to 
be sure, to recommend starvation to be 
inflicted upon the children of a man who 
married after the [jassing of the act; 
for the recommendation of Malthus 
was, that relief should be given to no 
man, and, of course, to the wife and 
children of no man, who sliould marry 
after the passing of the act Very hu¬ 
mane, and, above all tilings, very exalted 
morality ; seeing that, if such law had 
been passed, nine-tenths of those who 
should thereafter be born, must have 
been bastards. The “ pure views ” of 
these exalted moralists we have now 
illustrated in Maltuus’s taking a pen¬ 
sion as a reward for his book : we have 
ah excellent proof of his purity of mo¬ 
tive in his receiving as much relief from 
the public money as would naturally fall 
to the share of about fifty labourers' 
families. But this great/te/osop/tcr and 
sincere reformer was, “ after the best 
“ consideration which he had been able 
“ to give to the subject, fully prepared 
“ to maintain the soumiiiess of Mai.- 
“ THifs’s principles,'’ which, he said, 
were found fault of bv none but the 
low part of the press. He must have 
meant my part of it; because, at tlie 
time when he made the speech, nobody 
but myself had even written against 
these abominable principles. Let him 
now come forth, then, when Two-penny 
Trash, Ho. 12, has set the whole cuun'- 
try a scoffing at the adherents of Mal- 
THUs, and when the Uegister of the 
week before last has taken their great 
and only argument and scattered it 
the air. Let him come forth; and, if 
not himself, let hint send his Scotch 


myrmidons forth, their bellies full of 
taxes and their hearts full of *gall, 
against those who would take the taxes 
from them; let him send them forth to 
maintain in the face of this long*op- 
pressed and now roused people, that the 
breeding of the tax-eaters ought to be 
promoted and encouraged, while those 
who labour to keep them in idleness 
ought to be treated us cattle, and be 
prevented from enjoying the conjug^ 
rites. 

After all, I shall be surprised if these 
pensions be taken away, though they^ 
are the very worst that a Government 
can bestow. It is beastly to talk of liber¬ 
ty of the press if the people be‘taxed to 
give pensions to writers. There is a 
writer in a paper called the Tatler, who 
says that Wokdswobth, who is a poet, 
I believe, has a Go\’ernment salary. 
Pope, whose name will ever be held in 
honour by good men for his independ¬ 
ent spirit, while all men of taste will 
admire the genius that dictatedhis writ¬ 
ings : Pope calls a pensioner, a “ slave 
of state, hired by a stipend to obey his 
master." This definition Dr. Johnsojt 
has inserted in his Dictionary ; but he 
did it before he himself became a pen¬ 
sioner. He did not get a pension for 
his laborious work, the Dictionary: 
he did not get a pension for his 
moral writings : he got the pension 
for his vile pamphlet entitled “laxatiqu 
no Tyranny,'’ which pamplilet was writ¬ 
ten to justify the ^boroughmongers in 
going into that war against America 
which caused the separation of that 
country from this, and which has finally 
raised up an enemy rnore^formidable to 
England than all the rest of the workl 
put together. For this it was that he 
got his pension of 300/. a year for the 
remainder of his life; and for this it 
was that his statue was placed in 
St. Paul’s, at the public expense, in 
short, to hold# the principle that the 
Government has a right to lay 
out the public .money in pensiouii^ 
writers, is to hold that the Government 
is to have the power of employing every 
man of talent for the purpose of keeping 
in sitbjectioii and })Iundering the l»eople. 

I shall return to this subject another 
time} and, in the mean'while, if we look 
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out shariplj'^ nre shall see whetiier these

FRENCH STATE PROSECU¬ 
TIONS. 

The correspondei^t of the Morning 
Ckronifde gives the following account 
of a trial in the court at Paris, of some 
young men who had been guiUy of the 
enormous offence of crying “ Vive la re- 
publiquef’ which means, Let m have a 
republic. A republic they will have, I 
am fully convinced, in spite of all the 
state prosecutions that the citizen King 
of a sovereign people can set his myr¬ 
midons to carry on. “ And now we 
have a new fact-Ha recent one—one 
of yesterday-—a fact of Paris—one I de¬ 
plore—<ooe Z grieve over—but it is a 
fact which shoidd teach us Where we 
are, and should make the Minister feel 
that he must xnarcii with the Revolution. 
The fact is a serioiu oiw—is no less 
than riots in a Court,of Justice at I'aris, 
the capital of France. Tou know I 
have laboured to prevent this—‘to coa- 
vioee our President that these state 
proiecmtiofifl for piditical offences were 
anti-national, and mu^ kad not merely 
•to dissaUsfsction, htit also to toouilt. 
Tat, in spj^ of t^e efforts of the French 
and Ahe English PreMk the proseoutious 
are nontiatMd j ^ndfbatcrdhf five yotthg 
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men—two of them wearing the Decor 
mtion of .Tuly were brought up for 
tmt, at the Assizes of the Seiue^ aceused 
of having, in tiie month of Mnreii, cried 
“ Vive la RepubUijue ! ’’ and for having 
resisted ndlitary authority, and disarmed 
some of tlte Municipal Guards. This 
was the charge. The witnesses for tlte 
prosecution could not identify the pri¬ 
soners, and the case was a matter of 
laughter—when a Government agent 
came forward—identified all the prison¬ 
ers—though in the case of two an ulibi 
vms unquestionahle—and ventureti to 
swear that all were culf>able, and that 
lie saw all engage in illegal facts and 
utter illegal cries. This man was a 
perjurer ! There is no other name ft)r 
him, for that is his title. The Court 
was crowded with the youth of Paris, 
and the public feeling wus greatly ex¬ 
cited. But when this man gave his 
testimony, the feeling could not be 
suppressed—cries of “ Down with the 
vritness/’ “ He is a spy,” “ He is a po¬ 
lice informer,’’ issued from all parts, 
and it was impossible to lirar another 
word. The forenuvu of the }ury now 
interfered. He was a proprietor ! one 
of the “ peace at all prices party," a 
lover of the Restoration, and a hater of 
the youth of the metropolis. Let 
us Inunortalize this man by record¬ 
ing his name; for he was called 
“Ledoux!” He wanted to have these 
young men con victed, and he wa.s greatly 
discomposed by the cries of the audi- 
enee. So, rising in a passion, and 
holding up his fists clenched in a nie- 
nacttig. aspect towards the accused, he 
exclaimed, “ Les menaces »e noms 
“ intianderoHi pas ; nons fertms noire 
“ devoir; rums no craignons pm eos 
“ poignards !” When these words were 
pronounced, cries Hoid ytdls of indigna¬ 
tion proceeded from every part of the 
building. The counsel of the accused 
refused to allow his clients to be fried 
by a jury having .such a foreman, the 
judges retired, and an order of Court 
was made postponing the trial to an¬ 
other opportunity ! I call this grave; 
1 lament the tumult. I deeply regret 
^at the public tmutd noA suppress its 
iadig^atioA'the witness, mid that it 


did not content itself with prosecuting 
him for perjury at tlie next Assizes. 
This you would have done in England, 
and you would have acted with more 
wisdom and equal patriotism. But 

then you must remember that we are in 
a state of great excitement, that public 
opinion is very strongly pronounced 
against these daily slate prosecutions, 
that the Minister persists, though all 
France says no, and that as he is ob¬ 
stinate, be must be convinced by 

; facts which no subtlety can elude, 
and no Jinesse dispo.se of by even an 
abundance of adjectives in an article 
; In The Mouiteur. And yet still the 

[ Minister is unconvinced ; and he thinks 
! that he can bring France to act and feel 
as he does. This is a great mistake, 

: and may lead to immense evils.

READERS OF THE REGISTER. 

Aenfinglon, 21st Ju?ie, 1831. 

My Fkif.nds, 

In the last Itcgister I censured the 
\ViH(i-MiNisTKY for having done no¬ 
thing for tlie relief of the starving peo¬ 
ple in Ireland. The Morninf/Chnmicfe, 
on Saturday last, took nj) the defence 
of this “ liberal ” body of persons; and, 
not content with that, it imputed bad 
motives to me in bestowing the cen¬ 
sure. It took from niy Reyiattr the 
following'passage: — 

“In IBS'!!,’’ says Mr. Cobbett, 
“ when there was also a famine in Ire- 
“ land, but nothing like tliat which 
“ prevails at present, there was a dis- 
“ cnsfiion ufton the subject in the House 
“ of Lords, in wliich Lord Grey took a 
“ partand as he is now Prime Minis- 
“ ter, as it is a ‘ Wldij Ministry,’ in- 
“ stead of a‘ Tory Minislry,' it is worth 
“ while for us to hear what this very 
“ Lord Grey said upon that occasion ; 

and we will hear ij; and here are his 
“ words, according to the published re- 
port, sjKiken on the i Uh May, 
“ IBS's!;—‘ What a picture of a Gci- 
“ ' vernment! Hundreds and thousands 
‘ of the people of Ireland dying in the 
’ streets for want Of food ! in the midst 
‘of an alleged superabundance.’ Very 
true, my Lord Grey, but not a more 
“ frightful picture then than it is noip; 
** and it is you who are now at the head 
of that Government, and have been at 
“ the head of it for seven months or 
raorej and nothing has either been 
“ done, or attempted to be done ; not 
“ even a consoiiog promise has been 


“ put forth during these five months of 
“ suffering, and, indeed, of starvation; 
“ no measure that I have heard of, 
“ other than that of a Special Com- 
" mission, has been adopted with re- 
“ gard to this unhajipy country. 
“ ‘ What a picture of a Government ! ' 
“ And so exclaims the whole nation 
“now.” 

Having taken this passage, it made 
the following remarks on it; and to 
these remarks I beg you to pay strict 
attention. The subject is of great im¬ 
portance ; it is the defence of the 
Wliig-Ministry against the charge of 
having svjfered the peogle in Ireland to 
starve without any effort to relieve 
them; and here you have that defence. 

“ Lortl Grey might well exclaim, in 
“ 1.S22, ‘ R’hat. a picture of a Govern- 
“ ment!' and yet not be now liable to a 
“ similar accusation. 'I he Ministers to 
“ whom lie succeeded never attempted 
“ to remedy the disease of the social 
“ system of Ireland. AU tliat they 
“ cared for was Jobbing and corruption 
“for the benefit of the Ascendancyj 
“ that it should not be in danger from 
“ rebellion ; that the enormous sinecures 
“ of the Church should not become the 
“ subject of consideration, for which 
“ purpose the Catholic Question was of 
“ incalculable service. Tlie comfort or 
“ prosperity of the great body of the 
“people of a country never, we sup- 
“ pose, occupied one moment's coudder- 
aftoM of a-man like Lord Eldon. 
!“ But it is impossible in seven months 
1“ to do every thing. One great qnes~ 
“ iiott has very properly obtained the 
“ almost exclusive attention of live Mi- 
“ nisters during nearly the whole of the 
“ seven months—namely, the Reform 
of Parliament. Wc do nut believe 
“ that, with an unrefurmed Pai Hament, 
“ Lord Grey, or .Iny otlier Minister, is 
“ able to carry <tuvh,d measure as is ne~ 
cessary for Ireland. The truth is, 
“ that the foundations of tlie .strength 
“ of England were laid before the Uli- 
garchy obtained ascendancy at the 
“ Revolution, Wc niay see,from what 
1^* takes place in Ireland, what England 
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“ W€uld have been under her oligarchy, 
“ if the influence of that body hail not 
“ been counteracted by circumstances 
“ derivinff iknr origin from jmiodls 
“ prior to the. Ascendanci/, 'llie con- 
“ stunt tendency, however, eve.r since 
“ the lievohUian of ItJSS, in our legis- 
" lature, to consider only the rich, and 
“ to encroach on the poor, sufficiently 
“ shows the nature and spirit of llie 
Government. I’ut in Ireland the 
“ Oligarchy have had it to themselves 
“ -“llioy had a clear stage for their 
openitimi.s. To remedy the evils in 
“ the .system of (hat country^, will be 
“ hoili « irork of time and of difficulty. 
“ It would have hceii imprudent in Earl 
“ (irey’s Ministry to cncuniber thern- 
“ sclocs nifli this difficnliy, at a time 
“ when ffiey have to make head against j 
“ a powerful confederacy, accustomed i 
“ to tise ])tuiuler of tiie nation, and 
“ stirring heaven and earth to retain if. 
“ Mr. CoBisni r is led hij the. prosecution 
“ against him (a step tee. are sorry to 
“ see taken) to be tinjnsl towards the 
Ministry of Earl Gitstv.” 

'I'he concliKliiig assertion, either 
foolish or venomons, demanded imme¬ 
diate refutation; and, in the following 
letter, which 1 sent to llie Chronicle 
on Saturday, you will find, 1 trn,st, 
that it received that refutation. When 
yoti liav e read that letter, I have .some 
furtiier remarks to ofl'er you on this 
demi-official defence of the Whigs. * j

Lords, exclaimefl: ‘What a piettrre of 
a Government! hundreds and thousands 
of the peo[)le of Ireland dying in the 
streets for want of food, in the midst of 
an alleged superabundance.’ Upon this 
I remark, that the picture was, indeed, 
truly frightful, but not more frightful 
then than it is now, when this very Lord 
Grey himself is at the head of that Go¬ 
vernment, and has neither done, nor at- 
tem[)ted to do, any-thing for the relief 
of that sHfTering country. 

“ Upon this ol)servation of mine you 
make a string of remarks, of which the 
following is the substance :—That Lord 
Grey might well utter ihi.s indignant 
exclamation in 182'3, and yet not be 
now liable to a similar aeiiusation— 
that the Ministers, who went before 
him, never attempted to renmiy the 
disease of the social system af Ireland — 
that tlu’y woiild never fake -into con¬ 
sideration the. enormous sinecures of the 
Church —that the good of the mass of 
the people never occupied a moment of 
the consideration of a man like Lord 
FJdov —that it is impossihle to do every- 
tinny in seven nwnthsy-ihnt the great 
que.slion of Reform ha.s very properly 
occu|)ied almost the whole of the time 
of the Ministers—tliat Lord Grey could 
not, witli an unreformed Parliament, 
carry suck a measure as is necessary for 
Ireland —that to remedy the evils of the 
Irish system will be a n-ork of time and 
difficulty—and that Mr. Cohbe.tt is led 
by the prosecution aiininst him (a step 
we are. sorry to .see taken) to be unjust 
towards the Ministry of Earl Grey. 

“Now,Sir, this la.st a.ssertion contains 
the subject of my complaint against 
you. I will not call it a sty stab; liut, 
as I observed before, it. is an assertion, 
deeply injurious to my character, and 
calculated to <io me great mischief; 
heeausc, if I be a man capable of af¬ 
fecting compas.^ion for the Irish, and 
capable of imputing their snfreriisgs to 
tiie Ministers merely because those 
Ministers are prosecutina me; tlu n I 
am a man v'orthy of public scorn, and 
worthy of haviniz: anv-tl’dnif done to 
me, which tiiis article of yours is so 
».'•(■// calculaicd to make a Jnry do. It 
is, therefore, my interest, as well a.s my 
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to ;pi»ve this assertion of ycmca to 
be fake. 

“ Let me ask you, then, whether this 
be the;/iiflc_that 1 have pleaded the 
icause of the poor, and especially of the 
poor people of Ireland ? J am surethat. 
you yourself remember, that in 1822, 
when there was a famine in Ireland, I 
insisted on the absolute necessity of 
Poor-Laws for that country; and that 
the troops ought to be employed imme- 
diaUdy, not to shoot at the starving 
people, but to go and seize food for 
ihem, find it where they might. In 
short. Register after Register was em¬ 
ployed in urging tiie then Ministers not 
to suffer the provisions to come away 
until the jjeople were fed. In the year 
1825, in the History of the Protestant 
Reformation, I pleaded for Poor Laws 
for Ireland in a manner more formal. 
From first to lust I strenuously opposed 
the Disfranchisement Bill in 1825 to 
lvS29 j and that Bill is now alleged to 
be one of the great causes of-the present 
famine. Later, in the year 1829, 1 
presented a Petition to the House of 
Commons, praying for an abolition of 
the Church in Ireland—that Church 
being held by me to be one of the causes 
of the sufferings of the people of Ire¬ 
land. During the present year, and long 
before the Whig prosecution com- 
uienced, I complained of the conduct 
•of the Government, in neglecting the 
means of arresting the progress of 
misery in Ireland, of which approach¬ 
ing misery they had been duly apprised, 
even in the month of December last 
year. 

Now, Sir, look back over the pages 
of the Register; and then express your 
sorrow, not that the liberal Whigs are 
prosecuting me, but that you have 
grossly misrepresented roy conduct and 
my character, and have done as much as 
you are able to aid in that spiteful at¬ 
tempt to reduce me to silence. But, if 
I were capable of being actuated by 
motives such as you ascribe to me, how 
ample was the vengeance that 1 could 
have taken on these Ministers in the 
case of their Rt'form Biill They got 
their dirty Bill of indictment found on 
the 26tli of February j uiul, did 1 oppose 


or criticize their Befoarm BUI, sriieu it 
came out on live Id of March} Have 
I not supported them In this ninaMire 
from that day to this ? In three, if not 
i in four counties, I could, in my own' 
person, have divideddke Meetings yund, 
if they hud got petitions in ^frivour of 
their Bill, I could have made them not 
worth a straw. In short, if I bad op¬ 
posed the Bill} if I had mustered up all 
that 1 could have said against it, osover 
would that Bill have been read even a 
first time ; the people would all imve 
been divided; the poor would have 
been in arms, everywhere, against the 
rich; the Ministers would have been 
turned out with tlie rays of glory shed 
from the Special Commissions on their 
heads; and the whole country would 
have been in a state of confusion. 

“ Here then was a sure and certain 
way of getting rid of the liberal Whig 
prosecution, and of the liberal Whigs 
themsel ves into the bargain. I saw it I 
I saw it clearly, at once ; but, when £ 
came to place my just resentment in 
one scdle, and these enormous mischiefs 
to my country in the other scale, I 
could not bring my heart to prefer the 
gratiheation of the former to the pre¬ 
vention of the latter. 

“ Thus, then. Sir, your assertion is 
false. In my remarks with regard to 
the conduct of the Ministry respecting 
Ireland, 1 have been actuated by no 
such motive as that which you impute 
to me ; but have been actuated by that 
indignation which every good English¬ 
man must feel at seeing a Government, 
which swallows up sixty millions a year, 
stand an idle spectator, while of the 
people, committed to its care, hundreds 
and thousands are perishing for want. 

“ Here, Sir, 1 might stop as far as re¬ 
lates to myself; but you have undertaken, 
not only to defend the conduct of Lord 
Grey in Ibis instance, but to throw tlie 
blame upon his predecessors in power. 

1 am not about to defend his predeces¬ 
sors ; bti- with .regard to this particular 
matter, what was the conduct of those 
predecessors? They, indeed, did no¬ 
thing to remedy what you call the 
disease of the social system of Ireland. 
They did nothing to gbrrect the ewor- 

Q n 
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mout ahustt in the Church of Ireland-, 
nor has Lord Grey done, or talked of 
doin^, anything upon either of these 
subjects. His predecessors did not, 
however, stand and look on like true 
Vth\gfeelmofer», and see the poor crea¬ 
tures eating sea-weed, nettles, and 
stinking shell-fish, to save life ; Lord 
Eldon, who, you tell us, never bestowed 
a moment's consideration on the well¬ 
being of the great body of tlie people, 
did not, upon that occasion, cons«)le 
himself with the reflection that the 
Schoolmaster was abroad, and tliat he 
had law-reforms in store, in ubuiuluuee, 
for the starving people; he did some¬ 
thing, at least, to save their lives. He 
and his colleagues advised the King to 
issue his letter to the Bishops and 
Clergy ; the Ministers took the lead in 
the subscriptions, and they called upon 
the Parliament to grant two hundred 
thou.san(l pounds. In short they sent, 
and caused to be sent, more ihun hall a 
million of money, to save the lives <»f the 
starving people, while Loril Grey and 
his eolleagues have taken no one single 
step to put a stop to that starvation, 
which is four times us extensive as it 
was in 1822. 

“Oh! Uni \]\c Iiefo7'7n liili ! 'i'hat 
has ocenpied almost the whole of the 
lime of tlie Ministers.- Poor men ! It 
has lieen a great job to he sure, and it 
does not seem to be half over yet. 'I’liey 
have however fttund a plciitii of hnn- f„t 
SOUK' tiuifte7S ■, and their Jibettors hiive 
foninl lime for inventing a gallows for 
travelling amongst the starving peo[)le. 
But I (li> not think myself ju.-t fled in 
tronltling you with remarks upon any 
.siiltjecf not cotinected with Ireland ; and 
therefore, respecting vIhat xni say re- 
gardii g what the Ministers have tlnne, 
anil ftave 7ioi had tiwf to do, I slia’i re- 
serve my observations for another |<laee-

Now, what says tl\e Doctor in an 
swer Ut this?

almost be excused fw not making sufficient 
allowance for the sternness of Mr. Cohbett’s 
virtue.” 

We are here told that the Ministry of 
1822 had ample time and opportunity to 
look into the condition of Ireland ; and 
that Lord Gbet has Imd neither time 
nor opportunity. What! had not Lord 
Gkey time since the month of Decem¬ 
ber to send money, to send |)rovisions, 
to do something to mitigate the evils 
which were then manifestly approach¬ 
ing, and which you were tt)ld were ap¬ 
proaching! What does the Chronic/e 
mean by “ looking into the condition 
of Ireland?” There wanted no looking 
into the condition of iT : full informa¬ 
tion was given with regard to the dan¬ 
ger of starvation : the starvation has 
come; thousands have been in a perisli- 
ing state for rnontlts ; and nothing has 
been done that I have heard of, by the 
Government, to prevent the dreadful 
eflfects which have shocked the wlmle 
world; which have excited the com¬ 
miseration of foreign countries ; and, 
how disgraceful will be tlie fact, it such 
it sbouid ai)j)car, that a subscrij)iion 
was absolutely going on at Paris for 
the relief of the starving Irish befoia; 
the Government here look any one step 
to effect that relief! 'I'berc is i»> excuse 
on Ibis score. There liave been time 
and opportunity in abundance for mea¬ 
sures of coercion all over the kingdom; 
time and opjiortunity enongli, if the 
ue\vs|)aj)ers .speak troth, to send away 
pensioners out of this country with four 
years’ pension paid before-hand. Time 
and op[>orlunity a plenty for various 
other things of very questionable po¬ 
licy, and very questionable justice ; but 
neither time nor opportunity to save 
the lives of the perishing people. 

lint the Chronicle says, that for me 
to show that I was not unjust towards 
Lord Ghey's Ministry, it was necessary 

that I should show tliat Lord Ghey 
“ was as charged with the pre- 

“ sent etarvatiun of the li'i!>h in the | 


“ midst of abundance, as the Ministry 
“ of 1S22 was justly charged by his 
“ Lordship with the co-existence of 
** starvation and abundance ; but this, * 
" which is the point he ouglit to have 
“proved, is the point over which he 
“ has very dexterouslj? skipped.” I 
have skipped over nothing, neither dex¬ 
terously nor awkwardly. The question 
was not who had produced the starva¬ 
tion in Ireland, hut whether LordGaBY 
could not, and ought not, to have pre¬ 
vented it. I know very well that he 
has not been in power for a great many 
years ; and that in fact he never before 
had tlie power of doing wlnit he liked. 

I know very well that, till he came into 
power, his proposing of poor-laws for 
Ireland would have been useless. But, 
the moment he came into power, he 
could have proposed poor-laws ; and he 
did not propose poor-laws, nor did he 
propose any thing else to better the 
condition of Ireland. He was not in 
power, to be sure, before November, 
1S3(); hut he was a witness of what 
was done and what was left undone 
with regard to Ireland. Hi.s opinion 
with regard to remedies for the state of 
Ireland must have been formed long 
before he came into power. He aji- 
pioved, or he disapproved, of the line 
of conduct which the Government had, 
lor many years, been pursuing towards 
Ireland. If he approved of that line of 
coiidoct, he has now no right to ascribe 
the starvation to that line of conduct, 
without taking his share of tlie h ame : 
if he disapi roved of that line of con¬ 
duct, why did he not cliange it the mo¬ 
ment he got possession of power f He 
may choose which he please.s. He was 
in I'arliament, and witnessed the crid- 
I less hills passed with regard to Ireland ; 
he had seen that the country grew more 
and more miserable under the operation 
of these hills ; and yet he comes into 
power and leaviis them all in force from 
that day to this. After all, hoaever, 
this was not the. question between me 
and the Morning Chronicle : tlie ques¬ 
tion was whether the Ministry had used . 
proper (liligence to prevent the people 
of Ireland from dying from starvation ; 
and that they have not villll be detned

The-humble Petition of the Undersigned 
Jnliahitants of the Parish and Neigli- 
bourhotid of Leeds, in tlM: County uT 
York; 

Sheweth, —That your petitioners have 
learnt, with deep concern, that there exists in 
various districts of Ireland extreme distress ; 
that in some parts famine and disease have 
already carried off numbers of the population, 
and that unless prompt and efiicifiU relief be 
t^orded, these dreadful scour^s will increase 
to a most alarming extent. That your 
tiuners conceive it expedient to call tl>e at¬ 
tention of the Legislature to this highly iin- 
jKirlant subject, and to urge upon your ho- 
sourable Mouse the importance of granting 
from tbe public purse mch present relief as 
tbe urgency of the distress may require, 'f'bat 
your petitioners are of opinion that the misery 
and. distress of tbe sister island are of too great 
an extent and of too frequent occurrence to he 
effectually remedied by occasioiiai Parliamen¬ 
tary grants, or by tbe coutribuUons of private 
charity; and tii«t it is highly important to 
the. welfare uf the whole e.-vipire that a stfstem 
•/ fqgof permanent relief for the poor of Ire¬ 
land be established without delay, and other 
snea-sums adopted for increasing the liapptuess 
and exteadiiig the prospects of that portion of 
the empire. 

Your petitioners therefore pray your ho¬ 
nourable House to adopt snen measures for 
increasing the happiuess and eaieuding tlie 
pruspeidty of Ireland, and in particular for the 
ostablishuieat of a system of legal permanent 
relief for the poor of Ireland, as to your ho- 
voutable Mouse shall s^cm meet. 

At the meeting at Birminghttm^ when 
they bad already rtuseii five hwtdred 
potmds, H was stated at the meeting, 
and has been printed in the Birmingham 
Journal, that at Bristol alone, in the 
course of one week before the meeting 
'tof)k place, the following provisions 


from Ireland were itnportecl. In my 
lest, I mentiitried the iihporlations of 
London and Liverpool only. 1 now am 
able to state, xrutu tlie Birmutgkaiii 
|taper, tbe iiuportolioas to Biist^, in 
one week, observe, previous to the 
meeting at Biriningliain. I will take 
the words as I Bnd the«i in this paper, 
and which are as fallows :—“ On le- 
“ ferring to the imports from Ireland 
“ during the last week, we find that at 
“ Bristol nine shijis had arrived, bring* 
“ ing 229d quarters of oats, 1055 harnds 
“ ofoatmeal, 15 firkins of butter, 12&0 
“ barrels of flour, 17 boxes of salmon, 
“ 227y pigs, sheep, 21 hampers of 
“ eggs, 12 casks of bacon, and 20 cows. 
“ The imports into Liverpool, during 

the same period, were Six-fold;— 
“ within seven days no fewer than 50 
“ ships, entirely laden with the ne- 
“ cessaries of life, had arrived from the 

Irish ports. This excess of produce, 
“ and yet prevalence of famine in the 
“ same country, presents a state of 
“ things sufficiently monstrous and un- 
“ natural. The talc,’ however, is yet 
“ but half told. The very jM-oduce im- 
“ ported to this country is bought by 
“ the band of British charity, or Go- 
“ vernment funtls, and again re-shipped 
“ for the relief of its destitute and fa- 
“ mishing producers.’' 

The resolutions passed at this meet¬ 
ing were proposed by Mr. Chables 
Jones, a man whose name we find 
amongst the foremost in every good 
act; and a sincere radical tefurtuer too, 
notwithstandiug the .sneers of the 
ruffians who, with their pockets fall of 
taxes, reproach us with want of feel¬ 
ing for tbe people, because we are 
unable to subscribe those sums which 
they have taken from us. The resolu¬ 
tions were as follows, aud full of sense 
they will be found tu be. 

Ihat it is the unanimous opinion of this 
meeting, that all contributions flowing merely 
from the benevolence and charity of indivi- 
(iiiais, roust necessarily be totally inade¬ 
quate to the relief of the wide-spread misery 
and distress existing in Ireland. 

That, in the opinion of this meeting,,THE 
SYSTEM which leaves a large portion of our 
sutfering brethren of Ireland in fre<|uciit de¬ 
pendence on tire charity of individuals, is

pothttionof food fram Irelma, tfKtH'the ttawts 
of the pc()ple are wippliUd ; »od 
and commmidiag all Diagittratee, constablcs,- 
aml all others in authoriVin J^'claocI, to lake 
food and raiment, wkere^er t%ey can he found, 
and to rKcti'idatcMcM* amongst his Majesty’s 
sufTei'Kig subji'cts in that part of the United 
Kingdom, so as elfectnally to relieve their 
present most dreadful necessities, and tijcrehy 
to stay the appalling march of famine, and 
the iiiexOrahle hand of disease and dentli ! 
And iliat, in the presejit exigency, his Majesty 
will be pleased to direct that all food and rai 
jiieutsii taken and distributed, be paid fur out 
of the iMUttiy-riUes of frdand, or in such 
otiier manuei' as to his Majesty’s wisdom may 
fieem fit. 

That, with the view of finally terniinating- 
this system of cruelty and injuitice, we 
humbly aj>d carnestlv implore <mr paternal 
King that he will be graciously pleased, as 
soriii as may be, to send a Royal message to 
each House of Parliument, calling tlwi atten¬ 
tion of the Legislature to the state of Ireland, 
and directing it to institute such lams as shall 
jirecmt, for the future, the recurrence of such 
calamities. 

That a Cotiiinitiee be appoiiited to prepare 
a petition to his Majesty, grounded on the 
foregoing resolulions, and, further, for the 
carrying of those resolutions generally into 
effect. 

Here are remedies pointetl out. If 
Lord Guky did not know what to do for 
Ireliuid, the people know. They call 
for prompt and efficient relief to the 
suffering; they call, as I have always 
called, for the Government force to 
be employed, “ to take " provisions, 
wherever they are to be found, and to 
distribute them amongst the people to 
prevent them from dying ; and not to i 
stand shiHv-shally, calculating the ul¬ 
timate consequences. And this is what 
ought to have been done. The.se sensi¬ 
ble people, who are subserfibing, too, 
recotumend that an order should be 
issued forthwith to prevent the exporta¬ 
tion t>f food I'rniu I rcland until the j»eu- 
ple should be supfilied ; and that food 
and raiment should be taken wherever, 
they are to be founds and paid for oat of 
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the county-rate.s of Ireland, or in such 
■other nfabner AS the King in Couhtul 
might think proper. 

Thus, as in fliU b't^^ eki^, the good 
never comes, till the pbbphr 
j?tep forward to demand lilbw, iti- 
(deed, we shall hear edougb ofthe mea¬ 
sures of relief for the suffferirtg, frisfa j 
but we shall wot hear of Poor-iuies^ We 
shall not even now hear of any efticient 
permanent measure to prevent these 
calamities, unless the people themselveF, 
in all pans of the country, come forward 
to urge the adoption of saich measures. 
Even the speech from tjhe Throne, 
which I shall have to insert by-and-fay, 
gives us very little reason to belieVe 
that Poor-laws, which are the only ef¬ 
fectual means of ftreventiog the recur¬ 
rence of starvation, will be proposed 
to the Parliament by this Ministry. 
For what have we ? We have these 
words, “ the possibility of intro- 
“ ducing measures, which, by assist- 
“ ing tlie irnprovemenis of the na- 
“ turul resources of the country, may 
“ tend 10 prevent the recurrence of such 
“ evils, must be a subject of the most 
“ anxiou,s interest to me, and, to you, 
“ of rbe most grave aud cautious dcli- 
“ beration.” Now, here are no mea¬ 
sures recommended j no measures pro¬ 
posed for deliberation 3 no call upon 
the Parliament to delibcTate upon the 
subject 3 but they are called upon to 
deliberate with gravity iind caution on, 
what? “on the possibility of introduev 
ing, any measures ” upon the subject ! 
This is cold comfort, indeed; »nd, as 
far as the ministry are concerned, I 
venture to predict, that pctor-laws for 
Ireland will never be introduced. Oh, 
no! the current has set the other way, for 
the last twenty years ; directly the con¬ 
trary way; for, in.«tead of poor-laws for 
Ireland being added to the statute-book, 
the English poor-laws have been gra- 
<iually chipping fcliem away. We must, 
therefore, wait with patience and see 
whetl'.er it be possible for a reformed 
I Parliament to sit out u Session vviihout 
eoin|ielling the Irish huuliords to relieve 
tlieir own poor- 

Aud, now, DocroK Black, let me 
luru to your justilication of your charge 
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Aj^Qsi roe, of having been actuated by 
resencinent, arising out of the faihous 
prosecution, to do injustice to the' 
ministry of Lord Gaev. I will hot do 
as you do; I will not garble, I will 
insert the whole of what you stated. 

Mr. Cobbett proceeds to observe, that if he 
were capable of being actuated by such mo¬ 
tives as we ascribe to him, be could have taken 
an ample vengeance ou these Ministers in the 
case of the Heform Bill, as their dirty bill of 
indictmcMit was fouod ou the 25th of February, 
and he did nut oppose or criticise their Reform 
Kill vvbeu it came out o]i the firU of March, 
and had even supported it from that day to 
this. “ If," says be, “ 1 had mustered up all 
“ that 1 could have said against it, never 
would that bill have been read even a first 
time ; the people would all have been divi- 
ded ; the pour would have been iu arms 
“ every where against the rich; the Ministers 
“ would have been turned out with the rays 
“ of glory shed from the Special Commissions 
•‘on their lieads; and the whole couittry 
“ would have Ih-cii iu a state of confusion." 
Now wc willingly hear testimony to the ability 
with which Mr. Cobhelt supported the bill, 
and to the zeal and promptitude which he 
displayed at a vciy critical period. But he 
supported the hill, of course, because he ap¬ 
proved of it, and his arguineilts were irresisti¬ 
ble because they were fuouded ou truth. But 
allowing, as we willingly do, that be gave a 
most eilicacious su)>|iurt to the bill, we eaunot 
allow tbat bis 0 )>positiou would have been 
equally eificacious, because we are in charity 
bound to supfiose that Mr. Cobhett could nut 
hvLsc argued so powerfully against conviction, 
as with a cunviction ul the gooducss of his 
cause. But if we were to allow to him his 
supposition, we must nut only suppose that he 
Clin ad'oeute a bad cause us powerfully as be 
can advocate a good one, aud still mure, that 
all tbe people of Itiigland who approved of tbe 
cause which be supported ou cuuvictiuu, 
would have equally disapproved of the same 
cause when he supported it agaiustconvictiou. 
He call* on us to believe hi t^‘omiraeies — 
tiiBi, that he, Mr. (.'nlihett, can argue as well 
aguinst tbe truth as for it, .and that the people 
of Kuitland can on/y take that view of a cause 
which j.s- presented to them through his specta¬ 
cles. i>i a ti'uih in that case Mr. Cobhett is a 
very duugi-rous man, and considering, first, 
tiiis terrible power be. possesses, and, next, 
tht stupidity of the people of England who cmi 
be 80 led by Idm, one can btstdly feel aston¬ 
ished, as Ministers ciinnoi get rid of the peo¬ 
ple of England, that hny ihould wish to get 
rid of ffie man who possesses such a feU power- 
over them. We fear gratitude iu such a case 
irould be uo match for fear; and the coitsider- 
•tion that Mr. Cobhett spared them, wbeu he 
could have turned tlitiii out, with the rays of 
glory .'■bed fioiii ,the Special Cuinnnssiuiis ou 
i&eir head, is hut too apt to suggest to then^, 


that he who spardi them once, may not 
always spare them. As fair iu wei are con¬ 
cerned, Mr. C^hhett dois ^ injustice. We 
are far from wishing to injure him. Wc did 
not wish to give him a sly stab ;. we, pn the 
contrary, think the prosecution had much 
better he abandoned. We do Dot.conceive 
that this is a time to revive plscussioris by 
prosecutions of the press. We should be 
truly sorry tu think we had in any way injured 
I him, or diminished his claim to. justice from 
au English J ury. And without going the fiill 
length of believing that he can do so much 
mischief as he would have us suppose he can, 
we certainly think Ministers are not a little 
beholden to him for bis services at a very 
critical time, and that a fitter subject for pro¬ 
secution might have been foun(l without much 
difficulty. 

Now, Doctor, you had no right to 
8 uppo.se either oF these miracles; and, 
above all things, not to suppose that 1 
imputed stupidity to the people of 
England. I pretended to no such 
general power; but, in the particular 
case alluded to, 1 had the power, and 
every-body knows it. In the very 
petitions and resolutions, from Leeds 
and Birmingham, who is blind enough 
not to see the effect of the suggestions 
proceeding from me ? In the year 
1822; and again upon a more recent 
occasion, I maintained the justice and 
the propriety of employing even the 
troops in Ireland, to stop the provisions 
from coming away, and to take food 
and raiment wherever to be foumi, and 
distribute them amongst the people. 
But because Mr. Ch.\hlgs Jonks, who 
is a very clever man, recommends the 
same thing iu these resolutions, do 1 
call Mr. Jones a stupid man ; do 1 im¬ 
pute stupidity to the meeting who 
passed the resfdutions 1 It is, and it 
net*e.ssarily must be, that men take 
their opinions from one another ; and, 
from vvhom were life people likely to 
take their opinions respecting a reform 
bill ? I am not pretending that, if I 
had used my utmost efforts, I could 
have caused a majority of the people 
to be against the Reform Bill, full of 
good as it is; but, what 1 contended 
fur, and what 1 still contend for, is, 
that I could have made the division to 
be so great, that the bill never could 
have had a first reatling; and tJiis, in 
spite of all the earcasm that you can 
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muster, is the belief of the whole coun¬ 
try, friends or fb^.' .

'Hjc Freiic-h people, however, are bent 
upon being neither cajoled nor sold by 
Louis-Phimppk.

such pretensions ? Wretched, indeedi 
are the reasons which have been offered' 
for this strahge and fo dish and incon¬ 
sistent step. The niaiti alleged reason 
was, that, if this stef> were not taken, 
all the powers of Europe would be in 
array in hostility against France. As 
to England, which, In point of power, 
is more than one half of all Europe ex¬ 
cepting France, she woukl nm and she 
could not have stirred} and, indeed, 
ninety-nine hundredths of the people 
wish to see France with a cheap exem¬ 
plary Government; and tAe jiotcen, as 
they are called, could have been 
more hostile to France than they are 
now? The truth is, they possess not 
the means of doing her •injury ; witli a 
republican Government she is more 
than a match for the whole of tliem ; 
this they know well, and therefore it is 
that they are so^nxious to keep Loois- 
Fhilippk upon the throne. He is the 
night-mare on the breast of this mighty 
and valiant giant. 

The French are not 80 heavily pressed 
down by taxes as we are j nut still the 
taxes are very heavy, and the monopo¬ 
lies, the odious monopolies, enormous ; 
so that, after all their struggles, after all 
their deeds fjf wondrous valour, and 
still more wonderful sacrifices j after 
all their thonsaiid victories ; after mak¬ 
ing every guilty despot in Europe trem¬ 
ble on his Throne, they arc still, upon 
the whole, little better off than their 
grandfathers were in the reign of Louis 
the Fiftken'i h : they have got rid of 
their monks, to be snre, and they have 
got rid of many odious tilings j but they 
have a band of loan-mongers whose 
little finger is as heavy a.s the loins of 
the monks and of th.e Farmers General 
both put togetlier; and they have had 
erectetl for them a new Royal Family 
which co.sts them twice as mnch .a year, 
n.iy, four times as much in ii year, as 
was the cost of the family and tiie 
court of Louis the Fifteenth. Is this 
sense ? Does this become a people who 
are really enlightened ? They must 
and they will have a republican Go¬ 
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vernment, which, while it is efficient to 
maintain the honour of the country, will 
suffer the pehple to enjoy the fruit of 
their earnings. They are gradually ap¬ 
proaching this j^int : they ate bent 
updn the abolition of the hereditary 
peerage, to which the loan-nMiiigeni 
arid Lotrts-PniMPPB cling asthe wreck'- 
ed rmiriner clings to the Itot Abating 
spar. It is to be desired that this chaage 
should be effected in a peaceable niaa- 
ner, and, above all things, without 
blood; but experience tells us that 
those who fatten upon the public spoil 
never let go their hold without force ; 
that it comes, at last, to be a question 
with them whether they shall continue so 
to fatten, or become livers on their own 
property j that they always determine 
in favour of the former, and that, when 
told that they must, in the end, give up 
their plunder, their answer always is, 
If we shed blood in order to preserve it, 
we may be compelled to give it up j 
but if we do not shed blood, we are sure 
to be compelled to give it up ; so that, 
blood we will shed. The history of the 
world tells us that this hak always been 
the case; yet if the people be of one 
iiiitul, it will not be in the power of 
these ferocious and rapacious monsters 
to cause desolation amongst them. Of 
one mind 1 trust they will be, and that 
the world will soon have to congratu¬ 
late them on their sqpcess, and to thank 
them for the example which they have 
set to the suffering slaves of despotism 
in every part of the world.

rassed speaker, conwjiilted an error, iii

Ministry as well as of the Duke, would, 
if the Ministry had been strong, have 
been treated as a matter of no conse¬ 
quence ; and as such Lord Gray coa- 
tended that it ought to be treated ; but 
the phalanx on the other side was so 
strong, that Ac mas obliged to (five u-ai/, 
and have the address altered in com¬ 
pliance with the dictate.s of his oppo¬ 
nents j for their language, their tone, 
their iiKiMner, all corres|)oiuled with the 
formidable array which they exhibited. 
The Lord Chancellor, who a[ipeared to 
be unwell,'had a look of uncoiunjon 
depression, and he appeared to lie 
greatly agitated by the contradictory 
calls upon him from the two .sides of 
the House, one to read the address, and 
the other not to read it. jSo amend¬ 
ment to the address was moved j but it 
was clear that, if one had been moved, 
it would have been carried. This, 
however, would have been bad poliet/ : 
for, a.s there was nothing in the SpEBeii 
which, according to their own avowed 
opinions, the opposition could rcasonablif 
find fault with, an amendment w^ould 
have been regarded as a. predetermina- 
lioa to reject the Reform UiLl, and 
would have been a .signal for the whale 
country to rouse itself, and to come for¬ 
ward with petitious t-i the Lords. It 
was better, therefore, for the opposition 
not to exert their strength in this w.ny, 
and at so early a period. But (and this 
is the object of these remafks) the peo¬ 
ple ought to be prepared for the exertion 
of their lawful and constitutional powtsr ; 
their power to meet and to petition, in 
order to prevail on their Lordship.s not 
to reject the bill, when it is submitted 
to them. That man is a fool w'lto be¬ 
lieves, or base hypocrite wlu) aSects 
to believe that this bill, if carried into 
effect, will not diminish the power of 
the peers, and take from the emolp- 
mcHts of them and their families, it 
will do both ;^ese^ .and in a great de¬ 
gree too ; but is t]a<^ a sensible man,

On 
this question the nation is unanimom; 
and I cannot but ho})e and believe that 
the Lords, though they may show their 
party hostility to the Ministers, and 
may even turn them out, will not array 
themselves in open and bitter hostility 
against the people. In such a combat 
they must be tinally defeated ; and I 
beseech them to remember, that, after 
that defeat, their situation will be very 
different from what it is now. 

1 shall in my next Register endea¬ 
vour to show that the Peeks, if tliey 
consult their own interests and that of 
their successors, wiZZ pass this bill with¬ 
out opposition. 1 intend, as the vehicle 
of my opinions on the subject, to ad¬ 
dress myself to a peer, to whom, on 
this very subject, I addressed a letter 
from Long Islanu, and which letter 
■was perfectly prophetic as to the present 
events. 

Now for the Speech. I do not like 
the close of paragraph 3. If this para¬ 
graph had stopped with the word “ in- 
^pendeace,” it would have been per¬ 
fectly satisfactory ; ljut if we be to in¬ 
terfere with the Belgians, on the ground 
that such interference is nece.ssary “ to 
the security of neigkii&itring states,'"’ 
there is, I am sure, no security for us 
against a war of interference and all 
its consequences. It,would have been 
quite enough to say, that we would not 
interfere, unless for our own security ; 
and it would be very difficult, I believe, 
to show bow that coul^ be endangered 
by imy-thing that the cun do.

JOterfere, unlest the Belgians eiridanger 
the security, df 'fkese, is «eyi^ very 
little. The Be^ians have, however, a 


much better security for our non-inter¬ 
ference than this expressed disposition 
of the Ministry j namely, our all-power¬ 
fully cooling DEBT. Tliis debt Pat 
'(when she ha<l not half her present 
power) described as the “ best ally f 
the Republicans of Frunce.” Slie is so 
still, and (God bless her !) she has been, 
the best ally of the Reformers. 

I do not like “ tcise and wholesome^’ 
in p,-tMgraj(li .t, where they are used to 
qualify the word economy, this word 
being here used as expressive oi saving 
of expense. Ido not, in such a case, 
like qualifications, unless the extent of 
them be fully explained; because, if, 
for instance, Lor<l Gkey be called upon 
to lop t)ff the sinecures, and be reminded 
of the King’s promise of economy, he 
may say: “ Yes, I am pledged to 
“ economy, but it i.s ton wise economy, 
“ and, moreover, a wholeso/ne economy; 
“and this that you ask for would be 
“ neither ' tcise nor wholesome.’ ” In 
short, this promise amounts to Just 
nothing at all. 

If 1 do not like paragraphs 3 and .*>, 
I am fairly frightened at jjaragraph 7 ! 
for in th.it I recognise the very words 
of the Ki tig’s speeefics in Pitt’s and 
Perceval’s time, when weic taxes, or ad¬ 
ditions to old ones, were about to be 
imposed. 1 siiould rather have heard 
of the taking off of more taxes, because 
I want them to be repealed, and not to 
be retained ; and 1 am very sure that 
one or the other must take place, unless 
there be new bales of piiper-money pul 
forth, which is by no means, however, 
a thing wholly off the cards. What 
the nation wants, and what it expects 
from this Ilefbrm are; first and 
foremost, a total wiping off of sine¬ 
cures ; second, the taking away of 
every pension not fully warranted by 
well-known public services ; third, the 
wiping off of all retired allowances, 
upon the principle that the parties have 
been paid for their services vvbile they 
were in service, in the same manner as 
is practised in jNSjvate life, in the same 
manner as a merchant or banker ceases 
to pay his clerks when he c.eas;s to 
employ them, or when they choose to 
quit his service; fourth, a vast redact ion 
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of the expenses of the half-pay, and a

I think the time for the schoolmaster’s 
openly using my Grammar in his school 
will lie about next January.

would be no other used in the country. 
When this Friends observation reached 
me, I .said, “ Either the time Will come 
“ when the book will be i»cm^ t#teeraeA 
“ for reprel»ting these tyrahts; of it will 
“ never cotne. If it come, then it will 
“ be prudent to leave the passages as 
** they are if it nevor come, aothii^ 
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“ in England or belonging to England 
“will be worth a single straw. At 
“ any rate, I will make no alterations : 
“ those that have- the Grammar shall 
*'have the politics.” . 

I take this opportunity of observing 
that, bustling as the time is, I have just 
found enough to spare to finish that 
Spelling-book and Easy Introduction to 
iny Gnimmar vVhioh so many gentle- 
ti^n, and piirticularly schoolmasters, 
have requested at my hands. The pub¬ 
lication waits only for the engraver, 
who is executing some cuts for the 
Fables, which are chiefly translations 
frpm the Italian; which have not before 
a;‘peared in any book (of this sort, at 
any rate) in English, and which have 
lieen translated for the purpose. There 
are some original ones, which have 
probably not a cluitn to so much merit. 
1 hope the Book will be ready in a 
montli, and the price will not exceed 
two shillings. In my Intfoduction to 
tlve Grammar 1 have had occ.asion to 
give n speciman or two of bad Grammar, 
in order to show the learner the gi eat 
importance of a thorough knowledge of 
this science; and these specimens I have 
taken from Sir James Mackintosh’s 
new History of England, published by 
Messrs. Longman, in Dr. Labdnkb’s 

Cabinet Cyclopedia." Sir James 
Mackintosh ought to be ashamed of 
.seeing his name in the title-page of a 
bUok like this. Ihave been at no pains 
to discover errors in it; but my sincere 
opinion is that there is more than one 
grammatical error, or one passage leav¬ 
ing the meaning doubtful, ou an aver¬ 
age, in every page in this first volume 
of the book, which contain.s 380 pages. 
This publication is so perfectly scan¬ 
dalous, that I wonder Messrs. 1-ovgman 
and Co. should have suffered it to come 
out tp the world under their imprint. 
It i4; incredible that the man who wrote 
Vtll^teia GalliccB should have w'ritten 
thls hpok, unless we suppose that, along 
lf|th principles, his talent departed 
ftArn him. One of two things, how¬ 
ever; he has written the book, or he has 
not : if he^h^ nothing can equal the 
heggRry of his talents : if he have not, 
whefe afe we to look for a meaner fraud 
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than that of selling Jhe use of his name 
for the purpose of aiding in a literary 
imposture ?

HORRIBLE !

Reported Massacke iv Tkelamd.

A Lettpr was received in town yesterday, 
communicatiug some pariicnlars »)f a rencon¬ 
tre between the peasantry and yeomanry, at 
I^cwtownbarry, county ot Wexford, on .Salur- 
day, wbicb, as far as respects tlie sanguinary 
deteriniiiatinu of ilic military ndiniriistraturs 
of the law, and the loss of human life, far sur- 
jiasses the fatal conllictat (Jastlepollard, and 
every other |>olieo or military agsiression in 
modern times. \V’.'are not disposed to exag¬ 
gerate oti this or any otiier sulijci't, and sVtall 
tliercfoii; iiiention the tacts that have been 
commuiiicatcd to os, without pledging our¬ 
selves for their autlieniji-iiy, leaving tlic 
public to foni! their opinions upon the accre¬ 
dited statements uhieli must result IVom the 
iu(|uisiiion hefore the Cioroner. 'I lie state¬ 
ment which has reached us is in su'ustaiice as 
follows :— 

On Saturday some diirereoce occurred be¬ 
tween thttpiuiple and the |iolice at Newton- 
barry resffecting a distress for rent. 'J'hc ))o-

This account,, wbieh we earnestly hope is 
much exag’gerated, reached a county of Wex¬ 
ford gentleman residitlg in town yesterday, la 
the absence of any-Utibg like ocitaiuty re¬ 
garding tbe details we refrain from observa¬ 
tion, and we shall wait with much anxiety for , 
the arrivals by the mail this morning.

It was not the police that enacted 
the part of buichers upon this orcasioni— 
it wa.s the yeomanry—the Orange, yeomanry, 
that (icured in this dreaiiful massacre, f'r.im 
the subjoined letters, which reached me this 
morning, from persons on whose veraeitv i 
can rely, you will pernive that the tithe sy.s- 
tem—the prolific .source of Irish suffering and 
misery—has been tlie cause of the atrocities 
perpetrated at Neutownbarry. The clergy- 
mao mentioned in these accounts is a hroilicr 
of Mr. M‘ClinttK;k, the late Member for Louth, 
and the Magistrate, Captain Graham, is an 
.Tgeut of I.ord rai-uhain. Some allowance 
must, of course, he made for tlte excited feel¬ 
ings of the wriii rs of these letters ; but I have 
omitted any passages which went beyond a 
mere narration of facts :— 

Ferns, Sunday Evening. 

“ One of the most saiiguinary and bn.tai 
ou'rages that ever gave pain to liie e>c, oi 
sadiies.s lo tile heart, took place yesterday at 
Newiownbr'rry, a beautiful vilhige about five 
mi I's from this ydace. There were tlire.e 
lieifeis to be cauted (sold _by auctionj lor 
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tithe; biuI having been set up to auction, and 
no bidders appearing, tliey remaiued for some 
boors in the street. It was 'a market day, 
and the village was -crowded with country 
people, wbo gatliered around the cattle. Some 
person cried out the lidllers would he suf- 
ibcatetl with beat, wlieu the people opeued a 
passage, and they ran down tite street. A 
Captain Graham, from Eutikcorihy, with all 
the police and yeomen fn>si anaiiy ludes 
around, imniediatdy follow edthe eaJtle, which 
were hruuglit back. As the polke, the yeo¬ 
men, and tlie people were pasaiiig together by 
an old ruin, some lioys who dinibed iato it 
tltrew Boiue stones among the cia)wd, Mhcu 
the police and yeohteu were ordered to 
fire—and oh ! ho-w tlie heart sickens at the 
result !-«tl»e people, not e-xpecting any such 
conduct, fled in all directiont—every shot 
leaving a father, mother, or child a corpse 
upon the street! The people ran for protec¬ 
tion to smne plantations, and endeavoured to 
bide themselves; but here the iudiscriiuitiate 
slaughter bafllesalJ description—every person 
seen was slaughtered. VVherever the people 
■were seen ruraiing away tliey were fired at. 
The nuniher killed could nut be known last 
uigbl. An eye-witness of the carnage in¬ 
formed me that he counted seventeen dead in 
the streets, and they were bringing dead and 
wounded every luumeiit Iroui the fields. At 
six o’clock the report was, that 35 were found 
dead or inortnlly wounded. A fine youug 
woman, making away from the bloody i-ceiie, 
was sliot deavl; and another woman, the mn- 
tlier of niue children, shared the same fate. 
The |>cople, Ibeing defenceless and unarmed, 
were unable to make any rcsistauce against 
their barliarous assailants.” 

“ Newtownharry, Sunday 3Iorning, 
“The cattle exposed for .sale yesterday be¬ 
longed to a resj>cctublc farmer, name Patrick 
Doyle, of Toifibrick, and were seized about a 
fortnight since for tithe, alleged to be due to 
the llev. Mr. M'Clintoek. jioyle disputed the 
claim ; but the cattle were brought yesierda' 
to town, to he sold for the amount. Captain 
Graham, agent of Lord Farnham, and a Ma¬ 
gistrate, collected all the yeomanry and the 
police from the surrounUaig stations, and yes¬ 
terday forenoon had about 150 of tbein in his 
etable-yard. Each man, it is said, was sup 
piieA with 50 rounds of ball-cartridge. Abuu^ 
three o’clock the catlie ran along the street— 
and when the police and yeomen were bring¬ 
ing them Imck, a stone was tiii-ovvii from tin 
ruins of an old church, when theyeumauiy 
and police got the order to fire. | beard J: 
an attempt to rescue the cattle, but although 
1 was upon the street, 1 did not see it; indeed. 
1 am confident there was no dispusitiou t( 
cfluct a rescue, fur the jteople were unarmed, 
and what could they do agaiu.st one hundred 
and fifty armed men ? Wlicn the order to 
fire was given, the people were under tlx 
muzzles of the guns; about thirty or forty 


were killed or martaWy wounded in the streiet; 
Imt many were it.r«twne>d Jji tue river .Silatiey, 
and many were shot iu the water, as .it was 
upon the banks of this river thiW the slaughter 
took place. A number oJ’ women wuo chil¬ 
dren, to avnid the bullets, ruybod into the 
river, and becanie a prvy tti the watery ele¬ 
ment. I saw iwn wotncii who did lio,, one of 
them the mother of seven ciuldrea.. .Mr- 
King, the chaei t-onstablc of tliepoUce, re¬ 
fused to permit hi.s men to fire on tbeptso|>le ; 
throe of the p-ilii-e, howev»-i-, are said to have 
fired when the nord was first given.' J have 
heard that a ditfereme t-<«k place itetweeu 
the police atnl yeomanry All this inorniug 
the yeomanry are looking o<c.r the wall of 
Captain Granaui’s yaid, and .‘o.eeriug nt the
